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frefHce. 


TT  is  but  reasonable  that,  upon  weighty  and  important  considera- 
■*•  tions,  changes  and  alterations  should  be  made  in  the  public 
Liturgies  of  the  Church  ;  and  it  is  a  most  invaluable  part  of  that 
blessed  "liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made  us  free" — that  in 
His  worship,  different  forms  and  usages  may  without  offence  be 
allowed,  provided  the  substance  of  the  faith  be  kept  entire  ;  and 
that  "  according  to  the  various  exigencies  of  times  and  occasions," 
the  discipline  of  the  Church  may,  by  common  consent  and  due 
authority,  be  so  defined  as  may  seem  best  and  most  convenient  for 
the  edification  of  the  people. 

And  forasmuch  as  nothing  can  be  so  plainly  set  forth,  but  doubts 
may  arise  in  the  use  and  practice  of  the  same;  to  appease  all 
such  diversity  (if  any  arise)  and  for  the  resolution  of  all  doubts, 
concerning  the  manner  how  to  understand,  do,  and  execute,  the 
things  contained  in  this  Book;  the  parties  that  so  doubt,  or 
diversely  take  any  thing,  shall  always  (in  matters  spiritual)  resort 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  having  jurisdiction  in  this  Church, 
who  by  his  discretion  shall  take  order  for  the  quieting  and 
appeasing  of  the  same ;  so  that  the  same  order  be  not  contrary  to 
any  thing  contained  in  this  Book. 

And  although  the  keeping  and  omitting  of  a  Ceremony,  in  itself 
considered,  is  but  a  small  thing ;  yet  the  wilful  and  contemptuous 
transgression  and  breaking  of  a  common  order  and  discipline  is  no 
small  offence  before  God.  As  Paul  saith,  "  lict  all  things  be  done 
decently  and  in  order;"  the  appointment  of  which  order  pertaineth 
not  to  private  men ;  therefore  no  man  ought  to  take  in  hand,  nor 
presume  to  ai>point  or  alter  any  public  or  common  order  in  Christ's 
Church,  except  ho  be  lawfully  called  and  authorized  thereunto. 

And  whereas  in  this  our  time,  the  minds  of  men  are  so  diverse, 
that  some  think  it  a  great  matter  of  conscience  to  depart  from  a 
piece  of  the  least  of  their  Ceremonies,  they  are  so  addicted  to  their 
old  customs ;  and  again  on  the  other  side,  some  are  so  fond  of 
novelty,  that  they  would  change  anything  old  for  that  which  is 
new  ;  it  was  thought  expedient,  not  so  much  to  have  respect  how 
to  please  and  satisfy  either  of  these  parties,  as  how  to  please  God, 
and  profit  them  both. 

And  having  thus  endeavored  to  discharge  our  duties  in  this 
weighty  affair,  as  in  the  sis^ht  of  God,  and  to  approve  our  sincerity 
therein  (so  far  as  lay  in  us)  to  the  consciences  of  all  men ;  although 
we  know  it  impossible  (in  such  variety  of  apprehensions,  humours 
and  interests,  as  are  in  the  world)  to  please  all ;  nor  can  expect  that 
men  of  factious,  peevish,  and  perverse  spiiits  should  be  satisfied 
with  any  thing  that  can  be  done  in  this  kind  by  any  other  than 
themselves  :  yet  we  have  good  hope,  that  what  is  here  presented, 
and  hath  been  with  great  diligence  examined  and  approved,  will  be 
also  well  accepted  and  api>roved  by  all  sober,  peaceable  and  truly 
conscientious  sons  of  the  Reformed  Episcopal  Church. 

It  is  the  duty  of  Churchwardens  to  examine  the  "  Letters  of 
Orders,"  and  other  credentials  of  any  person  representing  himself 
to  be  a  Minister;  and  no  one  is  authorized  to  ofticiate  in  any 
Diocese  of  this  Church,  or  as  a  Minister  thereof,  without  a  license 
from  the  Bishop  having  jurisdiction. 

This  Book  (in  its  Articles,  Liturgy,  Services,  Preface  and  Rubrics) 
contains  the  Doctrine,  Worship,  and  Discipline  of  this  Church, 
which  are  more  fully  explained  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
approved,  or  to  be  approved,  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  same. 


DECLARATION  OF  PRINCIPLES   OF   THE 
REFORMED  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 

Adopted  December  2nd,  1S73, 


1. 

The  Reformed  Episcopal  Church,  holding  "the  faith 
once  delivered  unto  the  saints,"  declares  its  belief  in  the 
Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  as  the 
Word  of  God,  and  the  sole  Rule  of  Faith  and  Practice  ; 
in  the  Creed,  "  commonly  called  the  Apostle's  Creed  ;" 
in  the  Divine  institution  of  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism 
and  the  Lord's  Supper  ;  and  in  the  doctrines  of  grace 
substantially  as  they  are  set  for'uh  in  the  Thirty-nine 
Articles  of  Religion.* 

IL 

This  Church  recognizes  and  adheres  to  Episcopacy,  not 
as  of  Divine  right,  but  as  a  very  ancient  and  desirable 
form  of  Church  polity. 

IIL 

This  Church,  retaining  a  Liturgy  which  shall  not  be 
imperative  or  repressive  of  freedom  in  prayer,  accepts  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  as  it  was  revised,  proposed, 
and  recommended  for  use  by  the  General  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  a.d.  1785,  reserving 
full  liberty  to  alter,  abridge,  enlarge,  and  amend  the 
same,  as  may  seem  most  conducive  to  the  edification  of 
the  people,  "  provided  that  the  substance  of  the  faith  be 
kept  entire." 

IV. 

This  Church  condemns  and  rejects  the  following 
erroneous  and  strange  doctrines  as  contrary  to  God's 
Word  : 

First,  That  the  Church  of  Christ  exists  only  in  one 
order  or  form  of  ecclesiastical  polity  : 

Second,  That  Christian  Ministers  are  "  priests  "  in  an- 
other sense  than  that  in  which  all  believers  are  **  a  royal 
priesthood :" 

Third,  That  the  Lord's  Table  is  an  altar  on  which  the 
oblation  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ  is  offered  anew 
to  the  Father  : 

Fourth,  That  the  Presence  of  Christ  in  the  Lord's 
Supper  is  a  presence  in  the  elements  of  Bread  and  Wine : 

Fifth,  That  Regeneration  is  inseparably  connected 
with  Baptism.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS  OF 
THE  REFORMED  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 

The  Constitution,  Article  X,  reads  as  follows  : 
"  Nothing  calculated  to  teach  either  directly  or  sym- 
bolically that  the  Christian  ministry  possesses  a  sacer- 
dotal character,  or  that  the  Lord's  Supper  is  a  sacrifice, 
shall  ever  be  allowed  in  the  worship  of  this  Church ;  nor 
shall  any  altar,  or  communion  table  constructed  in  the 
form  of  an  altar,  nor  shall  any  cross,  crucifix,  candles, 
molten,  painted  or  graven  images  be  introduced,  or 
intoning  used  in  any  service  connected  therewith  or  by 
any  minister,  and  the  Bishop  shall  havp  power  to  suspend 
any  minister  from  duty  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Canadian  General  Synod  persisting  in  any  violation  of 
the  letter  or  spirit  of  this  Article.  Except  when  other- 
wise canonically  specified,  or  when  contrary  to  Evan- 
gelical and  Protestant  principles,  this  Church  conforms 
to  the  laws  and  customs  of  the  Church  of  England,  and 
is  thus  not  a  new  but  an  old  Church  (re-formed)." 

Title  1,  Canon  12. 
Of  the  Use  of  the  Prayer  Book. 

§  I.  On  occasions  of  public  worship,  invariably  on  the 
morning  and  evening  of  the  Lord's  Day,  commonly  called 
Sunday,  and  at  other  times  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Minister,  the  Prayer  Book  set  forth  by  the  General 
Synod  is  to  be  used  in  the  congregations  of  this  Church  ; 
Provided^  that  nothing  in  this  Canon  is  to  be  understood 
as  precluding  a  short  extempore  prayer  before  or  after 
sermons,  or  on  emergent  occasions  ;  the  Bishop  having 
jurisdiction  may  authorize  and  permit  the  use  of  any 
special  form  of  missionary  service  not  contravening  the 
principles  of  this  Church. 

§  II.  Congregations  in  other  countries  shall  have  liberty, 
with  the  approval  of  the  presiding  Bishop,  and  of  the 
General  Standing  Committee,  to  insert  such  prayers  and 
versicles  in  the  Service  as  are  most  accordant  with  their 
respective  forms  of  civil  government ;  and  such  prayers 
for  those  in  authority  may  take  the  place  of,  or  be  used 
with  those  adopted  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  ;  Pro- 
vided^ that  no  printed  matter  shall  be  inserted  in  any  of 
the  Services  or  Offices  of  the  Church,  until  it  has  been 
approved  by  the  presiding  Bishop  and  General  Standing 
Committee. 


THE  ORDER  FOR 
MORNING  AND  EVENING  PRAYER,  &o. 


^  The  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  shall  he  used  in  the  accustomed 
Place  of  the  Church,  Chapel,  or  Chancel ;  except  it  shall  be  otherwise 
determined  by  the  Bishop. 

%  The  Minister  at  the  time  of  the  Commtinion,  and  at  all  other  times 
in  his  Ministrations,  shall  use  neither  Alb,  Vestment  nor  Cope ;  but  being 
a  Bishop  he  shall  have  and  wear  a  Rochet^;  and  beiivj  a  Presoyter  or 
Deacon  he  sJiall  have  and  wear  a  plain  Surplice  andaplairi  black  scarf, 
withsuch  hood  as  pertaineth  to  his  degree.  A  black  gown  shall,  however, 
beioornin  the  pulpit,  with  or  without  the  hood  pertaining  to  the  degree  of 
the  Minister. 

%  By  the  loord  "Minister"  in  this  Book  is  meanta Bishop,  Presbyter, 
or  Deacon,  or,  in  special  cases,  a  Candidate,  Lay  Header,  or  Lay 
Deacon,  if  licensed  by  the  Bishop  thereto. 

K  And  forasmuch  as  nothing  can  be  so  plainly  set  forth  but  doubts  may 
arise  in  the  use  and  practice  of  the  same :  to  appease  all  such  diversity  (%f 
any  arise):  the  parties  that  so  doubt  or  diversely  take  anything  concern- 
ing this  Church,  or  anything  contained  in  this  Book,  or  in  the  Doctrine, 
Discipline,  or  Worship  of  this  Church,  or  in  any  Document  connected 
therewith  shall  always  resort  to  the  General  Standing  Committee  for  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  or  to  the  Bishop  having  jurisdiction,  for  decision. 

•[[  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  repeat  any  Prayer  or  Collect  which  has 
once  been  used  during  the  same  service,  or  to  use  more  than  one  Creed,  or 
one  Form  of  Prayer  for  the  Queen's  Majesty,  when  various  Services  are 
combined. 

%  A  short  extemporaneous  prayer  may  he  used  before  and  after  the 
Sermon,  and  upon  emergent  occasions. 

^  iVhen  the  Lord's  Supper  is  administered  at  the  time  of  Morning  or 
Evening  Prayer,  the  Communion  Service  may  be  commenced  after  the 
third  Collect. 

^  The  people  shall  anstver  at  the  end  of  all  prayers.    Amen. 

%  Except  where  otherwise  canonically  specified,  or  where  contrary  to 
Evangelical  and  Protestant  Principles,  the  Laws  and  Customs  of  the 
Church  of  England  still  continue  in  force  in  this  Church. 

^  Hymns  or  Hymn  Books  calculated  to  impart  teaching  of  a  Sacer- 
dotal character  shall  not  be  used  in  the  Services  of  this  Church. 

^  The  Minister  may  at  his  discretion  introduce  in  the  Prayer  for  all 
Conditions  of  Men,  after  "  estate,"  and  in  the  Litany,  after  *'  all  sick 
persons,"  the  words  "especially  those  for  whom  our  prayers  are  de- 
sired." And  in.  t/ie  General  Thanksgiving,  ajter  '*  io  dkWmen,"  the  words 
"  particularly  to  those  who  des'  3  now  to  offer  up  their  praises  and 
thanksgivings  for  Thy  late  mercies  vouchsafed  unto  them." 

^  The  Forms  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  as  set  forth  in  this  book 
are  to  be  used  on  the  Morning  and  Evenihg  of  the  Lord's  Day,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  and  at  other  times  according  to  the  Minister'?  discretion. 

^  The  separate  use  of  the  *' Shorter  Litany  "  (beginning  "  We  sinners 
do  beseech  Thee,  &c."),  is  intended  only  for  special  occasions,  at  the 
Bishop's  discretion. 

Note.— When  speaking  of  or  addi«ssing  the  third  Person  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  the  expression  "Holy  Spirit"  has  been  adopted  in  all 
such  portions  of  this  Revised  Prayet  Book  as  are  generally  read.  In 
such  portions  as  are  generally  sung,  the  exigencies  of  rhythm  and 
metre  compel  the  use  of  the  more  objectionable  expression  "Holy 
Gho8t;"althoughintheoriginal,  one  expression  alone,  Pneuma  Hagion, 
is  uniformly  used  throughout  the  New  Testament ;  the  true  equiva* 
lent  of  which,  in  English,  is  undoubtedly  "  Holy  Spirit." 

The  words  Catholic  and  Universal  are  synonymous,  but  the  former 
has  been  and  is  still  much  abused ;  the  latter  has  been,  therefore, 
adopted  generally  throughout  this  Revised  Prayer  Book.

%  None  shall  he  enrolled  as  a  Communicant  except  he  he  haptized,  and 
make  a  public  confession  of  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

^  If  among  those  who  come  to  he  partakers  of  the  Holy  Communion 
the  Minister  shall  know  any  to  he  an  open  and  notorious  evil  liver,  or  to 
have  dune  any  lorony  to  his  neighbors  by  icord  or  deed,  so  that  the  Con- 
gregation be  thereby  offended  ;  he  shall  advise  him,  that  he  come  not  to 
the  Lord's  l\ible,  until  he  hath  openly  declared  himself  to  have  truly 
repented  an-l  amended  his  former  evil  life,  that  the  Congregation  may 
thereby  be  satisfied  ;  and  that  he  hath  recompensed  the  parties  to  v)hom 
he  hath  done  wrong:  or  at  least  declare  himself  to  be  in  full  2rur2)ose  to 
do  so,  as  soon  as  he  conveniently  may. 

^  The  same  order  shall  the  Minister  use  with  those  hetwixt  whom  he 
pcrceiveth  malice  and  hatred,  to  reign. 

5r  In  conducting  this  Service,  except  when  kneeling,  or  otherwise 
specified,  the  Minister  shall  face  the  people,  and  in  no  j^art  of  Divine 
Service  is  the  Minister  to  officiate  with  his  back  to  the  Congregation  in 
the  body  of  the  Church. 

II  The  Table  shall  he  of  wood,  and  shall  not  have  upon  it  a  slab  of  any 
material  other  than  wood,  nor  shall  any  candle,  candlestick,  fioioers,  or 
cross  be  placed  upon,  or  apparently  upon,  the  Table,  nor  shall  it  be  so 
constructed  as  to  resemble  an  altar,  and  during  the  time  of  Divive 
Service  it  shall  always  he  covered  with  a  plain  cloth,  nor  shall  the  color 
he  changed  to  indicate  the  Church  seasons. 
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^  The  Table  shall  stand  in  the  Body  of  the  Church,  or  Chancel,  where 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  are  appointed  to  be  said.  A  nd  the  Min- 
ister at  the  North  end  of  the  Table  and  facing  the  South  shall  say  the 
Lord's  Prai/rr,  (if  it  have  not  been  used  in  a  previous  part  of  the  Service,  J 
with  the  Collect  folloioimj,  the  people  all  kneeling. 

5[  This  Communion  Service  may  be  used  in  connection  tvith,  or  in  the 
place  of,  the  Order  of  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer. 

Note.  —The  Church  is  supposed  to  stand  East  and  West,  so  as  to 
define  the  meaning  of  such  terms  as  "North  end,"  &c.

(^  OD,  having  of  old  time  spoken  unto  the 
y^  fathers  in  the  prophets  by  divers  porticns 
and  in  divers  manners,  hath  at  the  end  of  these 
days  spoken  unto  us  in  his  Son,  whom  he  ap- 
pointed heir  of  all  things,  through  whom  also  he 
made  the  worlds ;  who  being  the  effulgence  of 
his  glory,  and  the  very  image  of  his  substance, 
and  upholding  all  things  by  the  word  of  his 
power,  when  he  had  made  purification  of  sins, 
sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Majesty  on 
high  ;  having  become  by  so  much  better  than  the 
angels,  as  he  hath  inherited  a  more  excellent 
name  than  they.  For  unto  which  of  the  angels 
said  he  at  any  time, 
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Thou  art  my  Son, 

This  day  have  I  begotten  thee  1 
and  again, 

I  will  be  to  him  a  Father, 

And  lie  shall  be  to  me  a  Son  1 
i^.nd  when  he  again  bringeth  in  the  firstborn  into 
the  world  he  saith,  And    let  all  the  angels  of 
God  worship  him.     And  of  the  angels  he  saith, 

Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits, 

And  his  ministers  a  flame  of  tire  : 
but  of  the  Son,  he  saith, 

Thy  Throne,  0  God,  is  for  ever  and  ever ; 

And   the   sceptre   of   uprighteousness   is  the 
sceptre  of  thy  kingdom. 

Thou   hast    loved   righteousness,    and   hated 
iniquity ; 

Therefore  God,  thy  God,  hath  anointed  thee 

With  the  oil  of  gladness  above  thy  fellows. 
And, 

Thou,   Lord,  in  the  beginning  hast  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  earth. 

And  the  heavens  are  the  works  of  thy  hands  : 

They  shall  perish ;  but  thou  continuest  : 

And  they  all  shall  wax  old  as  doth  a  garment ; 

And  as  a  mantle  shalt  thou  roll  them  up. 

As  a  garment,  and  they  shall  be  changed ; 

But  thou  art  the  same. 

And  thy  years  shall  not  fail.

IN  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the  Word 
was  with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God. 
The  same  was  in  the  beginning  with  God.  All 
things  were  m.ade  by  him ;  and  without  him  was 
not  anything  made  that  hath  been   made.     In 
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him  was  life ;  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men. 
And  the  light  shineth  in  the  darkness ;  and  the 
darkness  apprehended  it  not.  There  came  a 
man,  sent  from  God,  whose  name  was  John, 
The  same  came  for  witness,  that  ho  might  bear 
witness  of  the  light,  that  all  might  believe 
through  him.

And  the  Word  be- 
came flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us  (and  we  beheld 
his  glory,  glory  as  of  the  only  begotten  from  the 
Father),  full  of  grace  and  truth.

The  Epistle.     Gal.  iv.  1. 

BUT  I  say  that  so  long  as  the  heir  is  a  child, 
he  differeth  nothing  from  a  bondservant, 
though  he  is  lord  of  all ;  but  is  under  guardians 
and  stewards  until  the  term  appointed  of  the 
father.  So  wo  also,  when  wo  were  children, 
were  held  in  bondage  under  the  rudiments  of 
the  world  :  but  when  the  fulness  of  the  time 
came,  God  sent  forth  his  Son,  born  of  a  woman, 
born  under  the  law,  that  he  might  redeem  them 
who  were  under  the  law,  that  we  might  receive 
the  adoption  of  sons.  And  because  ye  are  sons, 
God  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into  our 
hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father.  So  that  thou  art 
no  longer  a  bondservant,  but  a  son  ;  and  if  a  son, 
then  an  heir  through  God. 

Tlie  Gospel.     Matth.  i.  18. 

NOW  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on  this 
wise  :  When  his  mother  Mary  had  been 
betrothed  to  Joseph,  before  they  came  together 
she  was  found  with  child  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
And  Joseph  her  husband,  being  a  righteous  man, 
and  not  willing  to  make  her  a  public  example, 
was  minded  to  put  her  away  privily.  But  when 
he  thought  on  these  things,  behold  an  angel  of 
the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  a  dream,  saying, 
Josepli,  thou  son  of  David,  fear  not  to  take  unto 
thee  Mary  thy  wife  :  for  that  which  is  conceived 
in  her  is  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  And  she  shall  bring 
forth  a  son  ;  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  Jesus  ; 
for  it  is  he  that  shall  save  his  people  from  their 
sins.  Now  all  this  is  come  to  pass,  that  it  might 
be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  Lord 
through  the  prophet,  saying. 
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Behold,  the  virgin  shall   be  with  child,  and 
shall  bring  forth  a  son, 

And  they  shall  call  his  name  Immanuel  ; 
which  is,  being  interpreted,  God  with  us.  And 
Joseph  arose  from  his  sleep,  and  did  as  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  commanded  him,  and  took-unto  him 
his  wife  ;  and  knew  her  not  till  she  had  brought 
forth  a  son  :  and  he  called  his  name  Jesus.

Is  this  blessing  then  pronounced  upon  the  cir- 
cumcision, or  upon  the  uncircumcision  also  ?  for 
we  say,  To  Abraham  his  faith  was  reckoned  for 
righteousness.  How  then  was  it  reckoned  1  when 
he  was  in  circumcision,  or  in  uncircumcision  1 
Not  in  circumcision,  but  in  uncircumcision :  and 
he  received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the 
righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he  had  while  he 
was  in  uncircumcision  ;  that  he  might  be  the 
father  of  all  them  '  hat  believe,  though  they  be  in 
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uncircumcision,  that  righteousness  might  be  reck- 
oned unto  them ;  and  the  father  of  circumcision 
to  them  who  not  only  are  of  the  circumcision, 
but  who  also  walk  in  the  steps  of  that  faith  of 
our  father  Abraham  which  he  had  in  uncircum- 
cision. For  not  through  the  law  was  the  promise 
to  Abraham  or  to  his  s-'ed,  that  he  should  be  heir 
of  the  world,  but  through  the  righteousness  of 
faith.  For  if  they  who  are  of  the  law  be  heirs, 
faith  is  made  void,  and  the  promise  is  made  of 
none  effect.

AND  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  angels  went 
away  from  them  into  heaven,  the  shep- 
herds said  one  to  another.  Let  us  now  go  even 
unto  Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing  that  is  come 
to  pass,  which  the  Lord  hath  made  known  unto 
us.  And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found  both 
Mary  and  Joseph,  and  the  babe  lying  in  the 
manger.

And  when  eight  days  were  fulfilled  for  cir- 
cumcising him,  his  name  was  called  Jesus,  which 
was  so  called  by  the  angel  before  he  was  con- 
ceived in  the  womb.

^hich  from  all  ages  hath  been  hid  in  God  who 
created  all  things ;  to  the  intent  that  now  unto

the  principalities  and  the  powers  in  the  heavenly 
places  might  be  made  known  through  the  church 
the  manifold  wisdom  of  GHod,  according  to  the 
eternal  purpose  which  he  purposed  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord  :  in  whom  we  have  boldness  and 
access  in  confidence  through  our  faith  in  him.

nVTOW  when  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem  of 
-Li  Judaea  in  the  days  of  Herod  the  king,  be- 
hold, wise  men  from  the  east  came  to  Jerusalem, 
saying,  Where  is  he  that  is  born  king  of  the 
Jews  ]  for  we  saw  his  star  in  the  east,  and  are 
come  to  worship  him.  And  when  Herod  the 
king  heard  it,  he  was  troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem 
with  him.  And  gathering  together  all  the  chief 
priests  and  scribes  of  the  people,  he  inquired  of 
them  where  the  Christ  should  be  born.  And 
they  said  unto  him,  In  Bethlehem  of  JudsBa  ;  for 
thus  it  is  written  by  the  prophet. 
And  thou  Bethlehem,  land  of  Judah, 
Art  in  no  wise  least  among  the  princes  of  Judah : 
For  out  of  thee  shall  come  forth  a  governor, 
Who  shall  be  shepherd  of  my  people  Israel. 
Then  Herod  privily  called  the  wise  men,  and 
learned  of  them  carefully  what  time  the  star 
appeared.  And  he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  and 
said.  Go  and  search  out  carefully  concerning  the 
young  child ;  and  when  ye  have  found  him,  bring 
me  word,  that  I  also  may  come  and  worship  him. 
And  they,  having  heard  the  king,  went  their 
way ;  and  lo,  the  star,  which  they  saw  in  the 
east,  went  before  them,  till  it  came  and  stood 
over  where  the  young  child  was.  And  when 
they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding 
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great  joy.  And  they  came  into  the  house  and 
saw  the  young  child  with  Mary  his  motlier  ;  and 
they  foil  down  and  worshipped  him ;  and  opening 
their  treasures  they  offered  unto  him  gifts,  gold 
and  frankincense  and  myrrh.  And  being  warned 
of  God  in  a  dream  that  they  should  not  return 
to  Herod,  they  departed  into  their  own  country 
another  way.

And 
when  the  ruler  of  the  feast  tasted  the  water  now 
become  wine,  and  knew  not  whence  it  was  (but 
the  servants  who  had  drawn  the  water  knew), 
the  ruler  of  the  feast  calleth  the  bridegroom,  and 
saith  unto  him,  Every  man  sotteth  on  first  the 
good  wine  ;  and  when  7)ien  have  drunk  freely, 
then  that  which  is  worse  :  thou  hast  kept  the 
good  wine  until  now.  This  beginning  of  his 
signs  did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  manifested 

his  glory  ;  and  his  disciples  believed  on  him.

LET  every  soul  be  in  subjection  to  the  higher 
powers  :  for  there  is  no  power  but  of  God ; 
and  that  the  powers  that  be  are  ordained  of  God. 
Therefore  he  that  resisteth  the  power,  with- 
standeth  the  ordinance  of  God :  and  they  that 
withstand  shall  receive  to  themselves  judgment. 
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For  rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  the  good  work,  but 
to  the  evil  And  wouldest  thou  have  no  fear  of 
the  power?  do  that  which  is  good,  and  thou 
shalt  have  praise  from  the  same :  for  he  is  a 
minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good.  But  if  thou 
do  that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid ;  for  he  beareth 
not  the  sword  in  vain :  for  he  is  a  minister  of 
God,  an  avenger  for  wrath  to  him  that  doeth 
evil.  Wherefore  ye  must  needs  be  in  subjec- 
tion, not  only  because  of  the  wrath,  but  also  for 
conscience  sake  For  for  this  cause  ye  pay 
tribute  also  ;  for  they  are  ministers  of  God's  ser- 
vice, attending  continually  upon  this  very  thing. 
Render  to  all  their  dues  :  tribute  to  whom  tribute 
is  due ,  custom  to  whom  custom ;  fear  to  whom 
fear  ;  honor  to  whom  honor.

And  the 
demons  besought  him,  saying,  If  thou  cast  us 
out,  send  us  away  into  the  herd  of  swine.  And 
lie  said  unto  them.  Go.  And  tliey  came  out, 
and  went  into  the  swine  :  and  behold,  the  whole 
herd  rushed  down  the  steep  into  the  sen,  and 
])erished  in  the  waters.  And  they  tliat  fed  them 
fled,  and  went  away  into  the  city,  and  told 
every  thing,  and  what  was  befallen  to  them  that 
were  possessed  with  demons.  And  behoiu,  all 
the  city  came  out  to  meet  Jesus  ;  ana  .vlien  they 
saw  him,  they  besought  hiiUj  that  he  would 
depart  from  their  borders.

measure,  in  deaths  oft.  Of  the  Jews  five  times 
received  I  forty  stripes  save  one.  Thrice  was  I 
beaten  with  rods,  once  was  I  stoned,  thrice  I 
suffered  shipwreck,  a  night  and  a  day  have  I 
been  in  the  deep  ;  in  journeyings  often,  in  perils 
of  rivers,  in  perils  of  robbers,  in  perils  from  my 
countrymen,  in  perils  from  the  Gentiles,  in 
perils  in  the  city,  in  perils  in  the  wilderness,  in 
perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils  among  false  brethren  ; 
in  labor  and  travail,  in  watchings  often,  in 
hunger  and  thirst,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold  and 
nakedness.  Beside  those  things  that  are  with- 
out, there  is  that  which  presseth  upon  me  daily, 
anxiety  for  all  the  churches.  Who  u  weak,  and 
I  am  not  weak  1  who  is  made  to  stumble,  and  1 
burn  not  ]  If  I  must  needs  glory,  I  will  glory 
of  the  things  that  concern  my  weakness.  The 
God  and  Father  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  he  who  is 
blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth  that  I  lie  not. 

The  Gospel.     Luke  viii.  4. 

AND  when  a  great  multitude  came  together, 
and  they  of  every  city  resorted  unto  him, 
he  spake  by  a  parable  :  The  sower  went  forth 
to  sow  his  seed :  and  as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by 
the  way  side  ;  and  it  was  trodden  under  foot, 
and  the  birds  of  the  heaven  devoured  it.  And 
other  fell  on  the  rock ;  and  as  soon  as  it  grew, 
it  withered  away,  because  it  had  no  moisture. 
And  other  fell  amidst  the  thorns  ;  and  the 
thorns  grew  with  it  and  choked  it.  And  other 
fell  into  the  good  ground,  and  grew  and  brought 
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forth  fruit  a  hundredfold.  As  he  said  these 
things,  he  cried,  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let 
him  hear. 

And  his  disciples  asked  him  what  this  parable 
might  be.  And  he  said,  Unta  you  it  is  given 
to  know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  God  ; 
but  to  the  rest  in  parables;  that  seeing  they  may 
not  see,  and  hearing  they  may  not  understand. 
Now  the  parable  is  this :  The  seed  is  the  word  of 
God.  And  those  by  the  way-side  are  they  that 
have  heard ;  then  cometh  the  devil,  and  taketh 
away  the  word  from  their  heart,  that  they  may  not 
believe  and  be  saved.  And  those  on  the  rock 
are  they  who,  when  they  have  heard,  receive  the 
word  with  joy  ;  and  these  have  no  root,  who  for 
a  while  believe,  and  in  time  of  temptation  fall 
away.  And  that  which  fell  among  the  thorns, 
these  are  they  that  have  heard,  and  as  they  go 
on  their  way  they  are  choked  with  cares  and 
riches  and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  bring  no 
fruit  to  perfection.  And  that  in  the  good  ground, 
these  are  such  as  in  an  honest  and  good  heart, 
having  heard  the  word,  hold  it  fast,  and  bring 
forth  fruit  with  patience.

And  if  1 
have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  know  all  mysteries 
and  all  knowledge ;  and  if  I  have  all  faith,  so  as 
to  remove  mountains,  but  have  not  love,  I  am 
nothing.  And  if  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed 
the  poor,  and  if  I  give  my  body  to  be  burned, 
but  have  not  love,  it  profiteth  me  nothing. 
Love  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind  ;  love  envieth 
not ;  love  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up, 
doth  not  behave  itseif  unseemly,  seeketh  not  its 
own,  is  not  provoked,  taketh  not  account  of  evil ; 
rejoice th  not  in  unrighteousness,  but  rejclceth 
with  the  truth  ;  beareth  all  things,  belie veth  all 
things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things. 
Love  never  faileth:  but  whether  there  he  pro- 
phecies, they  shall  be  done  away ;  whether  then 
he  tongues,  they  shall  cease ;  whether  there  h 
knowledge,  it  shall  be  done  away.  For  we  know 
in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part :  but  when  that 
which  is  perfect  is  come,  that  which  is  in  part 
shall  be  done  away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I 
spake  as  a  child,  I  felt  as  a  child,  I  thought  as 
a  child  :  now  that  I  am  become  a  man,  I  have 
put  away  childish  things.  For  now  we  see  in  a 
mirror,  darkly ;  but  then  face  to  face  :  now  I 
know  in  part ;  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as 
also  I  have  been  known.  But  now  abideth 
faith,  hope,  love,  these  three ;  and  the  greatest 
of  these  is  love.

AND  he  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  said 
unto  them,  Behold  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem, 
and  all  the  things  that  are  written  by  the  pro- 
phets shall  be  accomplished  unto  the  Son  of 
man  For  he  shall  be  delivered  up  unto  the 
Gentiles,  and  shall  be  mocked,  and  shamefully 
entreated,  and  spit  upon  ;  and  they  shall  scourge 
and  kill  him  :  and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise 
again.

BE  ye  therefore  imitators  of  God,  as  beloved 
children  ;  and  walk  in  love,  even  as  Christ 
also  loved  you,  and  gave  himself  up  for  us,  an 
offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God  for  an  odour  of  a 
sweet  smell.  But  fornication,  and  all  unclean- 
ness,  or  covetousness,  let  it  not  even  be  named 
among  you,  as  becometh  so.ints ;  nor  filthiness, 
nor  foolish  talking,  or  jesting,  which  are  not 
befitting  :  but  rather  giving  of  thanks.  For  this 
ye  know  of  a  surety,  that  no  fornicator,  nor 
unclean  person,  nor  covetous  man,  who  is  an 
idolater,  hath  any  inheritance  in  the  kingdom  of 
Christ  and  God.  Let  no  man  deceive  you  with 
empty  words  :  for  because  of  these  things  cometh 
the  wrath  of  God  upon  the  sons  of  disobedience. 
Be  not  ye  therefore  partakers  with  them  ;  for  ye 
were  once  darkness,  but  are  now  light  in  the 
Lord  :  walk  as  children  of  light  (for  the  fruit  of 
he  light  is  in  all  goodness  and  righteousness  and 
ruth),  proving  what  is  well-pleasing  unto  the 
iOrd ;  and  have  no  fellowship  with  the  unfruit- 
ul  works  of  darkness,  but  rather  even  reprove 
.hem  ;  for  the  things  which  are  done  by  them  in 
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secret  it  is  a  shame  even  to  speak  of.  But  all 
things  when  they  are  reproved  are  made  manifest 
by  the  light :  for  every  thing  that  is  made  mani- 
fest is  light.  Wherefore  he  saith,  Awake,  thou 
that  sleepest,  and  arise  from  the  dead,  and  Christ 
shall  shine  upon  thee.

AND  he  was  casting  out  a  demon,  that  was 
dumb.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the 
demon  was 'gone  out,  the  dumb  man  spake  ;  and 
the  multitudes  marvelled.  But  some  of  them 
said,  By  Beelzebub  the  prince  of  the  demons 
casteth  he  out  demons.  And  others,  tempting 
hirrij  sought  of  him  a  sign  from  heaven.  But  he, 
knowing  their  thoughts,  said  unto  them.  Every 
kingdom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  tc 
desolation  ;  and  a  house  divided  against  a  house 
falleth.  And  if  Satan  also  is  divided  against 
himself,  how  shall  his  kingdom  stand  1  because 
ye  say  that  I  cast  out  demons  by  Beelzebub. 
And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  demons,  by 
whom  do  your  sons  cast  them  out  1  therefoie 
shall  they  be  your  judges.  But  if  I  by  the 
finger  of  God  cast  out  demons,  then  is  the 
kingdom  of  God  come  upon  you.  When  the 
strong  man  fully  armed  guardeth  his  own  court, 
his  goods  are  in  peace  :  but  when  a  stronger 
than  he  shall  come  upon  him,  and  overcome 
him,  he  taketh  from  him  his  whole  armor  where- 
in he  trusted,  and  divideth  his  spoils.  He  that 
is  not  with  me  is  against  me ;  and  he  that 
gathereth  not  with  me  scattereth.  The  unclean 
spirit  when  he  is  gone  out  of  the  man,  passeth 
through  waterless  places,  seeking  rest ;  and  find- 


becometh  worse  than  the  first. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  said  these  things,  a 
certain  woman  out  of  the  multitude  lifted  up 
her  voice,  and  said  unto  him.  Blessed  is  the 
womb  that  bare  thee,  and  the  breasts  which  thou 
didst  suck.  But  be  said,  Yea  rather,  blessed  are 
they  that  hear  the  v^ord  of  God,  and  keep  it.

TELL  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the  law, 
do  ye  not  hear  the  law  1  For  it  is  written, 
that  Abraham  had  two  sons,  one  by  the  hand- 
maid, and  one  by  the  freewoman.  Howbeit  the 
Son  by  the  handmaid  is  born  after  the  flesh  ;  but 
the  son  by  the  freewoman  is  born  through 
promise.  Which  things  contain  an  allegory  :  for 
these  women  are  two  covenants  j  one  from  mount 
Sinai,  bearing  children  unto  bondage,  which  is 
Hagar.  Now  this  Hagar  is  mount  Sinai  in 
Arabia,  and  ans\7eroth  to  the  Jerusalem  that  now 
is :  for  she  is  in  bondage   with   her   children. 
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But  the  Jerusalem  that  is  above  is  free,  which  is 
our  mother.     For  it  is  written, 

Eejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearest  not ; 
Brerk  forfch  and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not , 
For  more  are  the  children  of  the  desolate  than 
of  her  who  hath  the  husband. 
Now  we,  brethren,  as  Isaac  was,  are  children  oi 
promise.     But  as  then  he  that  was  born  aftei 
the  flesh  persecuted  him  that  was  horn  after  the 
Spirit,  even  so  it  is  now.     Howbeit  what  saith 
the  scripture  1    Cast  out  t^e  handmaid  and  hei 
son  :  for  the  son   of  the     landmaid   shall  not 
inherit  with  the  son  of  the  free  woman.     Where- 
fore, brethren,  we  are  not  children  of  a  hand- 
maid, but  of  the  freewoman. 

The  Gospel.     John  vi.  1. 

AFTER  these  things  Jesus  went  away  to  the 
other  side  of  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which  is 
the  sea  of  Tiberias.  And  a  great  multitude 
followed  him,  because  they  beheld  the  signs 
which  he  did  on  them  that  were  sick.  And 
Jesus  went  up  into  the  mountain,  and  there  ho 
sat  with  his  disciples.  Now  the  passover,  the 
feast  of  the  Jews,  was  at  hand.  Jesus  therefore 
lifting  up  his  eyes,  and  seeing  that  a  great 
multitude  cometh  unto  him,  saith  unto  Philip, 
Whence  are  we  to  buy  bread,  that  these  may  eat  \ 
And  this  he  said  to  prove  him :  for  he  himself 
knew  what  he  would  do.  Philip  answered  him, 
Two  hundred  pennyworth  of  bread  is  not  suffi- 
cient for  them,  that  every  one  may  take  a  little. 
One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's 
brother,  saith  unto  him.  There  is  a  lad  hero,  who 
hath  five  barley  loaves,  and  two  fishes  :  but  what 
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are  these  among  so  many  1  Jesus  said,  make  the 
people  sit  down.  Now  there  was  much  grass  in 
the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down,  in  number 
about  five  thousand.  Jesus  therefore  took  the 
loaves ;  and  having  given  thanks,  he  distributed 
to  them  that  were  set  down  ;  likewise  also  of  the 
fishes  as  much  as  they  would.  And  when  they 
were  filled,  he  saith  unto  his  disciples,  Gather 
up  the  broken  pieces  which  remain  over,  that 
nothing  be  lost.  So  they  gathered  them  up,  and 
filled  twelve  baskets  with  broken  pieces  from  the 
five  barley  loaves,  which  remained  over  unto 
them  that  had  eaten.  When  therefore  the 
people  saw  the  sign  which  he  did,  they  said, 
This  is  of  a  truth  the  prophet  that  cometh  into 
the  world.

BUT  Christ  having  come  a  high  priest  of  the 
good  things  to  come,  through  the  greater 
and  more  perfect  tabernacle,  not  made  with 
bands,  that  is  to  say,  not  of  this  creation,  nor  yet 
through  the  blood  of  goats  and  calves,  but 
lirough  his  own  blood,  entered  in  once  for  all 
nto  the  holy  place,  having  obtained  eternal 
edemption.  For  if  the  blood  of  goats  and  bulls, 
nd  the  ashes  of  a  heifer  sprinkling  them  that 
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have  been  defiled,  sanctify  unto  the  cleanness  oi 
the  flesh  :  how  much  more  shall  the  blood  oi 
Christ,  who  through  the  eternal  Spirit  oflfered 
himself  without  blemish  unto  God,  cleanse  youi 
conscience  from  dead  works  to  serve  the  living 
God  1  And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  mediator  ol 
a  new  covenant,  that  a  death  having  taken  place 
for  the  redemption  of  the  transgressions  that 
were  under  the  first  covenant,  they  that  have 
been  called  may  receive  the  promise  of  the 
eternal  inheritance.

WHICH  of  you  convicteth  me  of  sin  ?  If  I 
say  truth,  why  do  ye  not  believe  me  \ 
He  that  is  of  God  heareth  the  words  of  God  :  foi 
this  cause  ye  hear  them  not,  because  ye  are  not 
of  God.  The  Jews  answered  and  said  unto  him, 
Say  we  not  well  that  thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and 
hast  a  demon  1  Jesus  answered,  I  have  not  a 
demon  ;  but  I  honor  my  Father,  and  ye  dishonor 
me.  But  I  seek  not  mine  own  glory :  there  is 
one  that  seeketh  and  judge th.  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  you.  If  a  man  keep  my  word,  he  shall 
never  see  death.  The  Jews  said  unto  him,  Now 
we  know  that  thou  hast  a  demon.  Abraham  is 
dead,  and  the  prophets ;  and  thou  sayest.  If  a 
man  keep  my  word  he  shall  never  taste  of  death. 
Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Abraham,  who 
is  dead  ]  and  the  prophets  are  dead  :  whom 
makest  thou  thyself?  Jesus  answered,  If  I 
glorify  myself,  my  glory  is  nothing :  it  is  my 
Father  that  glorifieth  me  ;  of  whom  ye  say,  that 
he  is  your  God ;  and  ye  have  not  known  him  : 
but  I  know  him ;  and  if  I  should  say,  I  know 
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him  not,  I  shall  be  like  unto  you,  a  liar  :  but  I 
know  him,  and  keep  his  word.  Your  father 
Abraham  rejoiced  to  see  my  day  ;  and  he  saw  it, 
and  was  glad.  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto 
him.  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty  years  old,  and  hast 
thou  seen  Abraham  1  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Before  Abraham 
was,  I  am.  They  took  up  stones  therefore  to 
cast  at  him  :  but  Jesus  hid  himself,  and  went 
out  of  the  temple.

HAVE  this  mind  in  you  which  was  also  in 
Christ  Jesus  :  who,  being  in  the  form  of 
God,  counted  not  the  being  on  an  equality  with 
God  a  thing  to  be  grasped,  but  emptied  himself, 
taking  the  form  of  a  servant,  being  made  in  the 
likeness  of  men  ;  and  being  found  in  fashion  as 
a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  becoming  obedient 
even  unto  death,  yea,  the  death  of  the  cross. 
Wherefore  also  God  highly  exalted  him,  and 
gave  unto  him  the  name  which  is  above  every 
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name  ;  that  in  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee 
should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven  and  things  on 
earth  and  things  under  the  earth,  and  that  every 
tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord, 
to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father.

"VTOW  when  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief 
-1-^  priests  and  the  elders  of  the  people  took 
counsel  against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death ;  and 
they  bound  him,  and  led  him  away,  and  delivered 
him  up  to  Pilate  the  governor. 

Then  Judas,  who  betrayed  him,  -svhen  he  saw 
that  he  was  condemned,  repented  himself,  and 
brought  back  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the 
chief  priests  and  elders,  saying,  I  have  sinned  in 
that  I  betrayed  innocent  blood.  But  they  said, 
What  is  that  to  us  1  see  thou  to  it.  And  he  cast 
down  the  pieces  of  silver  into  the  sanctuary,  and 
departed ;  and  he  went  away  and  hanged  himself. 
And  the  chief  priests  took  the  pieces  of  silver, 
and  said,  It  is  not  lawful  to  put  them  into  the 
treasury,  since  it  is  the  price  of  blood.  And  they 
took  counsel,  and  bought  with  them  the  potter's 
field,  to  bury  strangers  in.  Wherefore  that  field 
was  called.  The  field  of  blood,  unto  this  day. 
Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  by 
Jeremiah  the  prophet,  saying,  And  they  took  the 
thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  him  that  was 
priced,  whom  certain  of  the  children  of  Isreal 
did  price  ;  and  they  gave  them  for  the  potter's 
field,  as  the  Lord  appointed  me. 

Now  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor  :  and  the 
governor  asked  him,  saying.  Art  thou  the  King  of 
the  Jews?    And   Jesus   said  unto  him,  Thou

sayest.  And  when  he  was  accused  by  the  chief 
priests  and  elders,  he  answered  nothing.  Then 
saith  Pilate  unto  him,  Hearest  thou  not  how 
many  things  they  witness  against  thee  ?  And  he 
gave  him  no  answer,  not  even  to  one  word  ; 
insomuch  that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly. 
Now  at  the  feast  the  governor  was  wont  to 
release  unto  the  multitude  one  prisoner,  whom 
they  would.  And  they  had  then  a  notable 
prisoner,  called  Barabbas.  When  therefore  they 
were  gathered  together,  Pilate  said  unto  them, 
Whom  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  1  Barabbas, 
or  Jesus  who  is  called  Christ  ?  For  he  knew  that 
for  envy  they  had  delivered  him  up.  And  while 
he  was  sitting  on  the  judgment-seat,  his  wife 
sent  unto  him,  saying.  Have  thou  nothing  to  do 
with  that  righteous  man  :  for  I  have  suffered 
many  things  this  day  in  a  dream  because  of  him. 
Now  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders  persuaded 
the  multitudes  that  they  should  ask  for  Barabbas, 
and  destroy  Jesus.  But  the  governor  answered 
and  said  unto  them.  Whether  of  the  twain  will 
ye  that  I  release  unto  you?  And  they  said, 
Barabbas.  Pilate  saith  unto  them.  What  then 
shall  I  do  unto  Jesus  who  is  called  Christ  1  They 
all  say.  Let  him  be  crucified.  And  he  said. 
Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done  1  But  they  cried 
out  exceedingly,  saying,  Let  him  be  crucified. 
So  when  Pilate  saw  that  he  prevailed  nothing, 
but  rather  that  a  tumult  was  arising,  he  took 
water,  and  washed  his  hands  before  the  multi- 
tude, saying  I  am  innocent  of  the  blood  of  this 
righteous  man :  see  ye  to  it.  And  all  the  people 
answered  and  said,  His  blood  he  on  us,  and  on 
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our  children.  Then  released  he  unto  them  Ba- 
rabbas ;  but  Jesus  he  scourged  and  delivered  to 
be  crucified. 

Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took  Jesus 
into  the  palace,  and  gathered  unto  him  the  whole 
band.  And  they  stripped  him,  and  put  on  him 
a  scarlet  robe.  And  they  plaited  a  crown  of 
thorns  and  put  it  upon  his  lioad,  and  a  reed  in 
his  right  hand ;  and  they  kneeled  down  before 
him,  and  mocked  him,  saying.  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews  !  And  they  spat  upon  him,  and  took  the 
reed  and  smote  him  on  the  head.  And  when 
they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  off  from  him 
the  robe,  and  put  on  him  his  garments,  and  led 
him  away  to  crucify  him.

For  the  Epistle.     Isaiah  Ixiii.  1. 

WHO  is  this  that  cometh  from  Edom,  with 
dyed  garments  from  Bozrah  ?  this  that  is 
glorious  in  his  apparel,  marching  in  the  greatness 
of  his  strength  1  I  that  speak  in  righteousness, 
mighty  to  save.  Wherefore  art  thou  red  in 
thine  apparel,  and  thy  garments  like  him  that 
treadeth  in  the  winevat?  I  have  trodden  the 
winepress  -alone  ;  and  of  the  peoples  there  was  no 
man  with  me  :  yea,  I  trod  them  in  mine  anger, 
and  trampled  them  in  my  fury  ;  and  their  life- 
blood  is  sprinkled  upon  my  garments,  and  I  have 
stained  all  my  raiment.  For  the  day  of  ven- 
geance was  in  mine  heart,  and  the  year  of  my 
redeemed  is  come.  And  I  looked  and  there  was 
none  to  help ;  and  I  wondered  that  there  was 
none  to  uphold ;  therefore  mine  own  arm  brought 
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salvation  unto  me ;  and  my  fury  it  upheld  me. 
[And  I  trod  down  the  peoples  in  mine  anger,  and 
Imade  them  drunk  in  my  fury,  and  I  poured  out 
Itheir  lifeblood  on  the  earth. 

I  will  make  mention  of  the  loving  kindnesses 
lof  the  Lord,  and  the  praises  of  the  Lord,  accord- 
ling  to  all  that  the  Lord  hath  bestowed  on  us  ; 
land  the  great  goodness  toward    the   house   of 
[srael,  which  he  hath  bestowed  on  them  accord- 
ling  to  his  mercies,  and  according  to  the  multitude 
lof  his  loving  kindnesses.     For  he  said,  Surely, 
[they  are  my  people,  children  that  will  not  deal 
falsely :    so  he  was  their  saviour.     In  all  their 
|affliction  he  was  afflicted,  and  the  angel  of  his 
)resence  saved  them  :  in  his  love  and  in  his  pity 
he   redeemed   them  :    and   he   bare   them,    and 
carried   them  all   the  days  of   old.     But   they 
rebelled,  and  grieved  his  holy  Spirit :  therefore 
he  was  turned  to  be  their  enemy,  and  himself 
[ought  against  them.     Then  he  remembered  the 
lays   of   old,    Moses,    and   his   people,    saying^ 
Where  is  he  that  brought  them  up  out  of  the  sea 
with  the  shepherds  of  his  flock  1  where  is  he  that 
)ut  his  holy  Spirit  in  the  midst  of  them  1  that 
jaused  his  glorious  arm  to  go  at  the  right  hand 
)f  Moses  1  that  divided  the  water  before  them, 
bo  make  himself  an  everlasting  name  1  that  led 
them  through  the  depths,   as  an  horse  in  the 
''ilderness,    that   they  stumbled   not  1     As  the 
jattle  that  go  down  into  the  valley,  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  caused  them  to  rest :  so  didst  thou  lead 
thy  people,   to  make  thyself  a  glorious  name, 
jook  down  from  heaven,  and  behold  from  the 
habitation  of    thy  holiness  and  of  thy  glory  :

where  is  thy  zeal  and  thy  mighty  acts  1  the 
yearning  of  thy  bowels  and  thy  compassions  arc 
restrained  toward  me.  For  thou  art  our  father, 
though  Abraham  knoweth  us  not,  and  Israel 
doth  not  acknowledge  us  :  thou,  0  Lord,  art  oui 
father;  our  redeemer  from  everlasting  is  th} 
name.  O  Lord,  why  dost  thou  make  us  to  en 
from  thy  ways,  and  hardenest  our  heart  from  th;y 
fear  1  Return  for  thy  servants'  sake,  the  tribes  oi 
thine  inheritance.  Thy  holy  people  possessed 
it  but  a  little  while  :  our  adversaries  have  trodden 
down  thy  sanctuary.  We  are  become  as  they 
over  whom  th(.)U  never  barest  rule  ;  as  they  that 
were  not  called  by  thy  name. 

The  Gospel.     Mark  xiv.  1. 

NOW  after  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the 
passover  and  the  unleavened  bread  :  and 
the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  take  him  with  subtilty,  and  kill  him  :  foi 
they  said,  Not  during  the  feast,  lest  haply  there 
shall  be  a  tumult  of  the  people. 

And  while  he  was  in  Bethany  in  the  house  of 
Simon  the  leper,  as  he  sat  at  meat,  there  came  a 
woman  having  an  alabaster  cruse  of  ointment  of 
pure  nard  very  costly  ;  and  she  brake  the  cruse, 
and  poured  it  over  his  head.  But  there  were 
some  that  had  indignation  among  themselves, 
saying,  To  what  purpose  hath  this  waste  of  the 
ointment  been  made  ?  For  this  ointment  might 
have  been  sold  for  above  three  hundred  pence, 
and  given  to  the  poor.  And  they  murmured 
against  her.  But  Jesus  said.  Let  her  alone ; 
why  trouble  ye  her  ?  she  hath  wrought  a  good 
work  on  me.     For  ye  have  the  poor  always  with 
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you,  and  whensoever  ye  will  ye  can  do  them 
<^ood  :  but  me  ye  have  not  always.  She  hath 
done  what  she  could  :  she  hath  anointed  my 
body  beforehand  for  the  burying.  And  verily  I 
say  unto  you,  Wheresoever  the  gospel  shall  be 
preached  throughout  the  whole  world,  that  also 
which  this  woman  hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of 
for  a  memorial  of  her. 

And  Judas  Iscariot,  he  that  was  one  of  the 
jwelve,  went  away  unto  the  chief  priests,  tliat  he 
light  deliver  him  unto  them.  And  they,  when 
they  heard  it,  were  glad,  and  promised  to  give 
him  money.  And  he  sought  how  he  might 
jonveniently  deliver  him  unto  them. 

And  on  the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread, 
when  they  sacrificed  the  passover,  his  disciples 
say  unto  him.  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go  and 
^nake  ready  that  thou  mayest  eat  the  passover  1 
^nd  he  sendeth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith 
into  them.  Go  into  the  city,  and  there  shall  meet 
^ou  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water  :  follow 
dm ;  and  wheresoever  he  shall  enter  in,  say  to 
the  goodman  of  the  house.  The  Master  saith. 
Where  is  my  guest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat 
\\ie  passover  with  my  disciples  ?  And  he  will 
limself  show  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished 
md  ready  :  and  there  make  ready  for  us.  And 
[he  disciples  went  forth,  and  came  into  the  city, 
|nd  found  as  he  had  said  unto  them  :  and  they 
pade  ready  the  passover. 

And  when  it  was  evening  he  cometh  with  the 

[welve.     And  as  they  sat  and  were  eating,  Jesus 

lid.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  One  of  you  shall 

[etray  me,  even  he  that  eateth  with  me.     They 


began  to  be  sorrowful,  and  to  say  unto  him  one 
l)y  one,  Is  it  I  ?  And  he  said  unto  them,  It  h 
one  of  the  twelve,  he  that  dippeth  with  mo  in 
the  dish.  For  the  Son  of  man  gocth,  even  as  it 
is  written  of  him :  but  woe  unto  that  man  through 
whom  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  !  good  were  il 
for  that  man  if  he  had  not  been  born. 

And  as  they  were  eating,  ho  took  bread,  anc 
when  he  had  blessed,  he  brake  it,  and  gave  tf 
them,  and  said,  Take  ye  :  this  is  my  body.  An( 
he  took  a  cup,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  gave  to  them  :  and  they  all  drank  of  it.  Aiiu 
he  said  unto  them,  This  is  my  blood  of  th( 
covenant,  which  is  shed  for  many.  Verily  I  saj 
unto  you,  I  will  no  more  drink  of  the  fruit  of  tlk  1 
vine,  until  that  day  when  I  drink  it  new  in  th  I 
kingdom  of  God.  j 

And  w^hen  they  had  sung  a  hymn,  they  wen; 
out  unto  the  mount  of  Olives. 

And  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  All  ye  shall  k' 
offended  :  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  tht?- 
shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be  scattered 
al  road.  Howbeit,  after  I  am  raised  up,  I  wii| 
go  before  you  into  Galilee.  But  Peter  said  unt|f 
him.  Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet  will  noi 
I.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Verily  I  say  untf 
thee,  that  thou  to-day,  even  this  night,  before  il. 
cock  crow  twice,  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  But  hi 
spake  exceeding  vehemently.  If  I  must  die  wit| 
thee,  I  will  not  deny  thee.  And  in  like  manne 
also  said  they  all.        .,  ;.  .  ^  ,i    f,. 

And  they  come  unto  a  place  which  was  name 
Gethsemane  :  and  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Sj 
ye  here,  while  I  pray.     And  he  taketli  with  hil 
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?eter  and  James  and  Jolin,  and  began  to  be 
rreatly  amazed,  and  soro  troubled.  And  he  saith 
into  them,  My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful  even 
into  deatli :  a])ido  ye  here,  and  watch.  And  he 
vent  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the  ground,  and 
irayed  that,  if  it  were  possible,  the  hour  niiglit 
lass  away  from  him.  And  he  said,  Abba, 
Father,  all  things  are  possible  unto  thee ;  remove 
;his  cup  from  me  :  howbeit  not  what  I  will,  but 
,vliat  thou  wilt.  And  he  cometli,  and  findeth 
ihem  sleeping,  and  saith  unto  Peter,  Simon, 
ilecpest  thou  *?  couldest  thou  not  watch  one  hour  ? 
Watch  and  pray,  that  yo  enter  not  into  tempta- 
tion :  the  spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is 
tveak.  And  again  he  went  away,  and  prayed, 
aying  the  same  words.  And  again  he  came, 
nd  found  them  sleeping,  for  their  eyes  were 
levy  heavy ;  and  they  knew  not  what  to  answer 
lim.  And  he  cometh  the  third  time,  and  saith 
mto  them,  Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your  rest :  it 
s  enough  ;  the  hour  is  come ;  behold,  the  Son  of 
nan  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sinners, 
bise,  let  us  be  going :  behold,  he  that  betrayeth 
16  is  at  hand. 

And  straightway,  while  he  yet  spake,  cometh 
udas,  one  of  the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  multi- 
ude  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief 
riests  and  the  scribes  and  the  elders.  Now  he 
lat  betrayed  him  had  given  them  a  token,  say- 
ig,  Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  is  he  ;  take 
im,  and  lead  him  away  safely.  And  when  he 
as  come,  straightway  he  came  to  him,  and  saith, 
»abbi ;  and  kissed  him.  And  they  laid  hands 
1  him,  and  took  him.     But  a  certain  one  of 
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them  that  stood  by  drew  his  sword,  and  smote 
the  servant  of  the  high  priest,  and  struck  off  his 
ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them, 
Are  ye  come  out,  as  against  a  robber,  with  swords 
and  staves  to  seize  me  ?  I  was  daily  with  you  in 
the  temple  teaching,  and  ye  took  me  not ;  but 
this  is  done  that  the  scriptures  might  be  fulfilled, 
And  they  all  left  him,  and  fled. 

And  a  certain  young  man  followed  with  him, 
having  a  linen  cloth  cast  about  him,  over  hu 
naked  body :  and  they  lay  hold  on  him  ;  but  he 
left  the  linen  cloth,  and  fled  naked. 

And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest: 
and  there  come  together  with  him  all  the  chiei 
priests  and  the  elders  and  the  scribes.  And 
Peter  had  followed  him  afar  off",  even  within, 
into  the  court  of  the  high  priest ;  and  he  was 
sitting  with  the  officers,  and  warming  himself  in 
the  light  of  the  fire.  Now  the  chief  priests  and 
the  whole  council  sought  witness  against  Jesus 
to  put  him  to  death ;  and  found  it  not.  Foi 
many  bare  false  witness  against  him,  and  theii 
witness  agreed  not  together.  And  there  stooc 
up  certain,  and  bare  false  witness  against  him, 
saying,  We  heard  him  say,  I  will  destroy  thu| 
temple  that  is  made  with  hands,  and  in  thre(| 
days  I  will  build  another  made  without  hands 
And  not  even  so  did  their  witness  agree  together! 
And  the  high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  anl 
asked  Jesus,  saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing f 
what  is  it  which  these  witness  against  thee  1  Bui 
he  held  his  peace,  and  answered  nothing.  AgaiJ 
the  high  priest  asked  him,  and  saith  unto  hinil 
Art  thou  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Blessed] 
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A.nd  Jesus  said,  I  am  :  and  ye  shall  see  the  Son 
)f  man  sitting  at  the  right  hand  of  power,  and 
joming  with  the  clouds  of  heaven.  And  the 
ligh  priest  rent  his  clothes,  and  saith.  What 
'urther  need  have  we  of  witnesses  ?  Ye  have 
leard  the  blasphemy :  what  think  ye  ?  And 
;hey  all  condemned  him  to  be  worthy  of  death, 
ind  some  began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his 
face,  and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  say  unto  him, 
Prophesy :  and  the  ofi&cers  received  him  with 
blows  of  their  hands. 

And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  court,  there 

jometh  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest ;  and 

seeing  Peter  warming  himself,  she  looked  upon 

(lim,  and  saith.  Thou  also  wast  with  the  Naza- 

'ene,    even   Jesus.      But  he   denied,   saying,    I 

leither  know,  nor  understand  what  thou  sayest : 

md  he  went  out  into  the  porch  ;  and  the  cock 

;rew.    And  the  maid  saw  him,  and  began  again 

,0  say  to  them  that  stood  by,  This  is  one  of  them. 

3ii.t  he  agaii   denied  it.     And  after  a  little  while 

gain  they  tliat  stood  by  said  lo  Peter,  Of  a  truth 

hi>u  p::v  one  of  them ;  for  thou  ait  a  Galilaean. 

^ul  be  Legan  to  curse,  and  to  swear,  I  know  not 

his  man  of  whom  ye  speak.     xi.nd  straightway 

he   second   time   the   cock   crew.     And   Peter 

allod  to  mind  the  word,  how  that  Jesus  said 

nto  him,  Before  tho  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt 

eny  me  thrice.     And  when  he  thought  thereon, 

e  wept.

For  the  I'pidle.     Isaiah  1.  5.  ' 

HE  Lord  God  hath  opened  mine  ear,  and  I 
was  not  rebellious,    neither  turned  away 


backward.  I  gave  my  back  to  the  smiters,  anc 
my  cheeks  to  them  that  plucked  off  the  hair ;  ] 
hid  not  my  face  from  shame  and  spitting.  Foi 
the  Lord  God  will  help  me  ;  therefore  have  I  nol 
been  confounded  :  therefore  liave  I  set  my  face 
like  a  flint,  and  I  know  that  I  shall  not  be 
ashamed.  He  is  near  that  justifieth  me ;  whc 
will  contend  with  me  ?  let  us  stand  up  together 
who  is  mine  adversary  'i  let  him  come  near  tc 
me.  Behold,  the  Lord  God  will  help  me  ;  whc 
is  he  that  shall  condemn  me "?  behold,  they  all 
shall  wax  old  as  a  garment ;  the  moth  shall  eat 
them  up. 

Who  is  among  you  that  feareth  the  Lord,  that 
obeyeth  the  voice  of  his  servant  1  he  that  walketh 
in  darkness,  and  hath  no  light,  let  him  trust  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon  his  God. 
Behold,  all  ye  that  kindle  a  fire,  that  gird  your- 
selves about  with  firebrands  :  walk  ye  in  the 
flame  of  your  fire,  and  among  the  brands  that  ye 
have  kindled.  This  shall  ye  have  of  mine  hand ; 
ye  shall  lie  down  in  sorrow. 

The  Gospel.     Mark  xv.  L 

AND  straightway  in  the  morning  the  chief 
priests  with  the  elders  and  scribes,  and 
the  whole  council,  held  a  consultation,  and  bound 
Jesus,  and  carried  him  away,  and  delivered  him 
up  to  Pilate.  And  Pilate  asked  him.  Art  thou 
the  King  of  the  Jews  1  And  he  answering  saith 
unto  him,  Thou  sayest.  And  the  chief  priests 
accused  him  of  many  things.  And  Pilate  again 
asked  him,  saying,  Answerest  thou  nothing 
behold  how  many  things  they  accuse  thee  of, 
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But  Jesus  no  more  answered  anything ;  insomuch 
that  Pilate  marvelled. 

Now  at  the  feast  he  used  to  release  unto  them 
one  prisoner,  whom  they  asked  of  him.  And 
there  was  one  called  Barabbas,  lijing  bound  with 
them  that  had  made  insurrection,  men  who  in 
the  insurrection  had  committed  murder.  And 
the  multitude  went  up  and  began  to  ask  him  to 
do  as  he  was  wont  to  do  unto  them.  And  Pilate 
answered  them,  saying,  Will  ye  that  I  release 
unto  you  the  King  of  the  Jews  1  For  he  per- 
ceived that  for  envy  the  chief  priests  had 
delivered  him  up.  But  the  chief  priests  stirred 
up  the  multitude,  that  he  should  rather  release 
Barabbas  unto  them.  And  Pilate  again  answered 
and  said  unto  them,  "What  then  shall  I  do  unto 
him  whom  ye  call  the  King  of  the  Jews  1  And 
they  cried  out  again.  Crucify  him.  And  Pilate 
said  unto  them,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done  1 
But  they  cried  out  exceedingly,  Crucify  him. 
And  Pilate,  wishing  to  content  the  multitude, 
released  unto  them  Barabbas,  and  delivered  Jesus, 
when  he  had  scourged  him,  to  be  crucified. 

And  the  soldiers  led  him  away  within  the 
court,  which  is  the  Pra3torium ;  and  they  call 
together  the  whole  band.  And  they  clothe  him 
with  purple,  and  plaiting  a  crown  of  thorns,  they 
put  it  on  him ;  and  they  began  to  salute  him. 
Hail,  King  of  the  Jews  !  And  they  smote  his 
head  with  a  reed,  and  did  spit  upon  him,  and 
bowing  their  knees  worshipped  him.  And  when 
they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  off  from  him 
the  purple,  and  put  on  him  his  garments.  And 
they  lead  him  out  to  crucify  him.

And  they  compel  one  passing  by,  Simon  of 
Cyrene,  coming  from  the  country,  the  father  of 
Alexander  and  Rufus,  to  go  loith  them,  that  he 
might  bear  his  cross.  And  they  bring  him  unto 
the  place  Golgotha,  which  is,  being  interpreted, 
The  place  of  a  skull.  And  they  offered  him  wine 
mingled  with  myrrh :  but  he  received  it  not. 
And  they  crucify  him,  and  part  his  garments 
among  them,  casting  lots  upon  them,  what  each 
should  take.  And  it  was  the  third  hour,  and 
they  crucified  him.  And  the  superscription  of 
his  accusation  was  written  over,  the  king  of  the 
JBWS.  And  with  him  they  crucify  two  robbers ; 
one  on  his  right  hand,  and  one  on  his  left.  And 
they  that  passed  by  railed  on  him,  wagging  their 
heads,  and  saying.  Ha !  thou  that  destroyest  the 
temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thy- 
self, and  come  down  from  the  cross.  In  like 
manner  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  Mm  among 
themselves  with  the  scribes  said,  He  Raved  others; 
himself  he  cannot  save.  Let  the  Christ,  the 
King  of  Israel,  now  come  down  from  the  cross, 
that  we  may  see  and  believe.  And  they  that 
were  crucified  with  him  reproached  him. 

And  when  the  sixth  hour  was  come,  there 
was  darkness  over  the  whole  land  until  the  ninth 
hour.  And  at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with 
a  loud  voice,  Eloi,  Eloi,  lama  sabachthanil 
which  is,  being  interpreted.  My  God,  my  God, 
why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ?  And  some  of  them 
that  stood  by,  when  they  heard  it,  said.  Behold, 
he  calleth  Elijah.  And  one  ran,  and  filling  a 
sponge  full  of  vinegar,  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave 
him  to  drink,  saying,  Let  be ;  let  us  see  whether 
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Elijah  cometh  to  take  him  down.  And  Jesus 
uttered  a  loud  voice,  and  expired.  And  the  veil 
of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top 
to  the  bottom.  And  when  the  centurion,  who 
stood  by  over  against  him,  saw  that  he  so  expired, 
he  said,  Truly  this  man  was  the  Son  of  God.

The  Epistle.     Heb.  ix.  16. 

FOR  where  a  testament  is,  there  must  of  neces- 
sity, be  the  death  of  him  that  made  it. 
For  a  testament  is  of  force  where  there  hath  been 
death  :  for  doth  it  ever  avail  while  he  that  made 
it  liveth]  Wherefore  even  the  first  covenant 
hath  not  been  dedicated  without  blood.  For 
when  every  commandment  had  been  spoken  by 
Moses  unto  all  the  people  according  to  the  law, 
he  took  the  blood  of  the  calves  and  the  goats, 
with  water  and  scarlet  wool  and  hyssop,  and 
sprinkled  both  the  book  itself,  and  all  the  people, 
saying.  This  is  the  blood  of  the  covenant  which 
God  commanded  to  you-ward.  Moreover  the 
tabernacle  and  all  the  vessels  of  the  ministry  he 
sprinkled  in  like  manner  with  the  blood.  And 
according  to  the  law,  I  may  almost  say,  all 
things  are  cleansed  with  blood,  and  apart  from 
shedding  of  blood  there  is  no  remission. 

It  was  necessary  therefore  that  the  copies  of 
the  things  in  the  heavens  should  be  cleansed 
with  these ;  but  the  heavenly  things  themselves 
with  better  sacrifices  than  these.  For  Christ 
entered  not  into  a  holy  place  made  with  hands, 
like  in  pattern  to  the  true  ;  but  into  heaven 
itself,  now  to  appear  before  the  face  of  God  for 
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US  ;  nor  yet  that  he  should  offer  himself  often  , 
as  the  high  priest  entereth  into  the  holy  place 
year  by  year  with  blood  not  his  own ;  else  must 
he  often  have  suffered  since  the  foundation  of 
the  world  ;  but  now  once  at  the  end  of  the  ages 
hath  he  been  manifested  to  put  away  sin  by  the 
sacrifice  of  himself.  And  inasmuch  as  it  is 
appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  and  after  this 
cometh  judgment ;  so  Christ  also,  having  been 
once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many,  shall 
appear  a  second  time,  apart  from  sin,  to  them 
that  wait  for  him,  unto  salvation. 

Tlie  Gospel.  Luke  xxii.  1. 
1^0 W  the  feast  of  unleavened  brend  drew 
-^  nigh,  which  is  called  the  Passover.  And 
the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  sought  how 
they  might  put  him  to  death ;  for  they  feared 
the  people. 

And  Satan  entered  into  Judas  who  was  called 
Iscariot,  being  of  the  number  of  the  twelve. 
And  he  went  away,  and  communed  with  the 
chief  priests  and  captains,  how  he  might  deliver 
him  unto  them.  And  they  were  glad,  and 
covenanted  to  give  him  money.  And  he  con- 
sented, and  sought  opportunity  to  deliver  him 
unto  them  in  the  absence  of  the  multitude. 

And  the  day  of  unleavened  bread  came,  on 
which  the  passover  must  be  sacrificed.  And  he 
sent  Peter  and  John,  saying.  Go  and  make  ready 
for  us  the  passover,  that  we  may  eat.  And  they 
said  unto  him,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  make 
ready  1  And  he  said  unto  them.  Behold,  when 
ye  are  entered  into  the  city,  there  shall  meet  you 
a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water ;  follow  hira 
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into  the  house  whereinto  he  goeth.  And  ye  shall 
say  unto  the  goodman  of  the  house,  The  Master 
saith  unto  thee,  Where  is  the  guest-chamber, 
where  I  shall  eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples  1 
And  he  will  show  you  a  large  upper  room 
furnished  :  there  make  ready.  And  they  went, 
and  found  as  he  had  said  unto  them :  and  they 
made  ready  the  passover. 

And  when  the  hour  was  come,  he  sat  down, 
and  the  apostles  with  him.  And  he  said  unto 
them.  With  desire  I  have  desired  to  eat  this 
passover  with  you  before  I  suffer  :  for  I  say  unto 
you,  I  will  not  eat  it,  until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the 
kingdom  of  God.  And  he  received  a  cup,  and 
when  he  had  given  thanks,  be  said,  Take  this, 
and  divide  it  among  yourselves  :  for  I  say  unto 
you,  I  will  not  drink  from  henceforth  of  the 
fruit  of  the  vine,  until  the  kingdom  of  God  shall 
come.  And  he  took  bread,  and  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  gave  to  them, 
saying,  This  is  my  body  which  is  given  for  you  : 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  nio.  And  the  cup  in 
like  manner  after  supper,  saying,  This  cup  is  the 
new  covenant  in  my  blood,  even  that  which  is 
poured  out  for  you.  But  behold,  the  hand  of 
him  that  betrayeth  me  is  with  me  on  the  table. 
For  the  Son  of  man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  hath 
been  determined  :  but  woe  unto  that  man  through 
whom  he  is  betrayed !  And  they  began  to  ques- 
tion among  themselves,  which  of  them  it  was 
that  should  do  this  thing.     -  .. 

And  there  arose  also  a  contention  among 
them,  which  of  them  is  accounted  to  be  greatest. 
iVnd  he  said  unto  them,  The  kings  of  the  Gentiles 
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have  lordship  over  them  ;  and  they  that  have 
authority  over  them  are  called  Benefactors.  But 
ye  shall  not  he  so  :  but  he  that  is  the  greater 
among  you,  let  him  become  as  the  younger;  and 
he  that  is  chief,  as  he  that  doth  serve.  For 
whether  is  greater,  he  that  sitteth  at  meat,  or  he 
that  serveth  ?  is  not  he  that  sitteth  at  meat  ?  but 
I  am  in  the  midst  of  you  as  he  that  serveth. 
But  ye  are  they  who  have  continued  with  me  in 
my  temptations  ;  and  I  appoint  unto  you  a  king- 
dom, even  as  my  Father  appointed  unto  me, 
that  ye  may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my 
kingdom  ;  and  ye  shall  sit  on  thrones  judging  the 
twelve  tribes  of  Isreal.  Simon,  Simon,  behold, 
Satan  asked  to  have  you,  that  he  might  sift  you 
as  wheat :  but  I  made  supplication  for  thee,  that 
thy  faith  fail  not :  and  do  thou,  when  once  thou 
hast  turned  again,  establish  thy  brethren.  And 
he  said  unto  him.  Lord,  with  thee  I  am  ready  to 
go  both  to  prison  and  to  death.  And  he  said,  I 
tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this  day, 
until  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  me. 

And  he  said  unto  them.  When  I  sent  you  forth 
without  purse,  and  wallet,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye 
anything?  And  they  said,  Nothing.  And  he 
said  unto  them.  But  now,  he  that  hath  a  purse, 
let  him  take  it,  and  likewise  a  wallet ;  and  he 
that  hath  none,  let  him  sell  his  cloak  and  buy  a 
sword.  For  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  which  is 
written  must  be  fulfilled  in  me,  And  he  was 
reckoned  with  transgressors :  for  that  which 
concerneth  me  hath  fulfilment.  And  they  said. 
Lord,  behold,  here  are  two  swords.  And  he  said 
unto  them.  It  is  enough. 
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And  he  came  out,  and  went,  as  his  custom  was, 
unto  the  mount  of  Olives  ;  and  the  disciples  also 
followed  him.  And  when  he  was  at  the  place,  he 
said  unto  them.  Pray  that  ye  enter  not  into 
temptation.  And  he  was  parted  from  them 
about  a  stone's  cast :  and  he  kneeled  down  and 
prayed,  saying.  Father,  if  thou  be  willing,  remove 
this  cup  from  me  :  nevertheless  not  my  will,  but 
thine,  be  done.  And  there  appeared  unto  him 
an  angel  from  heaven,  strengthening  him.  And 
being  in  an  agony  he  prayed  more  earnestly  :  and 
his  sweat  became  as  it  were  great  drops  of  blood 
falling  down  upon  the  ground.  And  when  he 
rose  up  from  his  prayer,  he  came  unto  the  dis- 
ciples, and  found  them  sleeping  for  sorrow,  and 
said  unto  them.  Why  sleep  ye  ?  rise  and  pray, 
that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation. 

While  he  yet  spake,  behold,  a  multitude,  and 
he  that  was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  went 
before  them ;  and  he  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to 
kiss  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Judas, 
betrayest  thou  the  Son  of  man  with  a  kiss  *? 
And  when  they  that  were  about  him  saw  what 
would  follov/,  they  said.  Lord,  shall  we  smite 
with  the  sword  1  And  a  certain  one  of  them 
smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest^  and  struck 
off  his  right  ear.  But  Jesus  answered  and  said. 
Suffer  ye  thus  far.  And  he  touched  his  ear,  and 
healed  him.  And  Jesus  said  unto  the  chief 
priests,  and  captains  of  the  temple,  and  elders, 
who  were  come  against  him,  Are  ye  come  out,  as 
against  a  robber,  with  swords  and  staves  ?  When 
I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  ye  stretched 
not  forth  your  hands  against  me  :  but  this  is  your 
hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness. 
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And  they  seized  him,  and  led  him  away^  and 
brought  him  into  the  high  priest's  liouse.  But 
Peter  followed  afar  off.  And  when  they  had 
kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  court,  and  had 
sat  down  together,  Peter  sat  in  the  midst  of 
them.  And  a  certain  maid  seeing  him  as  he  sat 
in  the  liglit  of  the  flrCj  and  looking  stedfastly 
upon  him,  said,  This  man  also  was  with  him. 
But  lie  denied,  saying.  Woman,  I  know  him  not. 
And  after  a  little  while  another  saw  him,  and 
said.  Thou  also  art  one  of  them.  But  Peter  said, 
Man,  I  am  not.  And  after  the  space  of  about 
one  hour  another  confidently  affirmed,  saying,  Of 
a  truth  this  man  also  was  with  him  :  for  he  is  a 
Galilsean.  But  Peter  said,  Man,  I  know  not 
what  thou  say  est.  And  immediately,  w^hile  he 
yet  spake,  the  cock  crew.  And  the  Lord  turned, 
and  looked  upon  Peter.  And  Peter  remembered 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  that  he  said  unto  him, 
Before  the  cock  crow  this  day,  thou  shalt  deny 
me  thrice.     And  he  went  out  and  wept  bitterly. 

And  the  men  that  held  Jesus  mocked  him, 
and  beat  him.  And  they  blindfolded  him,  and 
asked  him,  saying,  Prophesy  :  who  is  he  that 
struck  thee  ?  And  many  other  things  spake 
they  against  him,  reviling  him. 

And  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  the  assembly  of 
the  elders  of  the  people  was  gathered  together, 
both  chief  priests  and  scribes  ;  and  they  led  him 
away  into  their  council,  saying.  If  thou  art  the 
Christ,  tell  us.  But  he  said  unto  them.  If  I  tell 
you,  ye  will  not  believe  :  and  if  I  ask  you^  ye  will 
not  answer.  But  from  henceforth  shall  the  Son 
of  man  be  seated  at  the  right  hand  of  the  power 
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of  God.  And  they  all  said,  Art  thou  then  the 
Son  of  God  ]  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  say 
that  I  am.  And  they  said,  What  further  need 
have  we  of  witness  1  for  wo  ourselves  have  heard 
from  his  own  mouth.

The  Epistle.     1  Cor.  xi.  17. 

BUT  in  giving  you* this  charge,  I  praise  you 
not,  that  ye  come  together  not  for  the 
better  but  for  the  worse.  For  first  of  all,  when 
ye  come  together  in  the  church,  I  hear  that 
divisions  exist  among  you  ;  and  I  partly  believe 
it.  For  there  must  be  also  heresies  among  you, 
that  they  who  are  approved  may  be  made  mani- 
fest among  you.  When  therefore  ye  assemble 
yourselves  together,  it  is  not  possible  to  eat  the 
Lord's  supper  :  for  in  your  eating  each  one  taketh 
before  otJiei'  his  own  supper  ;  and  one  is  hungry, 
and  another  is  drunken.  What  1  have  ye  not 
houses  to  eat  and  drink  in  1  or  despise  ye  the 
church  of  God,  and  put  them  to  shame  that  have 
not  1  What  shall  I  say  to  you  1  shall  I  praise 
you  in  this  *?  I  praise  you  not.  For  I  received  of 
the  Lord  that  which  also  I  ' .  ivered  unto  you, 
how  that  the  Lord  Jesus  in  the  night  in  which 
ho  was  betrayed  took  bread ;  and  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said.  This  is  my 
body,  which  is  for  you  :  this  do  in  remembrance 
of  me.  In  like  manner  also  the  cup,  after 
supper,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  covenant  in 
my  blood  :  this  do,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  ity  in 
remembrance  of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this 
bread,  and  drink  the  cup,  ye  proclaim  the  Lord's 
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death  till  he  come.  Wherefore  whosoever  shall 
eat  the  bread  or  drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord 
unworthily,  shall  be  guilt'"  of  the  body  and  tlie 
blood  of  the  Lord.  But  1  man  prove  himself, 
and  so  let  him  eat  of  the  bread,  and  drink  of  the 
cup.  For  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh,  eateth 
and  drinketh  judgment  unto  himself,  if  he 
discern  not  the  body.  For  this  cause  many 
among  you  are  weak  and  sickly,  and  not  a  .few 
sleep.  But  if  we  discerned  ourselves,  we  should 
not  be  judged.  But  when  we  are  judged,  we  are 
chastened  of  the  Lord,  that  we  may  not  be 
condemned  with  the  world.  Wherefore,  my 
brethren,  when  ye  come  to^  ^her  to  eat,  wait  one 
for  another.  If  any  man  ungry,  let  him  eat 
at  home  ;  that  your  coming  together  be  not  unto 
judgment.  And  the  rest  will  I  set  in  order 
whensoever  I  come. 

The  Gospel.     Luke  xxiii.  \. 

A!N"D  the  whole  company  of  them  rose  up, 
and  brought  him  before  Pilate.  And  they 
began  to  accuse  him,  saying.  We  found  this 
man  perverting  our  nation,  and  forbidding  to 
give  tribute  to  Csesar,  and  saying  that  he  him- 
self is  Christ  a  king.  And  Pilate  asked  him, 
saying.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And 
he  answered  him  and  sai'^.  Thou  say  est.  And 
Pilate  said  unto  the  chief  priests  and  the  multi- 
tudes, I  find  no  fault  in  this  man.  But  they 
were  the  more  urgent  saying,  he  stirreth  up  the 
people,  teaching  throughout  all  Judsea,  and  be- 
ginning from  Galilee  even  unto  this  place.  But 
when  Pilate  heard  it,  he  asked  whether  the  man 
were  a  Galilaean.     And  when  he  knew  that  he 


Now  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding 
jlad :  for  ho  was  of  a  long  time  desirous  to  see 
lim,  because  he  had  heard  concerning  him  ;  and 
he  hoped  to  see  some  miracle  done  by  him.  A.nd 
ho  questioned  him  in  many  words  ;  but  he  rui- 
swcred  him  nothing.  And  the  chief  priests  and 
the  scribes  stood,  vehemently  accusing  him. 
Aid  Herod  with  his  soldiers  set  liim  at  nought, 
ind  mocked  him,  and  arraying  him  in  gorgeous 
ipparel  sent  him  back  to  Pilate.  And  Herod 
md  Pilate  became  friends  with  each  other  that 
^'ery  day  :  for  before  they  were  at  enmity  be- 
tween themselves. 

And  Pilate  called  together  the  chief  priests 
jind  the  rulers  and  the  people,  and  said  unto 
(hem.  Ye  brought  unto  me  this  man,  as  one  that 
)erverteth  the  people  :  and  behold,  I,  having 
Examined  him  before  you,  found  no  fault  in  this 
lan  touching  those  things  whereof  ye  accuse 
lim ;  no,  nor  yet  Herod  :  for  he  sent  him  back 
into  us  ;  and  behold,  nothing  worthy  of  death 
[^ath  been  done  by  him.  I  will  therefore 
lastise  him,  and  release  him.  But  they  cried  out 
11  together,  saying.  Away  with  this  man,  and 
jlease  unto  us  Barabbas  :  one  who  for  a  certain 
isurrection  made  in  the  city,  and  for  murder, 
[as  cast  into  prison.  And  Pilate  spake  unto 
lem  again,  desiring  to  release  Jesus ;  but  they 
louted,  saying.  Crucify,  crucify  him.  And  he 
Md  unto  them  the  third  time.  Why,  what  evil 
ith  this  man  done  1  I  have  found  no  cause  of 
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death  in  him  :  I  will  therefore  chastise  him  and 
release  him.  But  they  were  instant  with  loud 
voices,  asking  that  he  might  be  crucified.  And 
their  voices  prevailed.  And  Pilate  gave  sentence 
that  what  they  asked  for  should  be  done.  And 
he  released  him  that  for  insurrection  and  murdei 
had  been  cast  into  prison,  whom  they  asked  for : 
but  Jesus  he  delivered  up  to  their  will. 

And  when  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold 
upon  one  Simon  of  Cyrene,  coming  from  the 
country,  and  laid  on  him  the  cross,  to  bear  it 
after  Jesus. 

And  there  followed  him  a  great  multitude  of 
the  people,  and  of  women  who  bewailed  and 
lamented  him.  But  Jesus  turning  unto  them 
said.  Daughters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me, 
but  weep  for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children. 
For  behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  which  they 
shall  say,  Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs 
that  never  bare,  and  the  breasts  that  never  gave 
suck.  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the 
mountains.  Fall  on  us  ;  and  to  the  hills,  Covei 
us.  For  if  they  do  these  things  in  the  green 
tree,  what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry  ? 

And  there  were  also  two  others,  malefactors, 
led  with  him  to  be  put  to  death. 

And  when  they  came  unto  the  place  which  is 
called  The  skull,  there  they  crucitied  him,  and 
the  malefactors,  one  on  the  right  hand  and  the 
other  on  the  left.  And  Jesus  said.  Father,  for- 
give them ;  for  they  know  not  what  they  do. 
And  parting  his  garments  among  them,  thej 
cast  lots.  And  the  people  stood  beholding. 
And  the  rulers  also  scoffed  at  him,  saying.  He 
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saved  others  ;  let  him  save  himself,  if  this  is  the 
Christ  of  God,  his  chosen.  And  the  soldiers 
also  mocked  him,  coming  to  him,  offering  him 
vinegar,  and  saying.  If  thou  art  the  King  of  the 
Jews,  save  thyself.  And  there  was  also  a  super- 
scription over  him,  this  is  the  king  op  the  jews. 

And  one  of  the  malefactors  who  were  hanged 
railed  on  him,  saying,  Art  not  thou  the  Christ  ? 
save  thyself  and  us.  But  the  other  answered, 
and  rebuking  him  said,  Dost  thou  not  even  fear 
God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same  condemnation  ? 
And  wo  indeed  justly  ;  for  we  receive  the  due 
j  reward  of  our  deeds  :  but  this  man  hath  done 
nothing  amiss.  And  he  said,  Jesus,  remember 
me  when  thou  comest  in  thy  kingdom.  And  he 
said  unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  To-day 
Ishalt  thou  be  with  me  in  Paradise. 

And  it  was  now  about  the  sixth  hour,  and  a 
Idarkness  came  over  the  whole  land  until  the 
linth  hour,  the  sun's  light  failing  :  and  the  veil 
)f  the  temple  was  rent  in  the  midst.  And  when 
Tesus  had  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  he  said, 
father,  into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit : 
md  having  said  this,  he  expired.  And  when  the 
[centurion  saw  what  was  done,  he  glorified  God, 
paying.  Certainly  this  was  a  righteous  man.  And 
ill  the  multitudes  that  came  together  to  this 
sight,  when  they  beheld  the  things  that  were 
lone,  returned  smiting  their  breasts.  And  all 
lis  acquaintance,  and  the  women  that  followed 
nt\i  him  from  Galilee,  stood  afar  off,  seeing 
these  things.  •

The  Epistle,     Heb.  x.  1. 

FOR  the  law  having  a  shadow  of  the  goo( 
things  to  come,  not  the  very  image  of  thf 
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things,  they  can  never  with  the  same  sacrifices 
year  by  year,  which  they  offer  continually,  make 
perfect  them  that  draw  nigh.  Else  would  they 
not  have  ceased  to  be  offered,  because  the  wor- 
shippers, having  been  once  cleansed,  would  have 
had  no  more  conscience  of  sins  ?  But  in  those 
sacrifices  there  is  a  remembrance  made  of  sins 
year  by  year.  For  it  is  impossible  that  the 
blood  of  bulls  and  goats  should  take  away  sins. 
Wherefore  when  he  cometh  into  the  world,  he 
saith. 

Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  wouldest  not. 

But  a  body  didst  thou  prepare  for  me  ; 

In  whole  burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices  for  sin 

thou  hadst  no  pleasure  : 
Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  am  come  (In  the  roll  of  the 

book  it  is  written  of  me) 
To  do  thy  will,  0  God. 

Saying  above.  Sacrifices  and  offerings  and  whole 
burnt  offerings  and  sacrifice^  for  sin  thou  wouldest 
not,  neither  hadst  pleasure  therein  (which  are 
offered  according  to  the  law),  then  hath  he  said, 
Lo,  I  am  come  to  do  thy  will.  He  taketh  away 
the  first,  that  he  may  establish  the  second.  By 
which  will  we  have  been  sanctified  through  the 
offering  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  all. 
And  every  priest  indeed  standeth  day  by  day 
ministering  and  offering  oftentimes  the  same 
sacrifices,  which  can  never  take  away  sins  :  but 
he,  when  he  had  offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins  for 
ever,  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  God ;  from 
henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies  be  made  the 
ootstool  of  his  feet.  For  by  one  offering  he  hath 
erfected  for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified.    And 
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the  Holy  Spirit  also  beareth  witness  to  us :  foi 
after  he  hath  said, 

This  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  wit! 
them 
•    After  those  days,  saith  the  Lord  ; 

I  will  put  my  laws  on  their  heart, 

And  upon  their  mind  also  will  I  write  them  ; 
then  saith  he, 
.    And   their  sins  and   their  iniquities  will   ] 

remember  no  more. 
Now  where  remission  of  these  is,  there  is  nc 
more  offering  for  sin. 

Having  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  entei 
into  the  holy  place  iDy  the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  the 
way  which  he  dedicated  for  us,  a  new  and  living 
way,  through  the  veil,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh; 
and  having  a  great  priest  over  the  house  of  God ; 
let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart  in  fulness  of 
faith,  having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil 
conscience,  and  our  body  washed  with  pure  water; 
let  us  hold  fast  the  confession  of  our  hope  that 
it  waver  not ;  for  he  is  faithful  that  promised : 
and  let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke  unto 
love  and  good  works ;  not  forsaking  the  assem- 
bling of  ourselves  together,  as  the  custom  of 
some  is,  but  exhorting  one  another;  and  so  mucli| 
the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  drawing  nigh. 

The  Gospel.     John  xix.  1. 

THEN  Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus,  and 
scourged  him.  And  the  soldiers  plaited  a 
crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  his  head,  and 
arrayed  him  in  a  purple  garment ;  and  they  came 
unto  him,  and  said.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews 
and  they  struck  him  with  their  hands.     And

Pilate  went   out  again,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Behold,  I  bring  him  out  to  you,  that  ye  may 
know  that  I  find  no  crime  in  him.     Jesus  there- 
fore came  out,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns  and 
the  purple   garment.     And   Pilate  saith   unto 
them.    Behold,  the  man !    When  therefore  the 
chief  priests  and  the  officers  saw  him,  they  cried 
out,  saying.   Crucify  him^   crucify  him.     Pilate 
saith   unto    them.    Take   him    yourselves,   and 
crucify  him,  for  I  find  no  crime  in  him.     The 
Jews  answered  him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by  that 
law  he  ought  to  die,  because  he  made  himself 
the  Son  of  God.     When  Pilate  therefore  heard 
this   saying,  he  was   the   more  afraid ;  and  he 
entered  into  the  palace   again,  and  saith  unto 
Jesus,  Whence  art  thou  ?  But  Jesus  gave  him 
no   answer.     Pilate   therefore   saith  unto   him, 
Speakest  thou  not  unto  me  1  knowest  thou  not 
that  I  have  power  to  release  thee,  and  have 
power   to   crucify  thee  ?    Jesus   answered   him. 
Thou  wouldest  have  no  power  against  me,  except 
it  were  given  thee  from  above  :  therefore  he  that 
delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  greater  sin.     Upon 
this  Pilate  sought  to  release  him  :  but  the  Jews 
cried  out,  saying,  If  thou  release  this  man,  thou 
art  not  Caesar's  friend  :  every  one  that  maketh 
himself  a  king  speaketh  against  Csesar,     When 
Pilate  therefore  heard  these  words,  he  brought 
djl  Jesus  out,  and  sat  down  on  the  judgment-seat  at 
a  place  called  The  Pavement,  but  in  Hebrew, 
Gabbatha.     Now  it  was  the  Preparation  of  the 
passover  :  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour.     And  he 
saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold,  your  King !     They 
therefore  cried  out,  Away  with  liim,  away  with 
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him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Shall 
I  crucify  your  King  *?  The  chief  priests  answered, 
We  have  no  king  but  Caesar.  Then  therefore 
he  delivered  him  unto  them  to  be  crucified. 

They  took  Jesus  therefore  :  and  he  went  out, 
bearing  the  cross  for  himself,  unto  the  place 
called  The  place  of  a  skull,  which  is  called  in 
Hebrew  Golgotha  :  where  they  crucified  him, 
and  with  him  two  others,  on  either  side  one,  and 
Jesus  in  the  midst.  And  Pilate  wrote  a  title 
also,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.  And  there  was 
written,  jesus  of  nazareth,  the  king  op  the 
JEWS.  The  title  therefore  read  many  of  the 
Jews :  for  the  place  where  Jesus  was  crucified 
was  nigh  to  the  city :  and  it  was  written  in 
Hebrew,  aiid  in  Latin,  and  in  Greek.  The 
chief  priests  of  the  Jews  therefore  said  to  Pilate, 
Write  not.  The  King  of  the  Jews  ;  but,  that  he 
said,  I  am  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered. 
What  I  have  written  I  have  written. 

The  soldiers  therefore,  when  they  had  crucified 
Jesus,  took  his  garments,  and  made  four  parts,  to 
every  soldier  a  part ;  and  also  the  coat :  now  the 
coat  was  without  seam,  woven  from  the  top 
throughout.  They  said  therefore  one  to  another. 
Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it 
shall  be :  that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled, 
which  saith. 

They  parted  my  garments  among  them. 
And  upon  my  vesture  did  they  cast  lots. 

These  things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  But 
there  were  standing  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  his 
mother,  and  his  mother's  sister,  Mary  the  wife 
of  Clopas,  and  Mary  Magdalene.     When  Jesus 
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therefore  saw  his  mother,  and  the  disciple  stand- 
ing by,  whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother, 
Woman,  behold,  thy  son  !  Then  saith  he  to  the 
disciple.  Behold,  thy  mother  !  And  from  that 
hour  the  disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  home. 

After  this  Jesus,  knowing  that  all  things  are 
now  finished,  that  the  scripture  might  be  accom- 
plished, saith,  I  thirst.  There  was  set  there  a 
vessel  full  of  vinegar :  so  they  put  a  sponge  full 
of  the  vinegar  upon  hyssop,  and  brought  it  to  his 
mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the 
vinegar,  he  said.  It  is  finished  :  and  he  bowed 
his  head,  and  gave  up  his  spirit. 

The  Jews  therefore,  because  it  was  the  Prepar- 
ation, that  the  bodies  should  not  remain  on  the 
cross  upon  the  sabbath  (for  the  day  of  that 
sabbath  was  a  high  day),  asked  of  Pilate  that 
their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that  they  might 
be  taken  away.  The  soldiers  therefore  came,  and 
brake  the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of  the  other  that 
was  crucified  with  him  :  l3ut  when  they  came  to 
Jesus,  and  saw  that  he  was  dead  already,  they 
brake  not  his  legs  :  howbeit  one  of  the  soldiers 
with  a  spear  pierced  his  side,  and  straightway 
there  came  out  blood  and  water.  And  he  that 
hath  seen  hath  borne  witness,  and  his  witness  is 
true  :  and  he  knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that 
ye  also  may  believe.  Por  these  things  came  to 
pass,  that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  A  bone 
of  him  shall  not  be  broken.  And  again  another 
scripture  saith,  They  shall  look  on  him  whom 
they  pierced.

FOE  it  is  better,  if  the  will  of  God  should  so 
will,  that  ye  suffer  for  well-doing  than  for 
evil-doing.  Because  Christ  also  suffered  for  sins 
once,  the  righteous  for  the  unrighteous,  that  he 
might  bring  us  to  God  ;  being  put  to  death  in  the 
flesh,  but  quickened  in  the  spirit ;  in  which  also 
he  went  and  preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison, 
that  aforetime  were  disobedient,  when  the  long- 
suffering  of  God  waited  in  the  days  of  Noah, 
while  the  ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few,  that 
is,  eight  souls,  were  saved  through  water  :  which 
also  after  a  true  likeness  doth  now  save  you,  even 
baptism,  not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the 
flesh,  but  the  interrogation  of  a  good  conscience 
toward  God,  through  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ  y  who  is  on  the  right  hand  of  God,  having 
gone  into  heaven ;  angels  and  authorities  and 
powers  being  made  subject  unto  him.

AND  when  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich 
man  from  Arimathaea,  named  Joseph,  who 
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also  himself  was  Jesus'  disciple  :  this  man  went 
to  Pilate,  and  asked  for  the  body  of  Jesus. 
Then  Pilate  commanded  it  to  be  given  up.  And 
Joseph  took  the  body  and  wrapped  it  in  a  clean 
linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb,, 
which  he  had  hewn  out  in  the  rock  :  and  he 
rolled  a  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the  tomb,  and 
departed.  And  Mary  Magdalene  was  there,  and 
the  other  Mary,  sitting  over  against  the  sepulchre. 
Now  on  the  morrow,  which  is  the  day  after 
the  Preparation,  the  chief  priests  and  the  Phari- 
sees wore  gathered  together  unto  Pilate,  saying. 
Sir,  we  remember  that  that  deceiver  said,  while 
lie  was  yet  alive.  After  three  days  I  rise  again. 
Command  therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be  made 
sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  haply  his  disciples 
come  and  steal  him  away,  and  say  unto  the  people. 
He  is  risen  from  the  dead  :  and  the  last  error 
will  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pilate  said  unto 
them.  Ye  have  a  guard  :  go  your  way,  make  it 
as  sure  as  ye  can.  So  they  went,  and  made  the 
sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the  stone,  the  guard  being 
with  them.

FOR  our  passover  also  hath  been  sacrificed, 
even  Christ :  wherefore  let  us  keep  the  feast, 
not  with  old  leaven,  neither  with  the  leaven  of 
malice  and  wickedness,  but  with  the  unleavened 
bread  of  sincerity  and  truth,     1  Co)\  v.  7. 

CHRIST  being  raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no 
more  ;  death  no  more  hath  dominion  over 
him.     For  the  death  that  he  died,  he  died  unto 
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sin  once  :  but  the  life  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth 
unto  God.  Even  so  reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to 
be  dead  unto  sin,  but  alive  unto  God  in  Christ 
Jesus.

him.  But  we  hoped  that  it  was  he  who  should 
redeem  Israel.  Yea  and  beside  all  this,  it  is 
now  the  third  day  since  these  things  came  to 
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pass.  Moreover  certain  women  of  our  company 
amazed  us,  having  been  early  at  the  tomb ;  and 
when  they  found  not  his  body,  they  came, 
saying,  that  they  had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels, 
who  said  that  he  was  alive.  And  certain  of 
them  that  were  with  us  went  to  the  tomb,  and 
found  it  even  so  as  the  women  had  said :  but 
him  they  saw  not.  And  he  said  unto  them,  0 
foolish  men,  and  slow  of  heart  to  believe  in  all 
that  the  prophets  have  spoken  !  Behoved  it  not 
the  Christ  to  suffer  these  things,  and  to  enter 
into  his  glory  ^  And  beginning  from  Moses  and 
from  all  the  prophets,  he  interpreted  to  them  in 
all  '.he  scriptures  the  things  concerning  himself.

BKETHREN,  children  of  the  stock  of  Abra- 
ham, and  those  among  you  that  fear  God, 
to  us  is  the  word  of  this  salvation  sent  forth. 
For  they  that  dwell  in  Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers, 
because  they  knew  him  r.ot,  nor  the  voices  of  the 
prophets  who  are  read  every  sabbath,  fulfilled 
them  by  condemning  Mm.  And  though  they 
found  no  cause  of  death  in  Mm,  yet  asked  they 
of  Pilate  that  he  should  be  slain.  And  when 
they  had  fulfilled  all  things  that  were  written  of 
him,  they  took  him  down  from  the  tree,  and  laid 
him  in  a  tomb.  But  God  raised  him  from  the 
dead  :  and  he  was  seen  for  many  days  of  them 
that  came  up  with  him  froi?i  Galilee  to  Jerusalem, 
»vho  are  now  his  witnesses  unto  the  people.  And 
ive  bring  you  good  tidings  of  the  promise  made 
nto  the  fathers,  how  that  God  hath  fulfilled  the 
ame  unto  our  children,  in  that  he  raised  up 
esus  ;  as  also  it  is  written  in  the  second  psalm, 
hou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee. 
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And  as  concerning  that  he  raised  him  up  from 
the  dead,  now  no  more  to  return  to  corruption, 
he  hath  spoken  on  this  wise,  I  will  give  you  the 
holy  and  sure  blessings  of  David.  Because  he 
saith  also  in  another  psalm,  Thou  wilt  not  give 
thy  Holy  One  to  see  corruption.

He  that  loveth  me  not  keepeth  not  my  words : 
and  the  word  which  ye  hear  is  not  mine,  but  the 
Father's  who  sent  me. 

These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  while 
yet  abiding  with  you.  But  the  Comforter,  even 
the  Holy  Spirit,  whom  the  Father  will  send  in 
my  name,  he  shall  teach  you  all  things,  and 
bring  to  your  remembrance  all  that  I  said  unto 
you.  Peace  I  leave  with  you ;  my  peace  I  give 
unto  you  :  not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto 
you.  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let 
it  be  fearful.

And  there 
iL'cre  seven  lamps  of  fire  burning  before  the 
throne,  which  are  the  seven  Spirits  of  God  ;  and 
before  the  throne,  as  it  were  a  glassy  sea  like  unto 
crystal ;  and  in  the  midst  of  the  throne,  and 
round  about  the  throne,  four  living  creatures 
full  of  eyes  before  and  behind.  And  the  first 
creature  teas  like  a  lion,  and  the  second  creature 
(like  a  calf,  and  the  third  creature  had  a  face  as 
of  a  man,  and  the  fourth  creature  loas  like  a 
flying  eagle.  And  the  four  living  creatures, 
having  each  one  of  them  six  wings,  are  full  of 
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eyes  round  about  and  within  :  and  they  have  no 
rest  day  and  night,  saying,  Holy,  holy,  holy,  is 
the  Lord  God,  the  Almighty,  who  was  and  who 
is  and  who  is  to  come.

n^TOW  there  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees, 
-^  named  Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews: 
the  same  came  unto  him  by  night,  and  said  to 
him,  Eabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher 
come  from  God  :  for  no  man  can  do  these  signs 
that  thou  doest,  except  God  be  with  him.  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him,  Yerily,  verily,  I  say 
thee.  Except  a  man  be  born  anew,  he  cannot  see 
the  kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus  saith  unto 
him.  How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old!

Except  a  man  be  born 
of  water  and  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is  born  of  the  flcsli 
is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is 
spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye 
must  be  born  anew.     The  wind  bloweth  where 
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it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  voice  thereof,  but 
knowest  not  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it 
goeth  :  so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 
Kicodemus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  How 
can  these  things  be  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  hira.  Art  thou  the  teacher  of  Israel,  and 
understandest  not  these  things  1  Verily,  verily, 
I  say  unto  thee.  We  speak  that  we  do  know, 
and  bear  witness  of  that  we  have  seen  ;  and  ye 
receive  not  our  witness.

Whosoever  shall  confess 
that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God,  God  abideth  in 
him,  and  he  in  God.  And  we  know  and  have 
believed  the  love  which  God  hath  in  us.  God 
is  love  ;  and  he  that  abideth  in  love  abideth  in 
God,  and  God  abideth  in  him.  Herein  is  love 
made  perfect  with  us,  that  we  may  have  boldness 
in  the  day  of  judgment ;  because  as  he  is,  even 
so  are  we  in  this  world.  There  is  no  fear  in 
love ;  but  perfect  love  casteth  out  fear,  because 
fear  hath  punishment ;  and  he  that  feareth  is  not 
made  perfect  in  love.

We  were  buried  therefore  with  him 
through  baptism  into  death  :  that  like  as  Christ 
was  raised  from  the  dead  through  the  glory  of 
the  Father,  so  we  also  might  walk  in  newness  of 
life.  For  if  we  have  become  united  with  him  by 
the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  hy  the 
likeness  of  his  resurrection ;  knowing  this,  that 
our  old  man  was  crucified  with  him,  that  the 
body  of  sin  might  be  done  away,  that  so  we 
should  no  longer  be  in  bondage  of  sin ;  for  he 
that  hath  died  is  justified  from  sin.  But  if  we 
died  with  Christ,  we  believe  thut  we  shall  also 
live  with  him  ;  knowing  that  Christ  being  raised 
from  the  dead  dieth  no  more ;  death  no  more 
hath  dominion  over  him.  For  the  death  that 
he  died,  he  died  unto  sin  once :  but  the  life  that 
he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto  God.  Even  so  reckon 
ye  also  yourselves  to  be  dead  unto  sin,  but  alive 
unto  God  in  Christ  Jesus.

FOR  I  say  unto  you,  that  except  your  right- 
eousness shall  exceed  the  righteousness  of 
the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  wise 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  to  them  of  old 
time,  Thou  shalt  not  kill ;  and  whosoever  shall 
kill  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment :  but  I 
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say  unto  you,  that  every  one  who  is  angry  with 
his  brother  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment , 
and  whosoever  shall  say  to  his  brother,  Raca, 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  council ;  and  whosoever 
shall  say,  Thou  fool,  sliall  be  in  danger  of  the 
hell  of  fire.  If  therefore  thou  art  offering  thy 
gift  at  the  altar,  and  there  rememberest  that  thy 
brother  hath  aught  against  thee,  leave  there  thy 
gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way,  first  be 
reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and 
offer  thy  gift.  Agree  with  thine  adversary 
quickly,  whiles  thou  art  with  him  in  the  way  ; 
lest  haply  the  adversary  deliver  thee  to  the 
judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer, 
and  thou  be  cast  into  prison.  Verily  I  say  unto 
thee.  Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come  out  thence, 
till  thou  have  paid  the  last  farthing.

BRETHRElSr,  I  speak  after  the  manner  of 
men  :  Though  it  be  but  a  man's  covenant, 
yet  when  it  hath  been  confirmed,  no  one  maketh 
it  void,  or  added  thereto.  Now  to  Abraham 
were  the  promises  spoken,  and  to  his  seed.  He 
saith  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many ;  but  as  of 
one.  And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ.  Now  this 
I  say ;  A  covenant  confirmed  beforehand  by 
God,  the  law,  which  came  four  hundred  and 
thirty  years  after,  doth  not  disannul,  so  as  to 
make  the  promise  of  none  effect.  For  if  the 
inheritance  is  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of 
promise  :  but  God  hath  granted  it  to  Abraham 
by  promise.  What  then  is  the  law  ?  It  was 
added  because  of  transgressions,  till  the  seed 
should  come  to  whom  the  promise  hath  been 
made ;  and  it  was  ordained  through  angels  by 
the  hand  of  a  mediator.  Now  a  mediator  is  not 
a  mediator  of  one  ;  but  God  is  one.  Is  the  law 
then  against  the  promises  of  God  ?  God  forbid : 
for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given  which  could 
make  alive,  verily  righteousness  would  have  been 
of  the  law.  Howbeit  the  scripture  hath  shut  up

But  when 
the  king  came  in  to  behold  the  guests,  he  saw 
there  a  miin  who  had  not- on  a  wedding-garment;

HE  came  therefore  again  unto  Cana  of  Galilee, 
where  he  made  the  water  wine.  And 
there  was  a  certain  nobleman,  whose  son  was  sick 
at  Capernaum.  When  he  heard  that  Jesus  was 
come  out  of  Judaea  into  Galilee,  he  went  unto 
him,  and  besought  Mm  that  he  would  come  down, 
and  heal  his  son  ;  for  he  was  at  the  point  of 
death.  Jesus  therefore  said  unto  him,  Except 
ye  see  signs  and  wonders,  ye  will  in  no  wise 
believe.  The  nobleman  saith  unto  him.  Sir, 
come  down  ere  my  child  die.  Jesus  saith  unto 
him.  Go  thy  way;  thy  son  liveth.  The  man 
believed  the  word  that  Jesus  spake  unto  him, 
and  he  went  his  way.  And  as  he  was  now  going 
down,  his  servants  met  him,  saying  that  his  son 
lived.     So  he  inquired  of  them  the  hour  when 
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he  began  to  amend.  They  said  therefore  unto 
him,  Yesterday  at  the  seventh  hour  the  fever 
left  him  So  the  father  knew  that  it  tvas  at 
that  hour  in  which  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Thy 
son  liveth.:  and  himself  believed,  and  his  whole 
house.  This  is  again  the  second  sign  that  Jesus 
did,  having  come  out  of  Judaea  into  Galilee.    .

Pay  me 
what  thou  owest.  So  the  fellow-servant  fell 
down  and  besought  him,  saying.  Have  patience 
with  me  and  I  will  pay  thee.  And  he  would 
not :  but  went  and  cast  him  into  prison,  till  he 
should  pay  that  which  was  due.  So  when  his 
fellow-servants  saw  what  was  done,  they  were 
exceeding  sorry,  and  came  and  told  unto  their 
lord  all  that  was  done.     Then  his  lord  called  him 
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unto  him,  and  saith  to  him,  Thou  wicked  servant, 
I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  because  thou  be- 
soughtest  me  :  shouldest  not  thou  also  have  had 
mercy  on  thy  fellow-servant,  even  as  I  had  mercy 
on  thee  ]  And  his  lord  was  wroth,  and  delivered 
him  to  the  tormentors,  till  he  should  pay  all  that 
was  due.

And  when  they  were  filled,  he 
saith  unto  his  disciples,  Gather  up  the  broken 
pieces  which  remain  over,  that  nothing  be  lost. 
So  they  gathered  them  up,  and  filled  twelve 
baskets  with  broken  pieces  from  the  five  barley 
loaves,  which  remained  over  unto  them  that  had 
eaten.

10  My  shield  ia  with  God,  who  saveth  the 
upright  in  hear'. 

11  God  is  a  ri^'hteous  judge,  yea,  a  God  that 
hath  indignation  every  day. 

1 2  If  a  man  turn  not,  he  will  whet  his  3word  ; 
he  hath  bent  his  bow,  and  made  it  ready. 

13  He  hath  also  prepared  for  him  the  instru- 
ments of  death ;  he  makcth  his  arrows  fiery 
shafts. 

14  Behold,  he  travaiieih  with  iniqidt^'- ;  yea, 
I  he  hath  conceived  mischiei  and  brought  forth 
I  falsehood. 

15  He  hath  made  a  pit,  and  digged  it,  and  is 
I  fallen  into  the  ditch  which  he  made. 
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16  His  mischief  shall  return  upon  his  owr 
head,  and  his  violence  shall  come  down  upon  hit 
own  pate.  * 

17  1  will  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  according 
to  his  righteousness  :  and  will  sing  praise  to  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Most  High.

I  WILL  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  with  my 
whole  heart ;  I   will    show    forth    all   thy 
marvellous  works. 

2  I  will  be  glad  and  exult  in  thee  :  I  will  sing 
praise  to  thy  name,  0  thou  Most  High. 

3  When  mine  enemies  turn  back,  they 
stumble  and  perish  at  thy  presence. 

4  For  thou  hast  maintained  my  right  and  my 
cause;  thou  satest  in  the  throne  judging  right- 
eously. 

5  Thou  hast  rebuked  the  nations,  thou  hast 
destroyed  the  wicked,  thou  hast  blotted  out  their 
name  for  ever  and  ever. 

6  The  enemy  are  come  to  an  end,  they  are 
desolate  for  ever ;  and  the  cities  which  thou  hast 
overthrown,  their  very  memorial  is  perished.

11  Sing  praises  to  the  Lord,  who  dwelleth  in 
Zion  :  declare  among  his  people  his  doings. . 

12  For  he  that  maketh  inquisition  for  blood 
remembereth  them  :  he  forgetteth  not  the  cry  of 
the  poor. 
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13  Have  mercy  upon  me,  0  Lord  ;  behold  my 
affliction  which  I  suffer  of  them  that  hate  me, 
thou  that  lif test  me  up  from  the  gates  of  death ; 

14  That  I  may  show  forth  all  thy  praise :  in 
the  gates  of  the  daughter  of  Zion,  I  will  rejoice 
in  thy  salvation. 

15  The  nations  are  sunk  down  in  the  pit  that 
th  ^y  made  :  in  the  net  which  they  hid  is  their 
owv  -^  ct,  taken. 

16  The  Lord  hath  made  himself  known,  he 
hath  executed  judgment :  the  wicked  is  snared 
in  the  work  of  his  own  hands.    [Higgaion.  Selah. 

17  The  wicked  shall  be  turned  back  unto 
Sheol,  even  all  the  nations  that  forget  God. 

18  For  the  needy  shall  not  alway  be  forgotten, 
nor  the  expectation  of  the  poor  perish  for  ever. 

19  Arise,  O  Lord;  let  not  man  prevail :  let 
the  nations  be  judged  in  thy  sight. 

20  Put  them  in  fear,  0  Lord ;  let  the  nations 
know  themselves  to  be  but  men.     [Selah. 

PSALM  X. 

"TT7HY  standest  thou  afar  off,  0  Lord?  why 
^^       hidest  thou  thyself  in  times  of  troubled 

2  In  the  pride  of  the  wicked  the  poor  is  hotly 
pursued ;  let  them  be  taken  in  the  devices  that 
they  have  imagined. 

3  For  the  wicked  boasteth  of  his  heart's  desire, 
and  the  covetous  renounceth,  yea,  contemneth 
the  Lord. 

4  The  wicked,  in  the  pride  of  his  countenance, 
aaithy  He  will  not  require  it  All  his  thoughts 
are,  there  is  no  God. 

5  His  ways  are  firm  at  all  times ;  thy  judg- 
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ments .  are  far  above  out  of  his  sight :  as  for  all

' '  8  He  sitteth  in  the  lurking  places  of  the 
villages  :  in  the  covert  places  does  he  murder  the 
innocent  :  his  eyes  are  privily  set  against  the

9  He  lurketh  in  the  covert  as  a  lion  in  his 
den :  he  lieth  in  wait  to  catch  the  poor  :  he  doth 
catch  the  poor,  when  he  draweth.him  in  his  net. 

10  He  croucheth,  he  boweth  down,  and  the 
helpless  fall  by  his  strong  ones. 

1 1  He  saith  in  his  heart,  God  hath  forgotten  ; 
he  hideth  his  face  ;  he  will  never  see  it. 

1 2  Arise,  O  Lord ;  O  God,  requite  it  with 
thy  hand  :  forget  not  the  poor. 

13  Wherefore  doth  the  wicked  contemn  God, 
and  say  in  his  heart.  Thou  wilt  not  require  it  ?

4  Who  have  said.  With  our  tongue  will  we 
prevail ;  our  lips  are  our  own :  who  is  lord 
over  us  1 
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5  Because  of  the  spoiling  of  the  poor,  because 
of  the  sighing  of  the  needy,  now  will  I  arise,  saith 
the  Lord  ;  I  will  set  him  in  safety  at  whom  they 
puff. 

6  The  words  of  the  Lord  are  pure  words  :  as 
silver  tried  in  a  furnace  on  the  earth,  purified 
seven  times.

The  wicked  walk  on  every  side,  when  vileness 
is  exalted  among  the  sons  of  men.

8  Keep  me  as  the  apple  of  the  eye,  hide  me 
under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings.

10  They  are  inclosed  in  their  own  fat :  with 
their  mouth  they  speak  proudly. 

1 1  They  have  now  compassed  us  in  our  steps : 
they  set  their  eyes  to  cast  us  down  to  the  earth. 

1 2  He  is  like  a  lion  that  is  greedy  of  his  prey, 
and  as  it  were  a  young  lion  lurking  in  secret 
places. 

13  Arise,  0  Lord,  confront  him,  cast  him 
down  :  deliver  my  soul  from  the  wicked  by  thy

14  From  men,  by  thy  hand,  0  Lord,  from 
men  of  the  world,  whose  portion  is  in  this  life, 
and  whose  belly  thou  filiest  with  thy  treasure  :

11  He  made  darkness  his  hiding  place,  his

12  At  the  brightness  before  him  his  thick 
clouds  passed,  hailstones  and  coals  of  fire. 
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13  The  Lord  also  thundered  in  the  heavens, 
and  the  Most  High  uttered  his  voice  ;  hail-stonea 
and  coals  of  fire. 

14  And  he  sent  out  his  arrows,  ai.^  scattered 
them ;  yea,  lightnings  manifold,  and  discomfited 
them.

16  He  sent  from  on  high,  he  took  mo ;  he 
drew  me  out  of  many  waters.

18  They  came  upon  me  in  the  day  of  my 
calamity  :  but  the  Lord  was  my  stay. 

19  He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  large 
place;  he  delivered  me  because  he  delighted  in  me.

21  For  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the  Lord,  and 
have  not  wickedly  departed  from  my  God. 

22  For  all  his  judgments  were  before  me,  and 
I  put  not  away  his  statutes  from  me. 

23  I  was  also  perfect  with  him,  and  I  kept 
myself  from  mine  iniquity.  '^ 

24  Therefore  hath  the  Lord  recompensed  me 
according  to  my  righteousness,  according  to  the 
cleanness  of  my  hands  in  his  eyesight. 

25  With  the  merciful  thou  wilt  show  thyself 
merciful ;  with  the  perfect  man  thou  wilt  show 
thyself  perfect ;  . 


26  With  the  pure  thou  wilt  show  thyself 
pure  ;  and  with  the  perverse  thou  wilt  show 
thyself  froward. 

27  For  thou  wilt  save  the  afflicted  people ; 
but  the  haughty  eyes  thou  wilt  bring  down. 

28  For  thou  wilt  light  my  lamp :  the  Lord 
my  God  will  lighten  my  darkness. 

29  For  by  thee  I  run  upon  a  troop ;  and  by 
my  God  do  I  leap  over  a  wall 

30  As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect :  the  word 
)f   the    Lord  is   tried  ;  he  is  a  shield  unto  all 

them  that  trust  in  him. 

31  For  who  is  God,  save  the  Lord  ?  And  who 
is  a  rock,  beside  our  God  ?  . 

32  The  God  that  girdeth  me  with  strength, 
and  maketh  my  way  perfect. 

33  He  maketh  my  feet  like  hinds'  feet :  and 
setteth  me  upon  my  high  places. 

34  He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war ;  so  that 
mine  arms  do  bend  a  bow  of  brass. 

35  Thou  hast  also  given  me  the  shield  of  thy 
salvation  :  and  thy  right  hand  hath  helped  me 
up,  and  thy  gentleness  hath  made  me  great. 

36  Thou  hast  enlarged  my  steps  under  me, 
and  my  feet  have  not  slipped. 

37  I  will  pursue  mine  enemies,  and  overtake 
them  :  neither  will  I  turn  again  till  they  are 
consumed. 

38  I  will  smite  them  through  that  they  shall 
not  be  able  to  rise  :  they  shall  fall  under  my 
feet. 

39  For  thou  hast  girded  me  with  strength 
unto  the  battle :  thou  hast  subdued  under  me 
those  that  rose  up  against  me. 
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40  Thou  hast  also  made  mine  enemies  turr 
their  backs  unto  me,  that  I  might  cut  off  them 
that  hate  me. 

41  They  cried,  but  there  was  none  to  save 
even  unto  the  Lord,  but  he  answered  them  not.

43  Thou  hast  delivered  me  from  the  strivings 
of  the  people ;  thou  hast  made  me  the  head  oi 
the  nations ;  a  people  whom  I  have  not  known 
shall  serve  me. 

44  As  soon  as  they  hear  of  me  they  shall  obey 
me ;  the  strangers  shall  submit  themselves  unto 
me.

rpiHE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God ;  and 
JL      the  firmament  showeth  his  handvwork. 

2  Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech,  and  night 
unto  night  showeth  knowledge. 

3  There  is  no  speech  nor  language ;  their  voice 
cannot  be  heard. 

4  Their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth, 
and  their  words  to  the  end  of  the  world.  In 
them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun, 

5  Which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of  his 
chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to  run 
his  course. 

6  His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the 
heaven,  and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of  it :  and 
there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat  thereof.

15  My  times  are  in  thy  hand :  deliver  me 
from  the  hand  of  mine  enemies,  and  from  them 
that  persecute  me. 

16  Make  thy  face  to  shine  upon  thy  servant : 
save  me  in  thy  lovingkindness. 

17  Let  me  not  be  ashamed,  0  Lord;  for  I 
have  called  upon  thee :  let  the  wicked  be 
ashamed,  let  them  be  silent  in  Sheol. 

18  Let  the  lying  lips  be  dumb  ;  which  speak 
against  the  righteous  insolently,  with  pride  and 
contempt. 

19  Oh  how  great  is  thy  goodness,  which  thou 
hast  laid  up  for  them  that  fear  thee,  which  thou 
hast  wrought  for  them  that  put  their  trust  in 
thee,  before  the  sons  of  men  ! 

20  In  the  covert  of  thy  presence  shalt  thou 
hide  them  from  the  plottings  of  man  :  thou  shalt 
keep  them  secretly  in  a  pavilion  from  the  strife 
of  tongues. 

21  Blessed  be  the  Lord  :  for  he  hath  showed 
me  his  marvellous  lovingkindness  in  a  strong 
city. 

22  As  for  me,  I  said  in  my  haste,  I  am  cut 
off  from  before  thine  eyes :  nevertheless  thou 
heardest  the  voice  of  my  supplications  when  I 
cried  unto  thee. 
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23  O  love  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  saints  :  the 
Lord  preserveth  the  faithful,  and  plentifully 
rewardeth  the  proud  doer. 

24  Be  strong,  and  let  your  heart  take  courage, 
all  ye«that  hope  in  the  Lord.

PSALM  XXXII. 

BLESSED  is  he  whose  trangression  is  forgiven, 
whose  sin  is  covered. 

2  Blessed  is  the  man  unto  whom  the  Lord 
imputeth  not  iniquity,  and  in  whose  spirit  there 
is  no  guile. 

3  When  I  kept  silence,  my  bones  waxed  old 
through  my  roaring  all  the  day  long. 

4  For  day  and  night  thy  hand  was  heavy  upon 
me :  my  moisture  was  changed  as  with  the 
drought  of  summer.  [Selah 

5  I  acknowledged  my  sin  unto  thee,  and  mine 
iniquity  have  I  not  hid  :  I  said,  I  will  confess 
my  transgressions  unto  the  Lord ;  and  thoTi 
forgavest  the  iniquity  of  my  sin.  [Selah 

6  For  this  let  every  one  that  is  godly  pray 
unto  thee  in  a  time  when  thou  mayest  be  found  : 
surely  when  the  great  waters  overflow  they  shall 
not  reach  unto  him. 

7  Thou  art  my  hiding  place  ;  thou  wilt  pre- 
serve me  from  trouble ;  thou  wilt  compass  me 
about  with  songs  of  deliverance.  [Selah 

8  I  will  instruct  thee  and  teach  thee  in  the 
way  which  thou  shalt  go :  I  will  counsel  thee 
with  mine  eye  upon  thee. 

9  Bo  ye  not  as  the  horse,  or  as  the  mule, 
which  have  no  understanding :  whose  trappings 
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must  be  bit  and  bridle  to  hold  them  in,  else  they 
will  not  come  near  unto  thee. 

10  Many  sorrows  shall  be  to  the  wicked  :  but 
he  that  trusteth  in  the  Lord,  mercy  shall  compass 
him  about. 

11  Be  glad  in  the  Lord,  and  rejoice,  ye 
righteous :  and  shout  for  joy,  all  ye  that  are 
upright  in  heart. 

PSALM  XXXIIL 

REJOICE  in  the  Lord,  0  ye  righteous  :  praise 
is  comely  for  the  upright. 

2  Give  thanks  un^o  the  Lord  with  harp  :  sing 
praises  unto  him  w4th  the  psaltery  of  ten  strings. 

3  Sing  unto  him  a  new  song  :  play  skilfully 
with  a  loud  noise. 

4  For  the  word  of  the  Lord  is  right ;  and  all 
his  work  is  done  in  faithfulness. 

5  He  loveth  righteousness  and  justice  :  the 
earth  is  full  of  the  lovingkindness  of  the  Lord. 

6  By  the  word  of  the  Lord  were  the  heavens 
made ;  and  all  the  host  of  them  by  the  breath  of 
his  mouth. 

7  He  gathereth  the  waters  of  the  sea  together 
as  an  heap  :  he  layeth  up  the  deeps  in  store- 
houses. 

8  Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Lord  :  let  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  world  stand  in  awe  of  him. 

9  For  he  spake,  and  it  was  done  ;  he  com- 
manded, and  it  stood  fast. 

10  The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of  the 
nations  to  nought :  he  maketh  the  thoughts  of 
the  peoples  to  be  of  none  effect. 

11  The  counsel  of  the  Lord  standeth  fast  for 
ever,  the  thoughts  of  his  heart  to  all  generations. 
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12  Blessed  is  the  nation  whose  God  is  th( 
Lord  ;  the  people  whom  he  hath  chosen  for  hii 
own  inheritance. 

1 3  The  Lord  looketh  from  heaven ;  he  be 
holdeth  all  the  sons  of  men  ; 

14  From  the  place  of  his  habitation  he  looketl 
forth  upon  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  ; 

15  He  that  fashioneth  the  hearts  of  them  all 
that  considereth  all  their  works. 

16  There  is  no  king  saved  by  the  multitud* 
of  a  host :  a  mighty  man  is  not  delivered  h} 
great  strength. 

17  A  horse  is  a  vain  thing  for  safety  :  neithei 
shall  he  deliver  any  by  his  great  power. 

18  Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  then; 
that  fear  him,  upon  them  that  hope  in  hit 
mercy  ; 

19  To  deliver  their  soul  from  death,  and  tc 
keep  them  alive  in  famine. 

20  Our  soul  hath  waited  for  the  Lord  :  he  is 
our  help  and  our  shield. 

21  For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him,  because 
we  have  trusted  in  his  holy  name. 

22  Let  thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  be  upon  us, 
according  as  we  have  hoped  in  thee. 

PSALM  XXXIV. 

I  WILL  bless  the  Lord  at  all  times  :  his  prais 
shall  continually  be  in  my  mouth. 

2  My  soul  shall  make  her  boast  in  the  Lord 
the  meek  shall  hear  thereof,  and  be  glad. 

3  O  magnify  the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  ii; 
exalt  his  name  together. 

4  I  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  answered  me 
and  delivered  me  from  all  my  fears. 
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5  They  looked  unto  him,  and  were  lightened  : 
and  their  faces  shall  never  be  confounded. 

6  This  poor  man  cried,  and  the  Lord  heard 
him,  and  saved  him  out  of  all  his  troubles. 

7  The  angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth  round 
about  them  that  fear  him,  and  delivereth  them. 

8  0  taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good : 
blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  him. 

9  0  fear  the  Lord,  ye  his  saints :  for  there  is 
no  want  to  them  that  fear  him. 

10  The  young  lions  do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger: 
but  they  that  seek  the  Lord  shall  not  want  any 
good  thing. 

1 1  Come,  ye  children,  hearken  unto  me :  I 
will  teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Lord. 

12  What  man  is  he  that  desireth  life,  and 
loveth  many  days,  that  he  may  see  good  1 

13  Keep  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips 
from  speaking  guile. 

14  Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good  ;  seek  peace 
and  pursue  it. 

15  The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  toward  the 
righteous,  and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their  cry. 

16  The  face  of  the  Lord  is  against  them  that 
do  evil,  to  cut  off  the  remembrance  of  them  from 
the  earth. 

17  TJie  righteous  cried,  and  the  Lord  heard, 
and  delivered  them  out  of  all  their  troubles. 

18  The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  them  that  arc  of  a 
)roken  heart,  and  saveth  such  as  are  of  a  contrite 
pirit. 

19  Many  are  the  afflictions  of  the  righteous  : 
lit  the  Lord  delivereth  him  out  of  them  all. 
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20  He  keepeth  all  his  bones  :  not  one  of  then: 
is  broken. 

21  Evil  shall  slay  the  wicked  :  and  they  thai 
hate  the  righteous  shall  be  condemned. 

22  The  Lord  redeemeth  the  soul  of  his  ser 
vants  :  and  none  of  them  that  trust  in  him  shal 
be  condemned. 

Day  7.  Ponting  f  rHjicr. 

PSALM  XXXV. 

STRIVE  thou,  0  Lord,  with  them  that  strive 
with  me  :    fight  thou   against   them   thai 
fight  against  me. 

2  Take  hold  of  shield  and  buckler,  and  stand 
up  for  mine  help. 

3  Draw  out  also  the  spear,  and  stop  the  wa}' 
against  them  that  pursue  me  :  say  unto  my  soul, 
I  am  thy  salvation. 

4  Let  them  be  ashamed  and  brought  to  dis- 
honor that  seek  after  my  soul :  let  them  be 
turned  back  and  confounded  that  devise  my 
hurt. 

5  Let  them  be  as  chaff  before  the  wind,  and 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  driving  them  on. 

6  Let  their  way  be  dark  and  slippery,  and  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  pursuing  them. 

7  For  without  cause  have  they  hid  for  me 
their  net  in  a  pit,  without  cause  have  thej 
digged  a  pit  for  my  soul. 

8  Let  destruction  come  upon  him  at  unawares 
and  let  his  net  that  he  hath  hid  catch  himself 
with  destruction  let  him  fall  therein. 

9  And  my  soul  shall  be  joyful  in  the  Lord] 
it  shall  rejoice  in  his  salvation. 
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10  All  my  bones  shall  say,  Lord,  who  is  like 
unto  thee,  who  deliverest  the  poor  from  him 
that  is  too  strong  for  him,  yea,  the  poor  and  the 
needy  from  him  that  spoileth  him  1 

1 1  Unrighteous  witnesses  rise  up  ;  they  ask 
me  of  things  that  I  know  not. 

12  They  reward  me  evil  for  good,  to  the 
bereaving  of  my  soul. 

13  But  as  for  me,  when  they  were  sick,  my 
clothing  was  sackcloth  :  I  afflicted  my  soul  with 
fasting  ;  and  my  prayer  returned  into  mine  own 
bosom. 

14  I  behaved  myself  as  though  it  had  been 
my  friend  or  my  brother  :  I  bowed  down  mourn- 
ing, as  one  that  bewaileth  his  mother. 

15  But  in  mine  adversity  they  rejoiced, 
and  gathered  themselves  together  :  the  abjects 
gathered  themselves  together  against  me,  and  I 
knew  it  not ;  they  did  tear  me,  and  ceased  not : 

16  Like  the  profane  mockers  in  feasts,  they 
gnashed  upon  me  with  their  teeth. 

17  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  look  on  ?  Kescue 
my  soul  from  their  destructions,  my  darling  from 
the  lions. 

18  1  will  give  thee  thanks  in  the  great  con- 
gregation :  I  will  praise  thee  among  much  people. 

19  Let  not  them  that  are  mine  enemies 
wrongfully  rejoice  over  me  :  neither  let  them 
wink  with  the  eye  that  hate  me  without  a  cause. 

20  For  they  speak  not  peace  :  but  they  devise 
deceitful  words  against  them  that  are  quiet  in  the 
land. 

21  Yea,  they  opened  their  mouth  wide  against 
me;  they  said,  Aha,  aha,  our  eye  hath  seen  it. 


', 
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22  Thou  hast  seen  it,  O  Lord ;  keep  not 
silence  :  0  Lord,  be  not  far  from  me. 

23  Stir  up  thyself,'  and  awake  to  my  judg- 
ment, even  unto  my  cause,  my  God  and  my 
Lord. 

24  Judge  me,  O  Lord  my  God,  according  to 
thy  righteousness;  and  let  them  not  rejoice 
over  me. 

25  Let  them  not  say  in  their  heart.  Aha,  so 
would  we  have  it :  let  them  not  say,  We  have 
swallowed  him  up. 

26  Let  them  be  ashamed  and  confounded  to- 
gether that  rejoice  at  mine  hurt :  let  them  be 
clothed  with  shame  and  dishonor  that  magnify 
themselves  against  me. 

27  Let  them  shout  for  joy,  and  be  glad,  that 
favor  my  righteous  cause :  yea,  let  them  say 
continually,  the  Lord  be  magnified,  who  hath 
pleasure  in  the  prosperity  of  his  servant. 

28  And  my  tongue  shall  talk  of  •  thy  right- 
eousness, and  of  thy  praise  all  the  day  long. 

PSALM  XXXVI. 

THE  transgression  of  the  wicked  saith  within 
my  heart,  there  is  no  fear  of  God  before 
his  eyes. 

2  For  he  flattereth  himself  in  his  own  eyes, 
that  his  iniquity  shall  not  be  found  out  and  be 
hated. 

3  The  words  of  his  mouth  are  iniquity  and 
deceit :  he  hath  left  off  to  be  wise  and  to  do 
good. 

4  He  deviseth  iniquity  upon  his  bed ;  he 
setteth  himself  in  a  w^ay  that  is  not  good ;  he 
abhorreth  not  evil. 
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5  Thy  lovingkinclness,  0  Lord,  is  in  the 
heavens;  thy  iaiitMulness  reacheth  unto  the  skies. 

6  Thy  righteousness  is  like  the  mountains  of 
God  ;  thy  judgments  are  a  great  deep  :  O  Lord, 
thou  preservest  man  and  beast. 

7  How  precious  is  thy  loviugkindness,  0  God  ! 
and  the  children  of  men  take  refuge  under  the 
shadow  of  thy  wings. 

8  They  shall  be  abundantly  satisfied  with  the 
fatness  of  thy  house ;  and  thou  shalt  make  them 
drink  of  the  river  of  thy  pleasures. 

9  For  with  thee  is  the  fountain  of  life  :  in  thy 
light  shall  we  see  light. 

10  0  continue  thy  loviugkindness  unto  them 
that  know  thee ;  and  thy  righteousness  to  the 
upright  in  heart. 

1 1  Let  not  the  foot  of  pride  come  against  me, 
and  let  not  the  hand  of  the  wicked  drive  me 
away. 

12  There  are  the  workers  of  iniquity  fallen  : 
they  are  thrust  down,  and  shall  not  be  able 
to  rise. 

Day  7.  ©Siting  f  rager. 

PSALM  XXXVIL 

FRET  not  thyself  because  of  evil-doers,  neither 
be  thou  envious  against  them  that  work 
unrighteousness. 

2  For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like  the 
grass,  and  wither  as  the  green  herb. 

3  Trust  in  the  Lord  and  do  good;  dwell  in 
the  land,  and  feed  on  his  faithfulness. 

4  Delight  thyself  also  in  the  Lord ;  and  he 
shall  give  thee  the  desires  of  thine  heart.  , 
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5  Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord ;  trust  also 
in  him,  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass. 

6  And  he  shall  make  thy  righteousness  to  go 
forth  as  the  light,  and  thy  judgment  as  the 
noonday. 

7  Rest  in  the  Lord,  and  wait  patiently  for 
him  :  fret  not  thyself  because  of  him  who  pros- 
pereth  in  his  way,  because  of  the  man  who 
bringeth  wicked  devices  to  pass. 

8  Cease  from  anger,  and  forsake  wrath  :  fret 
not  thyself,  it  tendeth  only  to  evil-doing. 

9  For  evil-doers  shall  be  cut  off:  but  those 
that  wait  upon  the  Lord,  they  shall  inherit  the 
land. 

10  For  yet  a  little  while,  and  the  wicked  shall 
not  be  :  yea,  thou  shalt  diligently  consider  his 
place,  and  he  shall  not  be. 

i  1  But  the  meek  shall  inherit  the  land  ;  and 
shall  delight  themselves  in  the  abundance  of 
peace. 

12  The  wicked  plotteth  against  the  just,  and 
gnasheth  upon  him  with  his  teeth. 

13  The  Lord  shall  laugh  at  him  :  for  he  seeth 
that  his  day  is  coming. 

14  The  wicked  have  drawn  out  the  sword,  and 
have  bent  their  bow ;  to  cast  down  the  poor  anc 
needy,  to  slay  such  as  be  upright  in  the  way  : 

15  Their  sword  shall  enter  into  their  own 
heart,  and  their  bows  shall  be  broken. 

16  Better  is  a  little  that  the  righteous  hath 
than 'the  abundance  of  many  wicked. 

17  For  the  arms  of  the  wicked  shall  be  broken; 
but  the  Lord  upholdeth  the  righteous. 

I 
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18  The  Lord  knoweth  the  days  of  the  perfect; 
and  their  inheritance  shall  be  for  ever. 

19  They  shall  not  be  ashamed  in  the  time  of 
evil :  and  in  the  days  of  famine  they  shall  be 
satisfied. 

20  But  the  wielded  shall  perish,  and  the 
enemies  of  the  Lord  shall  be  as  the  fat  of  lambs  : 
they  shall  consume ;  in  smoke  shall  they  con- 
sume away. 

21  The  wicked  borroweth,  and  payeth  not 
again  :  but  the  righteous  dealeth  graciously,  and 
giveth. 

22  For  such  as  be  blessed  of  him  shall  inherit 
the  land ;  and  they  that  be  cursed  of  him  shall 
be  cut  off. 

23  A  man's  goings  are  established  of  the  Lord; 
and  he  delighteth  in  his  way. 

24  Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  utterly 
cast  down :  for  the  Lord  upholdeth  him  with 
his  hand. 

25  I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old  ;  yet 
have  I  not  seen  the  righteous  forsaken,  nor  his 
seed  begging  their  bread. 

26  All  the  day  long  he  dealeth  graciously,  and 
lendeth ;  and  his  seed  is  bles&ed. 

27  Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good ;  and  dwell 
for  evermore. 

28  For  the  Lord  loveth  judgment,  and  for- 
saketh  not  his  saints;  they  are  preserved  for 
ever :  but  the  seed  of  the  wicked  shall  be  cut  off, 

29  The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land,  and 
dwell  therein  for  ever. 

30  The  mouth  of  the  righteous  talketh  of 
wisdom,  and  his  tongue  speaketh  judgment. 
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31  The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart ;  none  ol 
his  steps  shall  slide. 

32  The  wicked  watcheth  the  righteous,  and 
seeketli  to  slay  him. 

33  The  Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his  hand, 
nor  condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 

34  Wait  on  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  way,  and 
he  shall  exalt  thee  to  inherit  the  land :  when  the 
wicked  are  cut  off,  thou  shalt  see  it. 

35  I  have  seen  the  wicked  in  great  power, 
and  spreading  himself  like  a  green  tree  in  its 
native  soil. 

36  But  one  passed  by,  and,  lo,  he  was  not : 
yea,  I  sought  him,  but  he  could  not  be  found. 

37  Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  up- 
right :  for  there  is  a  happy  end  to  the  man  of  peace. 

38  As  for  transgressors,  they  shall  be  destroyed 
together ;  the  end  of  the  wicked  shall  be  cut  off. 

39  But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  is  of  the 
Lord ;  He  is  their  strong  hold  in  the  time  of 
trouble. 

40  And  the  Lord  helpeth  them,  and  rescueth 
them ;  he  rescueth  them  from  the  wicked,  and 
saveth  them,  because  they  have  taken  refuge  in  him.

PSALM  XXXVTIL 

OLORD,  rebuke  me  not  in  thy  wrath  :  neither 
chasten  me  in  thy  hot  displeasure. 

2  Fop  thine  arrows  stick  fast  in  me,  and  thy 
hand  presseth  me  sore. 

3  There  is  no  soundness  in  my  flesh  because 
of  thine  indignation ;  neither  is  there  any  health 
in  my  bones  because  of  my  sin. 
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4  For  mine  iniquities  arc  gone  over  mine  head : 
as  a  heavy  burden  tliey  arc  too  heavy  for  me. 

5  ^My  wounds  stink  and  arc  corrupt,  because 
of  my  foolishness. 

6  I  am  pained  and  bowed  down  greatly ;  I  go 
mourning  all  the  day  long. 

7  For  my  loins  are  filled  with  burning ;  and 
there  is  no  soundness  in  my  flesh. 

8  I  am  faint  and  sore  bruised  :  I  have  groaned 
by  reason  of  the  disquietness  of  my  heart. 

9  Lord,  all  my  desire  is  before  thee  ;  and  my 
groaning  is  not  hid  from  thee. 

10  My  heart  throbbeth,  my  strength  faileth 
me  :  as  for  the  light  of  mine  eyes,  it  also  is  gone 
from  me. 

1 1  My  lovers  and  my  friends  stand  aloof  from 
my  plague  ;  and  my  kinsmen  stand  afar  off. 

1 2  They  also  that  seek  after  my  life  lay  snares 
for  me  ;  and  they  that  seek  my  hurt  speak  mis- 
chievous things,  and  imagine  deceits  all  the  day 
long. 

1 3  But  I,  as  a  deaf  man,  hear  not ;  and  I  am 
as  a  dumb  man  that  openeth  not  his  mouth. 

14  Yea,  I  am  as  a  man  that  heareth  not,  and 
in  whose  mouth  are  no  reproofs. 

1 5  For  in  thee,  0  Lord,  do  I  hope  :  thou  wilt 
answer,  O  Lord  my  God. 

16  For  I  said,  lest  they  rejoice  over  me : 
when  my  foot  slippeth,  they  magnify  themselves 
against  me. 

17  For  I  am  ready  to  fall,  and  my  sorrow  is 
continually  before  me. 

18  For  I  will  declare  mine  iniquity ;  I  will 
be  sorry  for  my  sin. 
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19  But  mine  enemies  are  lively,  and  ai 
strong  :  and  they  that  hate  me  wrongfully  aj 
multiplied. 

20  They  also  that  render  evil  for  good  ai 
adversaries  unto  me,  because  I  follow  the  thii] 
that  is  good. 

21  Forsake  me  not,  0  Lord  :  0  my  God,  1 
not  far  from  me. 

22  Mako  haste  to  help  me,  0  Lord  my  sa 
vation. 

PSALM  XXXIX. 

I  SAID,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways,  that 
sin  not  with  my  tongue  :  I  will  keep   m 
mouth  with  a  bridle,  while  the  wicked  is  befoi 
me. 

2  I  was  dumb  with  silence,  I  held  my  peace 
even  from  good  ;  and  my  sorrow  was  stirred. 

3  My  he^^t  was  hot  within  me ;  while  I  Wti 
musing  the  tire  kindled  ;  Then  spake  I  with  m 
tongue  : 

4  Lord,  make  me  to  know  my  end,  and  th 
measure  of  my  days,  what  it  is ;  let  me  kno^ 
how  frail  I  am. 

5  Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  hanc 
breadths  ;  and  mine  age  is  as  nothing  befor 
thee  :  surely  every  man  at  his  best  estate  is  ai 
together  vanity.  [Selai 

6  Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain  show 
surely  they  are  disquieted  in  vain  :  he  heapeth  u 
riches^  and  know^eth  not  who  shall  gather  then] 

7  And  now,  Lord,  what  wait  I  for  1  my  hop 
is  in  thee. 

8  Deliver  me  from  all  my  transgressions :  mak 
me  not  the  reproach  of  ^he  :^(.^^lish. 
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9  I  was  dumb,  I  opened  not  my  mouth  ;  be- 
cause thou  didst  it. 

10  Remove  thy  stroke  away  from  me  :  I  am 
consumed  by  the  blow  of  thine  hand. 

1 1  When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  correct  man 
for  iniquity,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  con- 
sum.o  away  like  a  moth  :  sarely  every  man  is 
va.iity.  [Selah 

12  Hear  my  prayer,  0  Lord,  and  give  ear  unto 
my  cry  ;  hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears  :  for  I 
am  a  stranger  with  thee,  a  sojourner,  as  all  m/ 
fathers  were. 

13  0  spare  me,  that  I  maj  recover  strength, 
before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no  efeore.

I  WAITED  patiently  for  the  Lord;   and  he 
inclined  unto  me,  and  heard  my  cry.

10  I  have  not  hid  thy  righteousness  within 
my  heart ;  I  have  declared  thy  faithfulness  and 
thy  salvation  :  I  have  not  concealed  thy  loving- 
kindness  and  thy  truth  from  the  great  congrega- 
tion. 

11  Withhold  not  thou  thy  tender  T.ieirles 
froni  me,  0  Lord  :  let  thy  lovingkindness  and 
thy  truth  continually  preserve  me. 

12  For  innumerable  evils  have  compassed  me 
about,  mine  iniquities  have  overtaken  me,  so 
that  I  am  not  able  to  look  up  ;  they  are  more 
than  the  hairs  of  mine  head,  and  my  heart  hatli 
failed  me. 

13  Be  pleased,  0  Lord,  to  deliver  me  :  make 
haste  to  help  me,  0  Lord. 

14  Let  them  be  ashamed  and  confounded 
together  that  seek  after  my  soul  to  destroy  it : 
let  them  be  turned  backward  and  brought  to  dis- 
honor that  delight  in  my  hurt. 

15  Let  them  be  desolate  by  reason  of  their 
shame,  that  say  unto  me,  Aha,  Aha. 

16  Let  all  those  that  seek  thee  rejoice  and  be 
glad  in  thee  :  let  such  as  love  thy  salvation  saj 
continually,  the  Lord  be  magnified. 

17  But  I  am  poor  and  needy;  yet  the  Lord 
thinketh  upon  me  :  thou  art  my  help  and  m^ 
deliverer ;  make  no  tarrying,  0  my  God.

8  In  God  have  we  made  our  boast  all  the  day 
long,  and  we  will  give  thanks  unto  thy  name  for 
ever.  [Selali 

9  But  now  thou  hast  cast  7is  off,  and  brought  us 
to  dishonor  ;  and  goest  not  forth  with  our  hosts. 

10  Thou  makest  us  to  turn  back  from  the 
adversary  :  and  they  who  hate  us  spoil  for  them- 
selves. 

11  Thou  hast  given  us  like  sheep  appointed 
for  meat ;  and  hast  scattered  us  among  the 
nations. 

1 2  Thou  sellest  thy  people  for  nought,  and  hast 
not  increased  t/u/  wealth  by  their  jn'ice. 

13  Thou  makest  us  a  reproach  to  our  neigh- 
bors, a  scorn  and  a  derision  to  them  that  are 
round  about  us.  j 

14  Thou  makest  us  a  byword  among  thej 
nations,  a  shaking  of  the  head  among  the  peoples. 

"5  All  the  day  long  is  my  dishonor  before  me, 
ana  the  shame  of  my  face  hath  covered  me. 
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16  For  the  voice  of  him  that  reproacheth  and 
blasphemeth ;  by  reason  of  the  enemy  and  the 
avenger. 

17  All  this  is  come  upon  us  ,  yet  have  we  not 
forgotten  thee,  neither  have  we  dealt  falsely  in 
thy  covenant. 

18  Our  heart  is  not  turned  back,  neither  have 
our  steps  declined  from  thy  way  ; 

1 9  That  thou  hast  sore  broken  us  in  the  place 
of  jackals,  and  covered  us  with  the  shadow  of 
death. 

20  If  we  have  forgotten  the  name  of  our  God, 
or  spread  forth  our  hands  to  a  strange  god ; 

21  Shall  not  God  search  this  out^  For  he 
knoweth  the  secrets  of  the  heart. 

22  Yea,  fcr  thy  sake  are  we  killed  all  the  day 
long ;  we  are  counted  as  sheep  for  the  slaughter. 

23  Awake,  why  sleepest  thou,  0  Lord  ?  Arise, 
cast  us  not  off  for  ever.

^TY  heart  overfloweth  with  a  goodly  matter  :  I 
-■-  speak  the  things  which  I  have  made 
touching  the  king:  my  tongue  is  the  pen  of  a 
•eady  writer. 

2  Thou  art  fairer  than  the  children  of  men  ; 
race  is  poured  into  thy  lips  :  therefore  God  hath 
3lessed  thee  for  ever. 
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3  Gird  thy  sword  upon  thy  thigh,  0  mighty 
one,  thy  glory  and  thy  majesty. 

4  And  in  thy  majesty  ride  on  prosperously, 
because  of  truth  and  meekness  and  righteous- 
ness :  and  thy  right  hand  shall  teach  thee  ter- 
rible things.

.  and  cassia  ;  out  of  ivory  palaces  stringed  instru- 
ments have  made  thee  glad. 

9  Kings'  daughters  are  among  thy  honorable 
women  :  at  thy  right  hand  doth  stand  the  queen 
in  gold  of  Ophir. 

10  Hearken,  O  daughter,  and  consider,  and 
incline  thine  ear ;  forget  also  thine  own  people, 
and  thy  father's  house ; 

11  So  shall  the  king  desire  thy  beauty  :  for  he 
is  thy  Lord  ;  and  worship  thou  him. 

12  And  the  daughter  of  Tyre  shall  he  there 
with  a  gift;  even  the  rich  among  the  people 
shall  intreat  thy  favor. 

13  The  king's  daughter  within  the  palace  is 
all  glorious  :  her  clothing  is  inwrought  with  gold.  | 

14  She  shall  be  led  unto  the  king  in  broidered 
work  :  the  virgins  her  companions  that  follow 
her  shall  be  brought  unto  thee. 
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15  With  gladness  and  rejoicing  shall  they  be 
led  :  they  shall  enter  into  the  king's  palace.

8  (For  the  redemption  of  their  life  is  costly, 
and  it  faileth.) 

9  That  he  should  still  live  alway,  that  he 
should  not  see  corruption. 

10  For  he  seeth  that  wise  men  die,  the  fool 
and  the  brutish  alike  perish,  and  leave  their 
wealth  to  others. 

1 1  Their  inward  thought  is,  that  their  houses 
shall  continue  for  ever,  and  their  dwelling  places 
to  all  generations;  they  call  their  lands  after 
their  own  names. 

1 2  But  man  being  in  honor  abideth  not :  he 
is  like  the  beasts  that  perish. 

13  This  their  way  is  their  folly  :  yet  after 
them  men  approve  their  sayings.

4  For  there  are  no  bands  in  their  death  ;  but 
their  strength  is  firm. 

5  They  are  not  in  trouble  as  other  men ; 
neither  are  they  plagued  like  other  men. 

6  Therefore  pride  is  as  a  chain  about  their 
neck ;  violence  covereth  them  as  with  a  garment. 

7  Their  eyes  stand  out  with  fatness ;  they 
have  more  than  heart  could  wish. 

8  They  scoff,  and  in  wickedness  utter  oppres- 
sion :  they  speak  loftily. 

9  They  have  set  their  mouth  in  the  heavens, 
and  their  tongue  walketh  through  the  earth. 

10  Therefore  his  people  return  hither  :  and 
waters  of  a  full  cup  are  drained  out  by  them. 

11  And  they  say.  How  doth  God  know  1  and 
is  there  knowledge  in  the  Most  High  1 

1 2  Behold,  these  are  the  wicked ;  and,  being 
alway  at  ease,  they  increase  in  riches. 

13  Surely  in  vain  have  I  cleansed  my  heart, 
and  washed  my  hands  in  innocency ; 

14  For  all  the  day  long  have  I  been  plagued, 
and  chastened  every  morning. 

1 5  If  I  said,  I  will  speak  thus  ;  behold,  I  had 
dealt  treacherously  with  the  generation  of  thy 
children. 

16  When  I  thought  how  I  might  know  this, 
it  was  too  painful  for  me  ;      m 

17  Until  I  went  into  the  sanctuary  of  God, 
and  considered  their  latter  end. 
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18  Surely  thou  settest  them  in  slippery  places : 
thou  castest  them  down  to  destruction. 

19  How  are  they  become  a  desolation  in  a 
moment !  They  are  utterly  consumed  with 
terrors. 

20  As  a  dream  when  one  awaketh ;  so,  O 
Lord,  when  thou  awakest,  thou  shalt  despise 
their  image. 

21  For  my  heart  was  grieved,  and  I  was  prick- 
ed in  my  reins  : 

22  So  brutish  was  I,  and  ignorant ;  I  was  as  a 
beast  before  thee. 

23  Nevertheless  I  am  continually  with  thee  : 
thou  hast  held  my  right  hand. 

24  Thou  shalt  guide  me  with  thy  counsel,  and 
afterward  receive  me  to  glory. 

25  Whom  have  I  in  heaven  hut  thee?  and 
there  is  none  upon  earth  that  I  desire  beside  thee. 

26  My  flesh  and  my  heart  faileth  ;  but  God  is 
the  strength  of  my  heart  and  my  portion  for  ever. 

27  For,  lo,  they  that  are  departing  from  thee 
shall  perish  :  thou  hast  destroyed  all  them  that 
play  the  harlot  from  thee. 

28  But  it  is  good  for  me  to  draw  near  unto 
God :  I  have  made  the  Lord  God  my  refuge, 
that  I  may  tell  of  all  thy  works. 

PSALM  LXXIV. 

OGOD,  why  hast  thou  cast  us  off  for  ever  1 
why  doth  thine  anger  smoke  against  the 
sheep  of  thy  pasture  1 

2  Remember  thy  congregation,  which  thou 
hast  purchased  of  old,  which  thou  hast  redeemed 
to  be  the  tribe  of  thine  inheritance  ;  and  mount 
Zion,  wherein  thou  hast  dwelt, 
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3  Lift  up  thy  feet  unto  the  perpetual  ruins, 
all  the  evil  that  the  enemy  hath  done  in  the 
sanctuary. 

4  Thine  adversaries  have  roared  in  the  midst 
of  thine  assembly  ;  they  have  set  up  their  ensigns 
for  signs. 

5  They  seemed  as  men  that  lifted  up  axes 
upon  a  thicket  of  trees. 

6  And  now  all  the  carved  work  thereof  they 
break  down  with  hatchet  and  hammers. 

7  They  have  set  thy  sanctuary  on  fire  ;  they 
have  profaned  the  dwelling  place  of  thy  name 
even  to  the  ground.     '    ' 

8  They  said  in  their  heart,  let  us  make  havoc 
of  them  altogether  :  they  have  burned  up  all  the 
synagogues  of  God  in  the  land. 

9  We  see  not  our  signs :  there  is  no  more  any 
prophet;  neither  is  there  among  us  any  that 
knoweth  how  long. 

10  How  long,  O  God,  shall  the  adversary  re- 
proach? shall  the  enemy  blaspheme  thy  name 
for  ever?  , 

11  Why  drawest  thou  back  thy  hand,  even 
thy  right  hand  ?  plack  it  out  of  thy  bosom  and 
consume  them, 

12  Yet  God  is  my  King  of  old,  working  sal- 
vation in  the  midst  of  the  earth. 

1 3  Thou  didst  divide  the  sea  by  thy  strength  : 
thou  brakest  the  heads  of  the  dragons  in  the 
waters. 

14  Thou  brakest  the  heads  of  leviathan  in 
pieces,  thou  gavest  him  to  be  meat  to  the  people 
inhabiting  the  wilderness. 
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1 5  Thou  didst  cleave  fountain  and  flood  :  thou 
driedst  up  mighty  rivers. 

16  The  day  is  thine,  the  night  also  is  thine  : 
thou  hast  prepared  the  light  and  the  sun. 

1 7  Thou  hast  set  all  the  borders  of  the  earth  : 
thou  hast  made  summer  and  winter. 

18  Remember  this,  that  the  enemy  hath  re- 
LToached,  0  Lord,  and  that  a  foolish  people  have 
blasphemed  thy  name. 

19  0  deliver  not  the  soul  of  thy  turtledove 
unto  the  wild  beast :  forget  not  the  life  of  thy 
poor  for  ever. 

20  Have  respect  unto  the  covenant :  for  the 
dark  places  of  the  earth  are  full  of  the  habita- 
tions of  violence.  > 

21  0  let  not  the  oppressed  return  ashamed : 
let  the  poor  and  needy  praise  thy  name. 

22  Arise,  0  God,  plead  thine  own  cause  :  re- 
member how  the  foolish  man  reproacheth  thee 
all  the  day. 

23  Forget  not  the  voice  of  thine  adversaries  : 
the  tumult  of  those  that  rise  up  against  thee 
ascendeth  continually.

PSALM  LXXV. 

TTTE  give  thanks  unto  thee,  0  God  ;  we  give 
*  ^      thanks,  for  thy  name  is  near  :  men  tell  of 
thy  wondrous  works. 

2  When  I  shall  find  the  set  time,  I  will  judge 
uprightly. 

3  The  earth  and  all  the  inhabitants  thereof 
are  dissolved :  I  have  set  up  the  pillars  of  it. 
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4  I  said  unto  the  arrogant,  deal  not  arrogantly ; 
and  to  the  wicked,  lift  not  up  the  horn  : 

5  Lift  not  up  your  horn  on  high ;  speak  not 
with  a  stiff  neck. 

6  For  neither  from  the  east,  nor  from  the 
west,  nor  yet  from  the  south,  cometh^liitmg  up. 

7  But  God  is  the  judge  :  he  putteth  down  one, 
and  lifteth  up  another. 

8  For  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord  there  is  a  cup, 
and  the  wine  foameth  ;  it  is  full  of  mixture,  and 
he  poureth  out  of  the  same  :  surely  the  dregs 
thereof,  all  the  wicked  of  the  earth  shall  drain 
them  out,  and  drink  them. 

9  But  I  will  declare  for  ever,  I  will  sing 
praises  to  the  God  of  Jacob.  - 

10  All  the  horns  of  the  wicked  also  will  I  cut 
off;  but  the  horns  of  the  righteous  shall  be 
lifted  up. 

'■'■  '  PSALM  LXXVL 

IN  Judah  is  God  known  :  his  name  is  great  in 
Israel. 

2  In  Salem  also  is  his  tabernacle,  and  his 
dwelling  place  in  Zion. 

3  There  he  brake  the  arrows  of  the  bow  ;  the 
shield,  and  the  sword,  and  the  battle.         [Selah 

4  Glorious  art  thou  and  excellent,  from  the 
mountains  of  prey. 

5  The  stout  hearted  are  become  a  spoil,  they 
have  slept  their  sleep  ;  and  none  of  the  men  of 
might  have  found  their  hands. 

6  At  thy  rebuke,  O  God  of  Jacob,  both 
chariot  and  horse  are  cast  into  a  dead  sleep. 

7  Thou,  even  thou,  art  to  be  feared  ;  and  who 
may  stand  in  thy  sight  when  once  thou  art  angry  1 
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8  Thou  didst  cause  sentence  to  be  heard  from 
heaven ;  the  earth  feared,  and  was  still. 

9  When  God  arose  to  judgment,  to  save  all 
the  meek  of  the  earth.  [Selah 

10  Surely  the  wrath  of  man  shall  praise  thee  : 
the  residue  of  wrath  shalt  thou  gird  upon  thee. 

11  Vow,  and  pay  unto  the  Lord  your  God  : 
let  all  that  be  round  about  him  bring  presents 
unto  him  that  ought  to  be  feared. 

12  He  .shall  cut  off  the  spirit  of  princes  :  he 
is  terrible  to  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

PSALM  LXXVII. 

I  WILL  cry  unto  God  with  my  voice  :  even 
unto  God  with  my  voice,  and  he  will  give 
ear  unto  me. 

2  In  the  day  of  my  trouble  I  sought  the  Lord  : 
my  hand  was  stretched  out  in  the  night,  and 
slacked  not ;  my  soul  refused  to  be  comforted. 

13  I  remember  God,  -and  am  disquieted  :  I 
complain,  and  my  spirit  is  overwhelmed.    [Selah 

4  Thou  boldest  mine  eyes  watching  :  I  am  so 
troubled  that  I  cannot  speak. 

5  I  have  considered  the  days  of  old,  the  years 
of  ancient  times. 

6  I  call  to  remembrance  my  s6ng  in  the  night ; 
I  commune  with  mine  own  heart ;  and  my  spirit 
made  diligent  search. 

7  Will  the  Lord  cast  off  for  ever  1  and  will 
he  be  favorable  no  more. 

8  Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever  ?  doth  his 
promise  fail  for  evermore?  ,  •  -s  i.j.yy 

9  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be  gracious  ?  Hath 
he  in  anger  shut  up  his  tender  mercies  1     [Selah 
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10  And  I  said,  This  is  my  infirmity ;  hut  I 
loill  remember  the  years  of  the  right  hand  of  the 
Most  High.  ) 

•    11  I  will  make  mention  of  the  deeds  of  the 
Lord  ;  for  I  will  remember  thy  wonders  of  old. 

12  I  will  meditate  also  upon  all  thy  work, 
and  muse  on  thy  doings. 

13  Thy  way,  O  God,  is  in  the  sanctuary ;  Who 
is  a  great  god  like  unto  God  ?  *'  i  .. 

14  Thou  art  the  God  that  doest  wonders : 
thou  hast  made  known  thy  strength  among  the 
peoples. 

15  Thou  hast  with  thine  arm  redeemed  thy 
people,  the  .sons  of  Jacob  and  Joseph. 

16  The  waters  saw  thee,  0  God  ;  the  waters 
saw  thee,  they  were  afraid,  the  depths  also 
trembled. 

17  The  clouds  poured  out  water;  the  skies 
sent  out  a  sound  :  thine  arrows  also  went  abroad. 

18  The  voice  of  thy  thunder  was  in  the  whirl- 
wind j  the  lightnings  -lightened  the  world :  the 
earth  trembled  «and  shook. 

19  Thy  way  was  in  the  sea,  and  thy  paths  in 
the  great  waters,  and  thy  footsteps  were  not 
known. 

20  Thou  leddest  thy  people  like  a  flock,  by  the 
hand  of  Moses  and  Aaron.

PSALM  Lxxvin.  V  .    j  mj  : 

GIVE  ear,  0  my  people,  to  my  law :  incline 
your  ears  to  the  words  of  my  mouth. 
2  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a  parable  ;  I  will 
utter  dark  sayings  of  old  ; 
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•  3  Which  we  have  heard  and  known,  and  our 
fathers  have  told  us.  •  ^'.m 

.  4  We  will  not  hide  them  from  their  children, 
telling  to  the  generation  to  come  the  praises  of 
the  Lord,  and  his  strength,  and  his  wondrous 
works  that  he  hath  done. 

5  For  he  established  a  testimony  in  Jacob,  and 
appointed  a  law  in  Isreal,  which  he  commanded 
our  fathers,  that  they  should  make  them  known 
to  their  children  :  ■•• 

6  That  the  generation  to  come  might  know 
them,  even  the  children  that  should  be  born  ;  who 
should  arise  and  tell  them  to  their  children  . 

7  That  they  might  set  their  hope  in  God,  and 
not  forget  the  works  of  God,  but  keep  his  com- 
mandments : 

8  And  might  not  be  as  their  fathers,  a  stub- 
born and  rebellious  generation  :  a  generation  that 
set  not  their  heart  aright,  and  whose  spirit  was 
not  stedfast  with  God. 

9  The  children  of  Ephraim,  being  armed  and 
carrying  bows,  turned  back  in  the  day  of  battle. 

10  They  kept  not  the  covenant  of  God,  and 
refused  to  work  in  his  law ; 

1 1  And  they  f orgat  his  doings,  and  his  won- 
drous works  that  he  had  showed  them. 

12  Marvellous  things  did  he  in  the  sight  of 
their  fathers,  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  field 
of  Zoan. 

13  He  clave  the  sea,  and  caused  them  to  pass 
through  ;  and  he  made  the  waters  to  stand  as 
a  heap. 

14  In.  the  day-time  also  he  led  them  with  a 
cloud,  and  all  the  night  with  a  light  of  fire. 


I 
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15  He  clave  rocks  in  the  wilderness,  and  gave 
them  drink  abundantly  as  out  of  the  depths. 
,    16  He  brought  streams  also  out  of  the  rock, 
and  caused  waters  to  run  down  like  rivers. 

17  Yet  went  they  on  still  to  sin  against  him, 
to  rebel  against  the  Most  High  in  the  desert. 

18  And  they  tempted  God  in  their  heart  by 
asking  meat  for  their  lust. 

19  Yea,  they  spake  against  God  ;  they  said, 
Can  God  prepare  a  table  in  the  wilderness  1 

20  Behold,  he  smote  the  rock,  that  waters 
gushed  out,  and  streams  overflowed ;  can  he 
give  bread  also  ?  Will  he  provide  flesh  for  his 
people  1  . 

21  Therefore  the  Lord  heard,  and  was  wroth  ; 
and  a  fire  was  kindled  against  Jacob,  and  anger 
also  went  up  against  Israel. 

22  Because  they  believed  not  in  God,  and 
trusted  not  in  his  salvation. 

23  Yet  he  commanded  the  skies  above,  and 
opened  the  doors  of  heaven  ; 

24  And  he  rained  down  manna  upon  them  to 
eat,  and  g  ive  them  of  the  corn  of  heaven.    • 

25  Tvlin  did  eat  the  bread  of  the  mighty :  he 
sent  them  meat  to  the  full. 

26  He  caused  the  east  wind  to  blow  in  the 
heaven  :  and  by  his  power  he  guided  the  south 
wind. 

27  He  rained  flesh  also  upon  them  as  the  dust, 
and  winged  fowls  as  the  sand  of  the  seas  : 

28  And  he  let  it  fall  in  the  midst  of  their 
camp,  round  about  their  habitations. 

29  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  well  filled ;  and 
he  gave  them  that  they  lusted  after. 
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.  30  They  were  not  estranged  from  their  lust, 
their  meat  was  yet  in  their  mouths,  .,.;', 

31  ^V!ien  the  anger  of  God  went  up  against 
them,  and  slew  of  the  fattest  of  them,  and  smote 
down  the  young  men  of  Israel. 

32  For  all  this  they  sinned  still,  and  believed 
not  in  his  wondrous  works. 

33  Therefore  their  days  did  he  consume  in 
vanity,  and  their  years  in  terror. 

34  When  ho  slew  them,  then  they  inq  uired  after 
him  :  and  they  returned  and  sought  God  early. 

35  And  they  remembered  that  God  was  their 
rock,  and  the  Most  High  God  their  redeemer. 

36  But  they  flattered  him  with  their  mouth, 
and  lied  unto  him  with  their  tongue. 

37  For  their  heart  was  not  right  with  him, 
neither  were  they  faithful  in  his  covenant. 

38  But  he,  being  full  of  compassion,  forgave 
their  iniquity,  and  destroyed  them  not  •  yea,  many 
a  time  turned  he  his  anger  away,  and  did  not 
stir  up  all  his  wrath. 

39  And  he  remembered  that  they  were  but 
flesh  ;  a  wind  that  passeth  away,  and  cometh 
not  again. 

40  How  oft  did  they  rebel  against  him  in  the 
wilderness,  and  grieve  him  in  the  desert ! 

I     41  And  they  turned  again  and  tempted  God, 

and  provoked  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 
I     42  They  remembered  not  his  hand,  nor  the 

day  when  he  redeemed  them  from  the  adversary. 
I     43  How  he  set  his  signs  in  Egypt,  and  his 

wonders  in  the  field  of  Zoan  ; 

44  And  turned  their  rivers  into  blood,  and 

their  streams,  that  they  could  not  drink. 
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45  He  sent  among  them  swarms  of  flies,  which 
devoured  them ;  and  frogs,  which  destroyed  them. 

46  He  gave  also  their  increase  unto  the  cater- 
pillar, and  their  labor  unto  the  locust. 

47  He  destroyed  their  vines  with  hail,  and 
their  sycomore  trees  with  frost. 

48  He  gave  over  their  cattle  also  to  the  hail, 
and  their  flocks  to  hot  thunderbolts. 

49  He  cast  upon  them  the  fierceness  of  his 
anger,  wrath,  and  indignation,  and  trouble,  a 
band  of  angels  of  evil. 

50  He  made  a  path  of  his  anger ;  he  spared 
not  their  soul  from  death,  but  gave  their  life 
ov"r  to  the  pestilence  ; 

51  And  smote  all  the  firstborn  in  Egypt,  the 
chief  of  their  strength  in  the  tents  of  Ham : 

52  But  he  led  forth  his  own  people  like  sheep, 
and  guided  them  in  the  wilderness  like  a  flock. 

53  And  he  led  them  safely,  so  that  they  fear- 
ed not :  but  the  sea  overwhelmed  their  enemies, 

54  And  he  brought  them  to  the  border  of  his 
sanctuary,  to  this  mountain,  which  his  right 
hand  had  purchased. 

55  He  drove  out  the  nations  also  before  them, 
and  allotted  them  for  an  inheritance  by  line,  and 
made  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  their  tents. 

56  Yet  they  tempted  and  rebelled  against  the 
Most  High  God,  and  kept  not  his  testimonies ; 

57  But  turned  back,  and  dealt  treacherously 
like  their  lathers  :  they  were  turned  aside  like  a 
deceitful  bow.       ^  ^  ■■(^   ■  ■  •:      :•■>■.   i- ; 

58  For  they  provoked  him  to  anger  with  their 
nigh  places,  and  moved  him  to  jealously  with 
their  graven  images. 
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59  When  God  heard  thisy  he  was  wroth,  and 
greatly  abhorred  Israel : 

60  So  that  he  forsook  ^he  tabernacle  of  Shiloh, 
the  tent  which  he  placed  among  men  ;  »    ; 

61  And  delivered  his  strength  into  captivity, 
and  his  glory  into  the  adversary's  hand. 

62  He  gave  his  people  over  also  unto  the 
sword ;  and  was  wroth  with  his  inheritance. 

63  Fire  devoured  their  young  men ;  and  their 
maidens  had  no  marriage-song. 

64  Their  priests  fell  by  the  sword ;  and  their 
widows  made  no  lamentation. 

65  Then  the  Lord  awaked  as  one  out  of  sleep, 
like  a  mighty  man  that  shouteth  by  reason  of 
wine. 

66  And  he  smote  his  adversaries  backward  : 
he  put  them  to  a  perpetual  reproach. 

67  Moveover  he  refused  the  tent  of  Joseph, 
and  chose  not  the  tribe  of  Ephraim  ; 

68  But  chose  the  tribe  of  Judah,  the  mount 
Zion  which  he  loved. 

69  Ami  h.;  built  his  sanctuary  like  the  heights, 
like  i'le  earth  which  he  hath  established  for 
evnr, 

70  Ht  chose  David  also  >ip  rervant,  and  took 
him  from  the  sheepfolds  : 

71  From  following  the  ewes  that  give  suck 
he  brought  him,  to  feed  Jacob  his  people,  and 
Israel  his  inheritance. 

72  So  he  fed  lihem  according  to  the  integrity 
of  his  heart ;  and  guided  them  by  the  skilf ill- 
ness of  his  hands.  ,;    ,  .,,

PSALM  LXXIX. 

OGOD,  the  heathen  are  come  into  thine  in- 
heritance ;  thy  holy  temple  have  they  de- 
filed ;  they  have  laid  Jerusalem  on  heaps. 

2  The  dead  bodies  of  thy  servants  have  they 
given  to  be  meat  unto  the  fowls  of  the  heaven, 
the  flesh  of  thy  saints  unto  the  beasts  of  the 
earth. 

3  Their  blood  have  they  shed  like  water  round 
about  Jerusalem ;  and  there  was  none  to  bury 
them. 

4  We  are  become  a  reproach  to  our  neighbors, 
a  scorn  and  derision  to  them  that  are  round 
about  us. 

5  How  long,  0  Lord,  wilt  thou  be  angry  for 
ever  ?  shall  thy  jealousy  burn  like  fire  1 

6  Pour  out  thy  wrath  upon  the  heathen  that 
know  thee  not,  and  upon  the  kingdoms  that  call 
not  upon  thy  name. 

7  For  they  have  devoured  Jacob,  and  laid 
waste  his  habitation. 

8  Remember  not  against  us  the  iniquities  of 
our  forefathers  :  let  thy  tender  mercies  speedily 
meet  us  :  for  we  are  brought  very  low. 

9  Help  us,  0  God  of  our  salvation,  for  the 
glory  of  thy  name  :  and  deliver  us,  and  forgive 
our  sins,  for  thy  name's  sake. 

10  Wherefore  should  the  heathen  say,  Where 
is  their  God  1  let  the  revenging  of  the  blood  of 
thy  servants  which  is  shed  be  known  among  the 
heathen  in  our  sight. 

11  Let  the  sighing  of  the  prisoner  come 
before  thee ;   according  to  the  greatness  of  thy 
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power  preserve  thou  those  that  are  appomted  to 
death  : 

12  And  render  unto  our  neighbors  sevenfold 
into  their  bosom  their  reproach,  wherewith  they 
have  reproached  thee,  0  Lord. 

13  So  we  thy  people  and  sheep  of  thy 
pasture  will  give  thee  thanks  for  ever  :  we  will 
show  forth  thy  praise  to  all  generations.

7  Turn  us  again,  0  God  of  hosts :  and  cause 
thy  face  to  shine,  and  we  shall  be  saved, 

8  Thou  broughtest  a  vine  out  of  Egypt  ',  thou 
didst  drive  out  the  nations,  and  plantedst  it. 

9  Thou  preparedst  room  before  it,  and  it  took 
deep  root,  and  filled  the  land. 

10  The  mountains  were  covered  with  the 
shadow  of  it,  and  the  boughs  thereof  were  lika 
cedars  of  God.  *         ,,,,..;      r 

11  She  sent  out  her  branches  unto  the  sea, 
and  her  shoots  unto  the  Elver. 
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12  Why  hast  thou  broken  down  her  fences, 
so  that  all  they  that  pass  by  the  way  do  pluci 
herl

10  1  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  who  brought  thee 
up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt :  open  thy  mouth 
wide,  and  I  will  fill  it. 

1 1  But  my  people  hearkened  not  to  my  voice ;

12  So  I  let  them  go  after  the  stubbornness  of 
their  heart,  that  they  might  walk  in  their  own 
counsels. 

13  Oh  that  my  people  would  hearken  unto 
me,  that  Israel  would  walk  in  my  ways  ? 

14  I  shoukl  soon  subdue  their  enemies,  and 
turn  my  hand  against  their  adversaries. 

15  The  haters  of  the  Lord  should  submit 
themselves  unto  him  :  but  their  time  should 
endure  for  ever. 

16  He  should  feed  them  also  with  the  finest 
of  the  wheat :  and  with  honey  out  of  the  rock 
I  should  I  satisfy  thee.  ^

11  For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over 
thee,  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 

12  They  shalt  bear  thee  up  in  their  hands, 
lest  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

13  Thou  shalt  tread  upon  the  lion  and  adder : 
the  young  lion  and  the  serpent  shalt  thou  trample 
under  feet.  :;     -    *    .  ,     ;    ; 

14  Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me, 
therefore  will  I  deliver  him :  I  will  set  him  on 
high,  because  he  hath  known  my  name. 

15  He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  answer 
him  ;  I  will  be  with  him  in  trouble :  I  will 
deliver  him,  and  honor  him. 

16  With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him,  and  show 
him  my  salvation.

4  Who  maketh  winds  his  messengers ;  flames 
of  fire  his  ministers. 

5  Who  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth,  that 
if  should  not  be  moved  for  ever. 

6  Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  as  with  a 
vesture ;  the  waters  stood  above  the  mountains. 

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  fled  ;  at  the  voice  of 
thy  thunder  they  hasted  away  ; 

8  The  mountains  rose,  the  valleys  sank ;  unto 
the  place  which  thou  hadst  founded  for  them. 

9  Thou  hast  set  a  bound  that  they  may  not 
pass  over ;  that  they  turn  not  again  to  cover  the 
earth. 

10  He  sondeth  forth  springs  into  the  valleys ; 
they  run  among  the  mountains  ; 

11  They  give  drink  to  every  beast  of  the 
field  ;  the  wild  asses  quench  their  thirst. 

12  By  them  the  fowl  of  the  heaven  have  their 
habitation,  they  sing  among  the  branches. 

13  He  watereth  the  mountains  from  his 
chambers  ;  the  earth  is  satisfied  with  the  fruit  of 
thy  works. 
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1 4  He  causeth  the  grass  to  grow  for  the  cattle, 
and  herb  for  the  service  of  man ;  that  he  may 
bring  forth  food  out  of  the  earth  ; 

15  And  wine  that  uiaketh  glad  the  heart  of 
man,  and  oil  to  make  his  face  to  shine,  and  bread 
that  strengtheneth  man's  heart. 

16  The  trees  of  the  Lord  are  filled  with  mois- 
ture ;  the  cedars  of  Lebanon,  which  he  hath 
planted  : 

17  Where  the  birds  make  their  nests  :  as  for 
the  stork,  the  fir  trees  are  her  house. 

18  The  high  mountains  are  for  the  wild  goats ; 
the  rocks  are  a  refuge  for  the  conies. 

1 9  He  appointed  the  moon  for  seasons :  the 
sun  knoweth  his  going  down, 

20  Thou  makest  darkness,  and  it  is  night ; 
wherein  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest  do  creep  forth. 

21  The  young  lions  roar  after  their  prey,  and 
seek  their  meat  from  God. 

22  The  sun  ariseth,  they  get  them  away,  and 
lay  them  down  in  their  dens. 

23  Man  goeth  forth  unto  his  work  and  to  his 
labor  until  the  evening. 

24  0  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works  !  in 
wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all :  the  earth  is 
full  of  thy  riches. 

25  There  is  the  sea,  great  and  wide,  wherein 
are  things  creeping  innumerable,  both  small  and 
great  beasts. 

26  There  go  the  ships;  there  is  leviathan, 
whom  thou  hast  formed  to  take  his  pastime 
therein. 

27  These  v/ait  all  upon  thee,  that  thou  may  est 
give  them  their  meat  in  due  season. 
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28  That  thou  givest  unto  them  they  gather ; 
thou  openost  thine  hand,  they  are  satisfied  with 
good. 

29  Thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are  troubled ; 
thou  takest  away  their  breath,  they  die,  and 
return  to  their  dust. 

30  Thou  sendest  forth  thy  Spirit,  they  are 
created ;  and  thou  renewest  the  face  of  the 
ground. 

3 1  Let  the  glory  of  the  Lord  endure  for  ever ; 
let  the  Lord  rejoice  in  his  works : 

32  Who  looketh  on  the  earth,  and  it  trem- 
bleth;  he  toucheth  the  mountains,  and  they 
smoke. 

33  I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long  as  I  live  : 
I  will  sing  praise  to  my  God  while  I  have  any 
being. 

34  Let  my  meditation  be  sweet  unto  him  :  I 
will  rejoice  in  the  Lord. 

35  Let  sinners  be  consumed  out  of  the  earth, 
and  let  the  wicked  be  no  more.  Bless  the  Lord, 
0  my  soul.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Day  2L  Porumg  ^rngcr. 

PSALM  CV. 

OGIYE  thanks  unto  tlie  Lord,  call  upon  his 
name  ;  make  known  his  doings  among  the 
peoples. 

2  Sing  unto  him,  sing  praises  unto  him  ;  talk 
ye  of  all  his  marvellous  works. 

3  Glory  ye  in  his  holy  name  :  let  the  heart  of 
them  rejoice  that  seek  the  Lord. 

4  Seek  ye  the  Lord  and  his  strength  ;  seek 
his  face  evermore. 
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5  Remember  his  marvellous  works  that  he 
hath  done  :  his  wonders,  and  the  judgments  of 
his  mouth ; 

6  O  ye  seed  of  Abraham  his  servant,  ye  chil- 
dren of  Jacob,  his  chosen  ones. 

7  He  is  the  Lord  our  God  :  his  judgments  are 
in  all  the  earth. 

8  He  hath  remembered  his  covenant  for  ever, 
the  word  which  he  commanded  to  a  thousand 
generations  ; 

9  Tlie  covenant  which  he  made  with  Abraham, 
and  his  oath  unto  Isaac  ; 

10  And  confirmed  the  same  unto  Jacob  for  a 
statute,  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting  covenant : 

11  Saying,  Unto  thee  will  I  give  the  land  of 
Canaan,  the  lot  of  your  inheritance  : 

12  When  they  were  but  a  few  men  in  num- 
ber ;  yea,  very  few,  and  sojourners  in  it ; 

13  And  tlioy  went  about  from  nation  to 
nation,  from  one  kingdom  to  another  people. 

14  He  suffered  no  man  to  do  them  wrong ; 
yea,  he  reproved  kings  for  their  sakes  ; 

1 5  Saying^  Touch  not  mine  anointed  ones,  and 
do  my  prophets  no  harm. 

16  And  he  called  for  a  famine  upon  the  land ; 
he  brake  the  whole  staff  of  bread. 

1 7  He  sent  a  man  before  them ;  Joseph  was 
sold  for  a  servant : 

18  His  feet  they  hurt  with  fetters;  he  was 
laid  in  chains  of  iron  : 

19  Until  the  time  that  his  word  came  to  pass ; 
the  word  of  the  Lord  tried  him. 

20  The  king  sent  and  loosed  him  :  even  the 
ruler  of  peoples,  and  let  him  go  free. 
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21  He  made  him  lord  of  his  house,  and  ruler 
of  all  his  substance  : 

22  To  bind  his  princes  at  his  pleasure,  and 
teach  his  senators  wisdom. 

23  Israel  also  came  into  Egypt ;   and  Jacob 
sojourned  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

24  And  he  increased  his  people  greatly,  and 
made  them  stronger  than  their  adversaries. 

25  He  turned  their  heart  to  hate  his  people, 
to  deal  subtilly  with  his  servants. 

26  He  sent  Moses   his   servant,   and  Aaron 
whom  he  had  chosen. 

27  They  set  among  them  his  signs,  and  won- 
ders in  the  land  of  Ham. 

28  He  sent  darkness,  and  made  it  dark  ;  and 
they  rebelled  not  against  his  words. 

29  He  turned   their  waters   into  blood,  and 
slew  their  fish. 

30  Their  land  swarmed  with   frogs,  in   the 
chambers  of  their  kings. 

31  He  spake,  and  there  came  swarms  of  flies, 
and  lice  in  all  their  borders. 

32  He  gave  them  hail  for  rain,  and  flaming 
fire  in  their  land. 

33  He  smote  their  vines  also  and  their  fig 
] trees ;  and  brake  the  trees  of  their  borders. 

34  He  spake,  and  the  locust  came,  and  the 
Igrasshopper,  and  that  without  number. 

35  And  did  eat  up  every  herb  in  their  land, 
md  did  eat  up  the  fruit  of  their  ground. 

36  He  smote  all  the  firstborn  in  their  land, 
the  chief  of  all  their  strength. 

37  And  he  brought  them  forth  with  silver 
md  gold :  and  there  was  not  one  feeble  person 
imong  his  tribes. 
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38  Egypt  was  glad  when  they  departed  ;  for 
the  fear  of  them  had  fallen  upon  them. 

39  He  spread  a  cloud  for  a  covering  ;  and  fire 
to  give  light  in  the  night. 

40  They  asked,  and  he  brought  quails,  and 
satisfied  them  with  the  bread  of  heaven 

41  He  opened  the  rock,  and  waters  gushed 
out ;  they  ran  in  the  dry  places  like  a  river. 

42  For  he  remembered  his  holy  word,  and 
Abraham  his  servant. 

43  And  he  brought  forth  his  people  with  joy, 
and  his  chosen  with  singing. 

44  And  he  gave  them  the  lands  of  the  nations ; 
and  they  took  the  labor  of  the  peoples  in  posses- 
sion : 

45  That  they  might  keep  his  statutes,  and 
observe  his  laws.     Praise  ye  the  Lord.

PSALM  CVL 

PRAISE  ye  the  Lord.     0  give  thanks  unto 
the  Lord ;  for  he  is  good  :  for  his  mercy| 
enduretli  for  ever. 

2  Who  can  utter  the  mighty  acts  of  the  LordJ 
or  show  forth  all  his  praise  ? 

3  Blessed  are  they  that  keep  judgment,  an(| 
he  that  doeth  righteousness  at  all  times. 

4  Remember  me,  O  Lord,  with  the  favor  thn^ 
thou  bearest  unto  thy  people ;  0  visit  me  witU^ 
thy  salvation  : 

5  That  I  may  see  the  prosperity  of  thy  chosciij 
that  I  may  rejoice  in  the  gladness  of  thy  natioi]| 
that  I  may  glory  with  thine  inheritance.     •  * 
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6  We  have  sinned  with  our  fathers,  we  have 
committed  iniquity,  we  have  done  wickedly. 

7  Our  fathers  understood  not  thy  wonders  in 
Egypt;  they  remembered  not  the  multitude 
of  thy  mercies ;  but  were  rebellious  at  the  sea, 
even  at  the  Red  Sea. 

8  Nevertheless  he  saved  them  for  his  name's 
sake,  that  he  might  make  his  mighty  power  to  be 
known. 

9  He  rebuked  the  Red  Sea  also,  and  it  was 
dried  up  :  so  he  led  them  through  the  depths, 
as  through  a  wilderness. 

10  And  he  saved  them  from  the  hand  of  him 
that  hated  them,  and  redeemed  them  from  the 
hand  of  the  enemy. 

1 1  And  the  waters  covered  their  adversaries  : 
I  there  was  not  one  of  them  left. 

12  Then*  believed  they  his  words  ;  they  sang 
his  praise. 

13  They  soon  forgat  his  works  ;  tkey  waited 
not  for  his  counsel : 

14  But  lusted  exceedingly  in  the  wilderness, 
and  tempted  God  in  the  desert. 

15  And  he  gave  them  their  request ;  but  sent 
leanness  into  their  soul. 

16  They  envied  M^  ses  also  in  the  camp,  and 
aron  the  saint  of  the  Lord. 

1 7  The  earth  opened  and  swallowed  upDathan, 
nd  covered  the  company  of  Abiram. 

18  And  a  fire  was  kindled  in  their  company; 
he  flame  burned  up  the  wicked. 

19  They  made  a  calf  in  Horeb,  and  worshipped 
molten  image. 

20  Thus  they  changed  their  glory  for  the  like- 
less  of  an  ox  that  eateth  grass. 
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21  They  forgat  God  their  saviour,  who  had 
done  great  things  in  Egypt ; 

22  Wondrous  works  in  the  land  of  Ham,  and 
terrible  things  by  the  Red  Sea. 

23  Therefore  he  said  that  he  would  destroy 
them,  had  not  Moses  his  chosen  stood  before  him 
in  the  breach,  to  turn  away  his  wrath,  lest  he 
should  destroy  them. 

24  Yea,  they  despised  the  pleasant  land,  they 
believed  not  his  word  ; 

25  But  murmured  in  their  tents,  and  heark- 
ened not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord. 

26  Therefore  he  lifted  up  his  hand  unto  them, 
that  he  would  overthrow  them  in  the  wilderness : 

27  And  that  he  would  overthrow  their  seed 
among  the  nations,  and  scatter  them  in  the  lands. 

28  They  joined  themselves  also  unto  Baal- 
peor,  and  ate  the  sacrifices  of  the  dead. 

29  Thus  they  provoked  him  to  anger  with 
their  doings  ;  and  the  plague  brake  in  upon  them. 

30  Then  stood  up  Phinehas,  and  executed 
judgment :  and  so  the  plague  was  stayed. 

31  And  that  was  counted  unto  him  for  right- 
eousness, unto  all  generations  for  evermore. 

32  They  angered  him  also  at  the  waters  of 
Meribah,  so  that  it  went  ill  with  Moses  for  theii 
sakes : 

33  Because  they  were  rebellious  against  hi 
spirit,  and  he  spake  unadvisedly  with  his  lips 

34  They  did  not  destroy  the  peoples,  as  tb 
Lord  commanded  them ; 

35  But  mingled  themselves  with  the  nations 
and  learned  their  works ; 
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36  And  they  served  their  idols ;  which  be- 
came, a  snare  unto  them  : 

37  Yea,  they  sacrificed  their  sons  and  their 
daughters  unto  demons. 

38  And  shed  innocent  blood,  even  the  blood 
of  their  sons  and  of  their  daughters,  whom  they 
sacrificed  unto  the  idols  of  Canaan  ;  and  the  land 
was  polluted  with  blood. 

39  Thus  were  they  defiled  with  their  works, 
and  played  the  harlot  in  their  doings. 

40  Therefore  was  the  wrath  of  the  Lord 
kindled  against  his  people,  and  he  abhorred  his 
inheritance. 

41  And  he  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  the 
nations ;  and  they  that  hated  them  ruled  over 
them. 

42  Their  enemies  also  oppressed  them,  and 
they  were  brought  into  subjection  under  their 
hand. 

43  Many  times  did  he  deliver  them  ;  but  they 
were  rebellious  in  their  counsel,  and  were  brought 
low  in  their  iniquity. 

44  Nevertheless  he  regarded  their  distress, 
when  he  heard  their  cry  : 

45  And  he  remembered  for  them  his  covenant, 
and  repented  according  to  the  multitude  of  his 
i  mercies. 

46  He  made  them  also  to  be  pitied  of  all 
|those  that  carried  them  captives. 

47  Save  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  gather  us 
{from  among  the  nations,  to  give  thanks  unto  thy 
[holy  name,  and  to  triumph  in  thy  praise. 

48  Blessed  be  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel, 
Prom  everlasting  even  to  everlasting.  And  let 
ill  the  people  say,  Amen.     Praise  'ye  the  Lord. 
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PSALM  CVIL 

GIVE  thanks   unto  the  Lord  ;   for  he  is 
good  :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

2  Let  the  redeemed  of  tht  Lord  say  so,  whom 
he  hath  redeemed  from  the  hand  of  the  ad- 
versary ; 

3  And  gathered  them  out  of  the  lands,  from 
the  east  and  from  the  west,  from  the  north  and 
from  the  south. 

4  They  wandered  in  the  wilderness  in  a  desert 
way  ;  they  found  no  city  of  habitation. 

5  Hungry  and  thirsty,  their  soul  fainted  in 
them. 

6  Then  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in  their 
trouble,  and  he  delivered  them  out  of  their 
distresses. 

7  He  led  them  also  by  a  straight  way,  that 
they  might  go  to  a  city  of  habitation. 

8  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his 
goodness,  and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the 
children  of  men  ! 

9  For  he  satisfieth  the  longing  soul,  and  the 
hungry  soul  he  filleth  with  good. 

10  Such  as  sat  in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow 
of  death,  being  bound  in  affliction  and  iron  ; 

1 1  Because  they  rebelled  against  the  words  of 
God,  'and  contemned  the  counsel  of  the  Most 
High: 

12  Therefore  he  brought  down  their  heart 
with  labor  ;  they  fell  down,  and  there  was  none 
to  help.   :  J  r     :      .  '  .        '  '    •  ' 
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13  Then  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in  their 
trouble,  and  he  saved  them  out  of  their  dis- 
tresses. 

14  He  brought  them  out  of  darkness  and  the 
shadow  of  death,  and  brake  their  bands  in 
sunder. 

15  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his 
goodness,  and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the 
children  of  men  ! 

16  For  he  hath  broken  tlie  gates  of  brass,  and 
cut  the  bars  of  iron  in  sunder. 

17  Fools  because  of  their  transgression,  and 
because  of  their  iniquities,  arc  afflicted. 

18  Their  soul  abhorreth  all  manner  of  meat ; 
and  they  draw  near  unto  the  gates  of  death. 

19  Then  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in  their 
trouble,  and  he  saveth  them  out  of  their  dis- 
tresses. 

20  He  sendeth  his  word,  and  healeth  them, 
and  delivereth  them  from  their  destructions. 

21  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his 
goodness,  and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the 
children  of  men  ! 

22  And  let  them  offer  the  sacrifices  of  thanks- 
giving, and  declare  his  works  with  singing. 

23  They  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships, 
that  do  business  in  great  waters ; 

24  These  see  the  works  of  the  Lord,  and  his 
wonders  in  the  deep. 

25  For  he  commandeth,  and  raiseth  the  stormy 
wind,  which  lifteth  up  the  waves  thereof. 

26  They  mount  up  to  the  heaven,  they  go 
down  again  to  the  depths :  their  soul  melteth 
away  because  of  trouble. 
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27  They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger  like  a 
drunken  man,  and  are  at  their  wits'  end. 

28  Then  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in  their  trou- 
ble, and  he  bringeth  them  out  of  their  distresses. 

29  He  maketh  the  storm  a  calm,  so  that  the 
waves  thereof  are  still, 

30  Then  are  they  glad  because  they  be  quiet ; 
so  he  bringeth  them  unto  their  desired  haven. 

31  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his 
goodness,  and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the 
children  of  men  ! 

32  Let  them  exalt  him  also  in  the  assembly 
of  the  people,  and  praise  him  in  the  seat  of  the 
elders. 

33  He  turneth  rivers  into  a  wilderness,  and 
watersprings  into  a  thirsty  ground  : 

34  A  fruitful  land  into  a  salt  desert,  for  the 
wickedness  of  them  that  dwell  therein. 

3"^  Ke  turneth  a  wilderness  into  a  pool  of 
water,  and  a  dry  land  into  watersprings. 

36  And  there  he  maketh  the  hungry  to  dwell, 
that  they  may  prepare  a  city  of  habitation  ; 

37  And  sow  fields,  and  plant  vineyards,  and 
get  them  fruits  of  increase. 

38  He  blesseth  them  also,  so  that  they  are 
multiplied  greatly;  and  he  sufFereth  not  their 
cattle  to  decrease. 

39  xigain,  they  are  minished  and  bowed  down 
through  oppression,  trouble,  and  sorrow. 

40  He  poureth  contempt  upon  princes,  and 
causeth  them  to  wander  in  the  waste,  where 
there  is  no  way. 

41  Yet  setteth  he  the  needy  on  high  from 
affliction,  and  maketh  him  families  like  a  flock. 
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42  The  upright  shall  see  it,  and  be  glad ;  and 
all  iniquity  shall  stop  her  mouth. 

43  Whoso  is  wise  shall  give  heed  to  these 
things,  and  they  shall  consider  the  mercies  of  the 
Lord. 
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MY  heart  is  fixed,  0  God,:  I  will  sing,  yea,  I 
will  sing  praises,  even  with  m\  glory. 

2  Awake,  psaltery  and  harp  :  I  myself  will 
awake  right  early. 

3  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee,  0  Lord, 
c  mong  the  peopies :  and  I  will  sing  praises  unto 
+hee  among  the  nations. 

4  For  thy  mercy  is  great  above  ti»  fcerrens, 
and  thy  truth  reacheth  unto  the  skies. 

5  Be  thou  exalted,  O  God,  above  the  heavens ; 
and  '-.hy  glory  above  all  the  earth. 

6  That  thy  beloved  may  be  delivered,  save 
v/ith  thy  right  hand,  and  answer  us. 

7  God  hath  spoken  in  his  holiness  ;  I  will 
exult :  I  will  divide  Shechem,  and  mete  out  t!ie 
valley  of  Succoth. 

8  Gilead  is  mine  ;  Manasseh  is  mine ;  Eph- 
raim  also  is  the  defence  of  my  head ;  Judah  is 
my  sceptre. 

9  Moab  is  my  washpot ;  upon  Edom  will  I 
cast  my  shoe  ;  over  Philistia  will  I  shout. 

10  Who  will  bring  me  into  the  fenced  city  1 
who  hath  led  me  unto  Edom  ] 

1 1  Hast  not  thou  cast  us  off',  0  God  1  and 
thou  goest  not  forth,  0  God,  with  our  hosts. 
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12  Give  us  help  against  the  adversary  :  for 
vain  is  the  help  of  man. 

13  Through  God  we  shall  do  valiantly  :  for  he 
it  is  that  shall  troad  down  our  adversaries. 


PSALM  CIX. 

Note. — The  portion  of  Psalm  CIX,  from  the  ith  to  end  of  20th  verse, 
marked  by  brackets,  may  be  omitted  in  public  reading. 

HOLD  not  thy  peace,  0  God  of  my  praise ; 
2  For  the  mouth  of  the  wicked  and  the 
mouth  of  deceit  have  they  opened  against  me  : 
they  have  spoken  unto  me  with  a  lying  tongue. 

3  They  compassed  me  about  also  '^^Hh  words 
of  hatred,  and  fought  against  me  witLriri  a  cause. 

4  For  my  love  they  are  my  adversaries  :  but  I 
give  myself  unto  prayer. 

5  And  they  have  rewarded  me  evil  for  good, 
and  hatred  for  my  love. 

6  Set  thou  a  wicked  man  over  him  :  and  let 
an  adversary  stand  at  his  right  hand. 

7  When  he  is  judged,  let  him  come  forth 
guilty  ;  and  let  his  prayer  be  turned  into  sin. 

8  Let  his  days  be  few :  and  let  another  take 
his  office. 

9  Let  his  children  be  fatherless,  and  his  wife 
a  widow. 

10  Let  his  children  be  vagabonds,  and  beg; 
and  let  them  seek  tlieir  bread  out  of  their  deso- 
late places. 

11  Let  the  extortioner  catch  all  that  he  hath; 
and  let  strangers  make  spoil  of  his  labor. 

12  Let  there  be  none  to  extend  kindness  unto 
him  ;  neither  let  there  be  any  to  have  pity  on 
his  fatherless  children. 
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13  Let  his  posterity  be  cut  off;  in  the  gener- 
ation following  let  their  name  be  blotted  out. 

14  I^et  the  inii^uity  of  his  fathers  be  remem- 
l)ered  ^yith  the  Lord  ;  and  let  not  the  sin  of  his 
mother  be  blotted  out. 

15  Let  them  be  before  the  Lord  continually, 
that*  he  may  cut  off  the  memory  of  them  from 
the  earth. 

16  Because  that  he  remembered  not  to  show- 
kindness,  but  persecuted  the  poor  and  needy 
man,  and  the  broken  in  heart,  to  slay  them. 

17  Yea,  he  loved  cursing,  and  it  came  unto 
him ;  and  he  delighted  not  in  blessing,  and  it 
was  far  from  him. 

18  He  clothed  himself  also  with  cursing  as 
with  his  garment,  and  it  came  into  his  inward 
parts  like  water,  and  like  oil  into  his  bones. 

19  Let  it  be  unto  him  as  the  raiment  where- 
with he  covereth  himself,  and  for  the  girdle 
wherewith  he  is  girded  continually. 

20  This  is  the  reward  of  mine  adversaries 
from  the  Lord,  and  of  them  that  speak  evil 
against  my  soul. 


21  But  deal  thou  with  me,  0  God  the  Lord, 
for  thy  name's  sake  :  because  thy  mercy  is  good, 
deliver  thon  me. 

22  For  I  am  poor  and  needy,  and  my  heart  is 
wounded  within  me.

%  TVhen  Bantism  is  administered  durina  Martiing  or  Evening,  it 
shall  be  immeaiately  ajter  the  regular  Service,  unless  specially  desired, 
when  it  may  be  after  the  Second  Lesson. 

%  Infants  to  be  baptized  should  be  irresented  by  their  parents,  when 
practicable,  and  one,  at  least,  of  the  persons  presenting  ought  to  be  a  com- 
municant of  this  or  of  some  other  Evangelical  Church. 


^  At  the  time  appointed,  the 
Minister,  standing  near  the  Font, 
shall  say. 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel, 
written  by  Mark,  in  the  tenth 
Chapter,  at  the  thirteenth  verse. 

AND  thoy  brought  unto 
him  little  children, 
that  he  should  touch  them  ; 
and  the  disciples  rebuked 
them.  But  when  Jesus  saw 
it,  he  was  moved  with  in- 
dignation, and  said  unto 
them,  Suffer  the  little  chil- 
dren to  come  unto  me ; 
tV.jc-bid  them  not :  for  of  such 
la  the  kingdom  of  God. 
"^'erily  I  say  unto  you,Who- 
Boever  shall  not  receive  the 
kingdom  of  God  as  a  little 
child,  he  shall  in  no  wise 
enter  therein.  And  he  took 
them  in  his  arms,  and 
blessed  them,  laying  his 
hands  upon  them. 

^  Then  shall  the  Minister  make 
this  Exhortation. 

BELOVED,  ve  hear  in 
this  Gospel  the  words 
of  our  Saviour  Christy  that 
he  commanded  the  children 
to  be  brought  unto  Him ; 
how  he  blamed  those  who 


would  have  kept  them  from 
him ;  how  he  exhorteth  all 
men  to  follow  their  inno- 
cency.  Ye  perceive  how  by 
his  outward  gesture  and 
deed  he  declared  his  good 
will  towards  them ;  for  he 
embraced  them  in  his  arms, 
he  laid  his  hands  upon  them, 
and  blessed  them.  Doubt 
ye  not  therefore,  but  earn- 
estly believe,  that  he  who 
nowsitteth  at  the  right  hand 
of  the  majesty  on  high,  is 
the  same  tender  Saviour 
who,  in  the  days  of  his  so- 
journing upon  earth,  so  lov- 
ingly regarded  little  chil- 
dren. Wherefore  being  thus 
persuaded  of  the  good  will 
of  our  Saviour  towards  this 
infant :  let  us  faithfully  and 
devoutly  call  upon  him  in 
its  behalf  and  say  :

DEARLY  beloved,  ye 
have  brought  this 
Child  here  to  be  baptized, 
ye  have  prayed  that  our 
Heavenly  Father,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord, 
would  vouchsafe  to  receive 
him,  to  sanctify  him  with 
the  Holy  Spirit,  to  give  him 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  and 
everlasting  life  ;

DO  ye  solemnly  believe 
all  the  Articles  of  the 
Christian  Faith,  as  contain- 
ed in  the  Apostles'  Creed;

Child  be  brought  up  in  the 
nurture  and  admonition  of

but  manfully  fight  under  his 
banner,  against  sin,  the 
world,  and  the  devil ;  and 
may  be  Christ's  faithful 
soldier  and  servant  unto  his 
life's  end.

Al- 
mighty, everliving  God,  &c.,  to  the 
end  of  the  formula,  be  used.

^  When  Persons  of  riper  years  are  to  be  baptized,  timely  notice  shall 
he  (liven  to  the  Minister;  that  so  due  care  maybe  taken/or  their  examin- 
ation, v:hethcr  they  be  sufficiently  instructed  in  the  Principles  of  the 
Christian  Reliuion,  and  prepared  to  come  in  repentance  and  faith  to  this 
holy  Sacrament. 

^  A  nd  if  they  sliall  be  found  fit,  then  may  they  present  themselves, 
with  their  untnesses,  immediately  after  any  stated  service,  or  if  specially 
desired  after  the  Second  Lesson. 


•H  Then  shall  the  Minister  say. 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel 

written  by  Matthew  in  the  twenty- 
eighth  Chapter,  beginning  at  the 
sixteenth  Verse. 

BUT  the  eleven  disciples 
went  into  Galilee,  unto 
the  mountain  where  Jesus 
had  appointed  them.  And 
when  they  saw  him,  they 
worslv'pped  him  :  but  some 
doubt  ^.d.  And  Jesus  came 
to  them  and  spake  unto 
them,  saying,  All  authority 
hath  been  given  unto  me  in 
Leaven  and  on  earth.  Go 
yb  therefore,  and  make  u'

BELOVED,  ye  hear  in 
this    Gospel    the  ex 
press  command  which  our 


Saviour  Christ  gave  to  his 
disciples  ;  saj^ing,  Go  ye  and 
teach  all  nitions,  baptizing 
them  into  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  whereby 
ye  perceive  the  obligation 
of  this  Divine  Ordinance, 
where  it  may  be  had.  For 
which  cause  Peter,  when 
upon  his  first  preaching 
of  the  Gospel  many  were 
pricked  in  their  heart,  and 
said  unto  Peter  and  the  rest 
of  the  apostles.  Brethren, 
what  shall  w)  do?  And 
Peter  said  unto  them,  Re- 
pent ye,  and  be  baptized 
every  one  of  you  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  unto 
the  remission  of  your  sins  ; 
and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  For  to 
you  is  the  promise,  and  to 
your  children,  and  to  all 
that  are  afar  off,  even  as 
many  as  'he  Lord  our  God 
shall  call  unto  him.  So  in 
reply  to  the  inquiry  of  the 
Jailer,  Sirs,  what  must  I  do 
to  he  saved?  Paul  and  Silas 
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answered  and  said ;  Believe 
on  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  thou 
shalt  be  saved,  thou  and  thy 
house.  And  they  spake  the 
word  of  the  Lord  unto  him, 
with  all  that  were  in  his 
house.  And  he  took  them 
the  same  hour  of  the  night, 
and  washed  their  stripes; 
and  was  baptized,  he  and 
all  his,  immediately.  [Acts 
xvi.  30  ]  Furthermore,  in 
the  tenth  Chapter  of  the 
Epistle  to  the  Romans,  Paul 
contrasts  the  righteousness 
which  is  of  the  law  with  the 
righteousness  which  is  of 
faith,  and  makes  the  latter 
speak  on  this  wise  ;  If  thou 
shalt  confess  with  thy  mouth 
Jesus  as  Lord,  and  shalt 
believe  in  thine  heart  that 
God  raised  him  from  the 
dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved. 
For  with  the  heart  man  be- 
lie veth  unto  righteousness ; 
and  with  the  mouth  confes- 
sion is  made  unto  salvation. 
[Rom.  X.  9.] 

Beloved,  ye  learn  from 
these  Scriptures  that  faith 
and  repentance  (fruits  of  the 
spirit)  must  be  accompanied 
with  confession  of  the  mouth 
in  baptism.  Doubt  ye  not, 
therefore,  but  earnestly  be- 
lieve that  God  does  graci- 
ously receive  all  who  truly 
repent  and  come  unto  him 
by  faith  ;  that  he  will  grant 
them  the  remission  of  their 
sins,  and  strengthen  them 
by  his  indwelling  Spirit,  and 
that  he  will  carry  on  the 
good  work  which  he  has 
begun  in  them  unto  the  day 
of  Jesus  Christ. 


Wherefore,  we  being  thus 
persuaded  of  the  good  will 
of  our  heavenly  Father  to-

"H  Then  the  Minister  shall  say  to

desiring  to  be  Baptized,  ye 
have  heard  how  the  congre- 
gation hath  prayed,  that 
our  merciful  Father  would 
vouchsafe  to  bless  you,  and 
to  fill  you  with  his  Holy 
Spirit.  Ye  liave  heard  also 
that  he  hath  promised  in 
his  holy  Word  to  grant 
those  things  that  we  have 
prayed  for  ;  which  promise 
he,  for  his  part,  will  most 
surely  keep  and  perform.

I  am  the  Lord  thy  God, 
who  brought  thee  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the 
house  of  bondage. 

I.  Thou  shalt  have  none 
other  gods  before  me. 

II.  Thou  shalt  not  make 
unto  thee  a  graven  ima^e, 
nor  the  likeness  of  any  form 
that  is  in  heaven  above,  or 
that  is  in  the  earth  beneath, 
or  that  is  in  the  water  under 
the  earth:  thou  shalt  not 
bow  down  thyself  unto  them, 
nor  serve  them  :  for  I  the 
Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous 
God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of 
the  fathers  upon  the  chil- 
dren, upon  the  third  and 
upon  the  fourth  generation 
of  them  that  hate  me  ;  and 
showing  mercy  unto  thou- 
sands of  them  that  love  me 
and  keep  my  command- 
ments. 

III.  Thou  shalt  not  take 
the  nan)e  of  the  Lord  thy 
God  in  vain  ;  for  the  Lord 
will  not  hold  hitn  guiltless 
that  taketh  his  name  in 
vain. 

IV.  Remember  the  sab- 
bath day,  to  keep  it  hoh'. 
Six  days  shalt  thou  labor, 
and  do  all  thy  work  :  but 
the  seventh  day  is  a  sabbath 
of  the  Lokd  thy  God  :  in  it 
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thou  shalt  not  do  any  work, 
thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy 
daughter,  thy  manservant, 
nor  thy  maidservant,  nor 
thy  cattle,  nor  thy  atranger 
that  is  within  thy  gates: 
for  in  six  days  the  Lord 
made  heaven  and  earth,  the 
sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is, 
and  rested  the  seventh  day : 
wherefore  the  Lord  blessed 
the  sabbath  day,  and  hal- 
lowed it. 

V.  Honor  thy  father  and 
thy  mother  :  that  thy  days 
may  be  long  upon  the  land 
which  the  Lord  thy  God 
giveth  thee. 

VI.  Thou  shalt  do  no 
murder. 

VII.  Thou  shalt  not  com- 
mit adultery. 

VIII.  Thou  shalt  not 
steal. 

IX.  Thou  shalt  not  bear 
false  witness  against  thy 
neighbor. 

A.  Thou  shalt  not  covet 
thy  neighbor's  house,  thou 
shalt  not  covet  thy  neigh- 
bor's wife,  nor  his  manser- 
vant, nor  his  maidservant, 
nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor 
any  thing  that  is  thy  neigh- 
bor's, 

Q.  What  dost  thou  chiefly 
learn  by  these  command- 
ments ? 

A.  I  learn  two  things ; 
my  duty  towards  God  and 
my  duty  towards  my  neigh- 
bor. 

Q.  What  is  thy  duty  to- 
wards God  ? 

A.  My  duty  towards  God, 
is  to  believe  in  him^  to  fear 
him,  and  to  love  him  with 


all  my  heart,  with  all  my 
mind,  with  all  my  soul,  and 
with  all  my  strength ;  to 
worship  him,  to  give  him 
thanks,  to  put  my  whole 
trust  in  him,  to  call  upon 
him,  to  honor  his  holy  Name 
and  his  word,  and  to  serve 
him  truly  all  the  days  of  my 
life. 

Q.  What  is  thy  duty  to- 
wards thy  neighbor  ? 

A.  My  duty  towards  my 
neighbor,  is  to  love  hiin  as 
myself,  and  to  do  to  all  men, 
as  I  would  they  should  do 
unto  me :  to  love,  honor, 
and  succor  my  father  and 
my  mother :  to  honor  and 
obey  the  Queen,  and  all  that 
are  put  in  authority  under 
her :  to  order  myself  lowly 
and  meekly  to  all  men  :  to 
hurt  nobody  by  word  or 
deed :  to  be  true  and  just 
in  all  my  dealings  :  to  bear 
no  malice  nor  hatred  in  my 
heart :  to  keep  my  hands 
from  picking  and  stealing, 
and  rny  tongue  from  evil- 
speaking,  lying,  and  slan- 
dering :  to  keep  my  body  in 
temperance,  soberness,  and 
chastity :  not  to  covet  nor  de- 
sire any  other  men's  goods  ; 
but  to  learn  and  labor  truly 
to  get  mine  own  living,  and 
to  do  my  duty  in  that  state 
of  life,  unto  which  it  shall 
please  God  to  call  me. 

Q.  How  can  we  do  what 
God  commands  ? 

A.  By  his  special  grace, 
the  gift  of  his  Holy  Spirit. 

Q.  To  whom  d.oes  God 
give  his  holy  Spirit  ? 

A.  To  those  who  ask  him. 
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THE  LORD'S  PRAYER. 

Q.  Say  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

A.  OurFather  who  art  in 
heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy 
Name.  Thy  kingdom  con.  a. 
Thy  will  be  done  on  earth, 
as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us 
this  day  our  daily  bread. 
And  forgive  us  our  tres- 
passes, as  we  forgive  them 
that  trespass  against  us. 
And  lead  us  not  into  temp- 
tation ;  but  deliver  us  from 
evil.     Amen. 

Q  What  desireat  thou  of 
God  in  this  prayer  ? 

A.  I  desire  my  Lord  God 
our  heavenly  Father,  who 
is  the  giver  of  all  goodness, 
to  send  his  grace  unto  me, 
and  to  all  people  ;  that  we 
may  worship  him,  serve  him, 
and  obey  him,  as  we  ought 
to  do.

Q.  What  is  the  outward 
visible  sign,  or  form  in  Bap- 
tism? 

A.  Water  ;  wherein  the 
person  is  baptized  In  the 
name  of  the  Father^  and  of 
the  SoHf  and  of  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

Q.  What  is  the  inward 
thing  signified  by  Baptism  ? 

A.  A  death  unto  sin  and 
a  new  birth  unto  righteous- 
ness. ■,   .. 

Q.  Why  was  the  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper 
ordained  ? 

-4.  As  a  continual  remem- 
brance, or  memorial,  of  the 
Sacrifice  of  the  death  of 
Christ,  and  of  the  benefits 
which  we  receive  thereby. 

Q.  What  is  the  outward 
visible  sign  in  the  Lord's 
Supper  ? 

A.  Bread  and  Wine  which 
the  Lord  hath  commanded 
to  be  received. 

Q.  What  do  the  Bread 
and  Win©  represent  ? 
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A.  The  Body  and  Blood 
of  Christ,  which  were  offered 
once  for  all  upon  the  Cross. 

Q.  What  is  required  of 
those  who  come  to  the  Lord's 
Supper? 

A.  To  examine  them- 
selves :  whether  they  repent 
them  truly  of  their  former 
sins,  steadfastly  purposing 
to  lead  a  new  life  ;  whether 
they  have  a  lively  faith  in 
God's  mercy  through  Christ, 
with  a  thankful  remem- 
brance of  his  death ;  and 
whether  they  be  in  love  with 
all  men. 


THE  JUDGMENT. 

Q.  What  will  take  place 
at  the  end  of  the  world. 

A.  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
will  come  again,  with  power 
and  great  glory,  to  be  ad- 
mired by  all  them  that 
believe  ;  at  his  voice  all  the 
dead  shall  rise :  every  eve 
shall  see  him,  and  judg- 
ment will  be  pronouncea :

come,  and  had  prayed  for 
them,  laid  their  hands  on 
those  who  were  baptized,  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus : 
also  in  the  same  scripture, 
we  read  that  Paul  laid  his 
hands  upon  certain  disciples 
at  Ephesus,  after  their  bap- 
tism.   In  accordance,  there- 


fore, with  apostolic  custom, 
and  the  practice  of  the  early 
Church,  we  have  retained 
this  rite  of  laying  on  of 
hands  upon  those  who  are 
baptized,  in  order  that  they 
may  thus  give  further  testi- 
mony to  their  faith  in 
Christ,  and  to  their  un- 
changed purpose  to  lead  a 
new  life,  following  the  com- 
mandments of  God,  and 
walking  in  his  holy  ways.

DEARLY  beloved,  we 
are  gathered  here  in 
the  sight  of  God,  and  in  the 
face  of  this  congregation,  to

It  is  an  honorable 
estate,  instituted  of  God  in 
the  time  of  man's  innocency, 
signifying  unto  us  th  m- 
tical  union  that  is  I  .ixt 
Christ  and  his  Church.  This 
holy  estate  Christ  adorned 
and.  beautified  with  his  pres- 
ence, and  first  miracle  that 
he  wrought,  in  Cana  of  Gal- 
ilee. It  is  commended  of 
Paul  as  being  honorable 
among  all  men.  Into  this 
holy  estate  these  two  per- 
sons present  come  now  to  be 
joined.  Therefore  if  any 
man  can  show  any  just 
cause,  why  they  ma  not 
lawfully  bo  joined  to  er, 
let  him  now  speak,  ^se 
hereafter  for  ever  hold  his 
peace.

IREQUIRK  and  charge 
you  both,  as  ye  will 
answer  at  the  dreadful  day 
of  judgment  when  the  se- 
crets of  all  hearts  shall  be 
disclosed,  that  if  either  of 
you  know  any  impediment, 
why  ye  may  not  be  lawfully 
joined  together  in  Matri- 
mony, ye  do  now  confess  it. 
For  be  ye  well  assured,  that 
so  many  as  are  coupled  to- 
gether otherwise  than  God's 
Word  doth  allow  are  not 
joined  together  by  God ; 
neither  is  their  Matrimony 
lawful.

BURIAL  OP  THE  DEAD, 


%  The  Minister,  meeting  the 
Corpse  at  the  entrance  of  the 
Church  or  Churchyard,  and  going 
before  it,  either  into  the  Church,  or 
towards  the  Grave,  shall  say  one  or 
more  of  the  following  sentences : 

I  AM  the  resurrection  and 
the  life,  saith  the  Lord ; 
he  that  believeth  in  me, 
chough  he  die,  yet  shall  he 
live  ;  and  whosoever  liveth 
and  believeth  in  me,  shall 
never  die.     John  xi.  25,  26. 

But  I  know  that  my  Re- 
deemer liveth,  and  that  he 
shall  stand  up  at  the  last 
upon  the  earth ;  and  after 
my  skin  hath  been  thus 
destroyed,  yet  from  my 
flesh  shall  I  see  God:  whom 
I  shall  see  for  myself,  and 
mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and 
not  another.  Job  xix.  25, 
26,  57. 

But  godliness  with  con- 
tentment is  great  gain ;  for 


we  brought  nothing  into 
the  world,  for  neittier  can 
we  carry  anything  out ;  the 
Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord 
hath  taken  away ;  blessed 
be  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
i  Tim.  vi.  7  ;  Job  i.  21. 

He  that  heareth  my  word, 
and  believeth  him  that  sent 
me,  hath  eternal  life,  and 
Cometh  not  into  judgment, 
but  hath  passed  out  of  death 
into  life.     John  v.  24. 

^  After  they  are  come  into  the 
Church,  shall  be  said  o^ie  or  both 
of  the  following  Psalms. 

Psalm  xxxix. 

I  SAID,  I  will  take  heed 
to  my  ways,  that  I  sin 
not  with  my  tongue  :  I  will 
keep  my  mouth  with  a 
bridle,  while  the  v/icked  is 
before  me. 

I  was  dumb  with  silence, 
I  held  my  peace,  even  from 
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good  ;  and  my  sorrow  was 
stirred. 

My  heart  was  hot  within 
me  ;  while  I  was  musing  the 
fire  kindled ;  I'hen  spake  I 
with  my  tongue : 

Lord,  make  me  to  know 
my  end,  and  the  measure  of 
my  days,  what  it  is  ;  let  me 
know  how  frail  I  am. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made 
my  days  as  hand-breadths  ; 
and  mine  age  is  as  nothing 
before  thee :  surely  every 
man  at  his  best  estate  is  al- 
together vanity.  [Selah 

Surely  every  man  walketh 
in  a  vain  show  :  surely  they 
are  disquieted  in  vain  :  he 
heapeth  up  riches^  and 
knoweth  not  who  shall  ga- 
ther them. 

And  now.  Lord,  what 
wait  I  for  ?  my  hope  is  in 
thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  my 
transgressions :  make  me 
not  the  reproach  of  the 
foolish. 

I  was  dumb,  I  opened  not 
my  mouth;  because  thou 
didst  it. 

Remove  thy  stroke  away 
from  me  .  I  am  consumed 
by  the  blow  of  thine  hand. 

When  thou  with  rebukes 
dost  correct  man  for  in- 
iquity, thou  makest  his 
beauty  to  consume  away 
like  a  moth  :  surely  every 
man  is  vanity.  [Selah 

Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord, 
and  give  ear  unto  my  cry  ; 
hold  not  thy  peace  at  my 
tears  :  for  I  am  a  stranger 
w?th  thee,  a  sojourner,  as 
all  my  fathers  were. 


O  spare  me,  that  I  may 
recover  strength,  before  I 
go  hence,  and  be  no  more. 
Psalm  xc. 

LORD,  thou  hast  been 
our  dwelling  place  in 
all  generations. 

.Before  the  mountains  were 
brought  forth,  or  ever  thou 
hadst  formed  the  earth  and 
the  world,  even  from  ever- 
lasting to  everlasting,  thou 
art  God. 

Thou  turnest  man  to  de- 
struction ;  and  sayest.  Re- 
turn, ye  children  of  men. 

For  a  thousand  years  in 
thy  sight  are  but  as  yester- 
day when  it  is  past,  and  as 
a  watch  in  the  night. 

Thou  carriest  them  away 
as  with  a  flood  ;  they  are  as 
a  sleep :  in  the  morning  they 
are  like  grass  which  groweth 
up. 

In  the  morning  it  flour- 
isheth,  and  groweth  up  ;  in 
the  evening  it  is  cut  down, 
and  withereth. 

For  we  are  consumed  in 
thine  anger,  and  in  thy 
wrath  we  are  troubled. 

Thou  hast  set  our  iniqui- 
ties before  thee,  our  secret 
sins  in  the  light  of  thy 
countenance. 

For  all  our  days  are  passed 
away  in  thy  wrath  :  we 
bring  our  years  to  an  end  as 
a  sigh. 

The  days  of  our  years  are 
threescore  years  and  ten,  or 
even  by  reason  of  strength 
fourscore  years  ;  yet  is  their 
pride  but  labor  and  sorrow ; 
for  it  is  soon  gone,  and  we 
fly  away. 
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Who  knoweth  the  power 
of  thine  an^er,  and  thy 
wrath  according  to  the  fear 
that  is  due  unto  thee  ? 

So  teach  us  to  number 
our  days,  that  we  may  get 
us  an  heart  of  wisdom. 

Return,  O  Lord ;  how 
long  ?  and  let  it  repent  thee 
concerning  th"     ^rvants. 

O  satisfy  us  a  the  morn- 
ing with  thy  mercy ;  that 
we  may  rejoice  and  be  glad 
all  our  days, 

Make  us  glad  according 
to  the  days  wherein  thou 
hast  afflicted  us,  and  the 
years  wherein  we  have  seen 
evil. 

Let  thy  work  appear  unto 
thy  servants,  and  thy  glory 
upon  their  children. 

And  let  the  favor  of  the 
Lord  our  God  be  upon  us  ; 
and  establish  thou  the  work 
of  our  hands  upon  us  ;  yea, 
the  work  of  our  hands  es- 
tablish thou  it. 

^  Then  shall  follow  the  Lesson, 
taken  out  of  the  fifteenth  Chapter 
of  the  first  Epistle  of  Paul  to  the 
Corinthians,  which  rnau  be  read 
from  the  35</i  verse  oeginning, 
"But  some  one  loill  say."  But  the 
Minister,  at  his  discretion,  may 
select  any  other  suitable  portion  of 
Scripture ;  and  in  case  of  the  burial 
of  a  child,  2  Samuel  xii.  15-23,  and 
St.  Mark  x.  13.16,  may  be  ^^scd 

1  Cor.  XV.  20. 

BUT  now  hath  Christ 
been  raised  from  the 
dead,  the  first-fruits  of  them 
that  are  asleep.  For  since 
by  man  came  death,  by  man 
came  also  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead.  For  as  in 
Adam  all   die,  so  also  in 


Christ  shall  all  be  made 
alive.  But  each  in  his 
own  order  :  Christ  the  first- 
fruits  ;  then  they  that  are 
Christ's,  at  his  coming. 
Then  comtth  the  end,  when 
he  shall  deliver  up  the  king- 
dom to  God,  even  the  Fa- 
ther ;  when  he  shall  have 
abolished  all  rule  and  all 
authority  and  power.  For 
he  must  reign,  till  he  hath 
put  all  his  enemies  under 
his  feet.  The  last  enemy 
that  shall  be  abolished  is 
death.  For,  He  put  all 
things  in  subjection  under 
his  feet.  But  when  he  saith, 
All  things  are  put  in  sub- 
jection, it  is  evident  that  he 
is  excepted  who  did  subject 
all  things  unto  him.  And 
when  all  things  have  been 
subjected  unto  him,  then 
shall  the  Son  also  himself 
be  subjected  to  him  that 
did  subject  all  things  under 
him,  that  God  may  be  all 
in  all. 

Else  what  shall  they  do 
who  are  baptized  for  the 
dead  ?  If  the  dead  are  not 
raised  at  all,  why  then  are 
they  baptized  for  them? 
why  do  we  also  stand  in 
jeopardy  every  hour  ?  I  pro- 
test by  that  glorying  in  you, 
brethren,  which  I  have  in 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I 
die  daily.  If  after  the  man- 
ner of  men  I  fought  with 
beasts  at  Ephesus,  what 
doth  it  profit  me?  If  the 
dead  are  not  raised,  let  us 
eat  and  drink,  for  to-mor- 
row we  die.  Be  not  de- 
ceived :  Evil  company  doth 
I 
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corrupt  good  manners. 
Awake  up  righteously,  and 
8in  not ;  for  some  have  no 
knowledge  of  God  :  I  speak 
this  to  move  you  to  shame. 
But  some  one  will  say, 
How  are  the  dead  raised? 
and  with  what  manner  of 
body  do  they  come  ?    Thou 
foolish  one,  that  which  thou 
thyself  sowest  is  not  quick- 
ened,  except  it  die :    and 
that    which    thou    sowest, 
thou  sowest  not  the  body 
hat  shall  be,  but  a  bare 
rain,   it    may    chance    of 
,vheat,   or    of    some    other 
ind ;'  but  God  giveth  it  a 
ody  even  as  it  pleased  him, 
nd  to  each  seed  a  body  of 
ts  own.     All  flesh  is  not 
he  same  flesh  :    but  there 
s  one  flesh  of   men,   and 
mother  flesh  of  beasts,  and 
mother  flesh  of  birds,  and 
mother  of   fishes.      There 
ire  also  celestial  bodies,  and 
odies  terrestrial  :  but  the 
lory  of  the  celestial  is  one, 
md  the  glort/  of  the  terres- 
rial  is  another.     There  is 
■)ne  glory  of  the  sun,  and 
.nother  glory  of  the  moon, 
/nd   another  glory  of  the 
tars ;  for  one  star  differeth 
rom  another  star  in  glory. 
lo  also  is  the  resurrection 
f  the  dead.     It  is  sown  in 
jorruption  ;  it  is  raised  in 
icorruption  :  it  is  sown  in 
lishonor ;    it   is   raised    in 
lory  ;  it  is  sown  in  weak- 
ess  ;  it  is  raised  in  power  : 
u  is  sown  a  natural  body  ; 
t  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 
f  there  is  a  natural  body, 
here  is  also  a  spiritual  body. 


So  also  it  is  written,  The 
first  man  Adam  became  a 
living  soul.  The  last  Adam 
became  a  life-giving  spirit. 
Howbeit  that  is  not  first 
which  is  spiritual,  but  that 
which  is  natural ;  then  that 
which  is  spiritual.  The  first 
man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy : 
the  second  man  is  of  heaven. 
As  is  the  earthy,  such  are 
they  also  that  are  earthy  : 
and  as  is  the  heavenly, 
such  are  they  also  that  are 
heavenly.  And  as  we  have 
borne  the  image  of  the 
earthy,  we  shall  also  bear 
the  image  of  the  heavenly. 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren, 
that  flesh  and  blood  cannot 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God ; 
neither  doth  corruption  in- 
herit incorruption.  Behold, 
I  tell  you  a  mystery :  We 
shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we 
shall  all  be  changed,  in  a 
moment,  in  the  twinkling 
of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump : 
for  the  trumpet  shall  sound, 
and  the  dead  shall  be  raised 
incorruptible,  and  we  shall 
be  changed.  For  this  cor- 
ruptible must  put  on  in- 
corruption, and  this  mortal 
must  put  on  immortality. 
But  when  this  corruptible 
shall  have  put  on  incorrup- 
tion, and  this  mortal  shall 
have  put  on  immortality, 
then  shall  come  to  pass  the 
saying  that  is  written. 
Death  is  swallowed  up  in 
victory.  O  death,  where  is 
thy  victory  ?  O  death,  where 
is  thy  sting?  The  sting  of 
death  is  sin  ;  and  the  power 
of  sin  is  the  law :  but  thanks 
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be  to  God,  who  giveth  us 
the  victory  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Where- 
fore, my  beloved  brethren, 
be  ye  stedfast,  unmoveable, 
always  abounding  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  foras- 
much as  ye  know  that  your 
labor  is  not  vain  in  the  Lord. 

1  Or  this. 

John  xi.  32. 

MARY  therefore,  when 
she  came  where  Jesus 
was,  and  saw  him,  fell  down 
at  his  feet,  saying  unto  him, 
Lord,  if  thou  hadst  been 
here,  my  brother  had  not 
died.  When  Jesus  there- 
fore saw  her  weeping,  and 
the  Jews  also  weeping  who 
came  with  her,  he  groaned 
in  the  spirit,  and  was  trou- 
bled, and  said,  Where  have 
ye  laid  him  ?  They  say  unto 
him.  Lord,  come  and  see. 
Jesus  wept.  The  Jews 
therefore  said,  Behold  how 
he  loved  him !  But  some  of 
them  said.  Could  not  this 
man,  who  opened  the  eyes 
of  him  that  was  blind,  have 
caused  that  this  man  also 
should  not  die?  Jesus  there- 
fore again  groaning  in  him- 
self Cometh  to  the  tomb. 
Now  it  was  a  cave,  and  a 
stone  lay  against  it.  Jesus 
saith.  Take  ye  away  the 
stone.  Martha,  the  sister 
of  him  that  was  dead,  saith 
unto  him,  Loid,  by  this 
time  he  stinketh :  for  he 
hath  been  dead  four  days. 
Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Said 
I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if 
thou  believedstjthoushould- 


est  see  the  glory  of  God? 
So  they  took  away  the 
stone.  And  Jesus  lifted  up 
his  eyes,  and  said.  Father, 
I  thank  thee  that  thou 
heardest  me.  And  I  knew 
that  thou  hearest  me  al- 
ways :  but  because  of  the 
multitude  that  standeth 
around  I  said  it,  that  they 
may  believe  that  thou  didst 
send  me.  And  when  he 
had  thus  spoken,  he  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  Lazarus, 
come  forth.  He  that  was 
dead  came  forth,  bound 
hand  and  foot  with  grave- 
clothes  ;  and  his  face  was 
bound  about  with  a  napkin. 
Jesus  saith  unto  them, 
Loose  him,  and  let  him  go. 

^  Here  may  he  sung  a  Hymn, 
and  the  Minister  may  use  the  fol- 
lowing, or  any  short,  extempora- 
neous Prayer, 

OGOD,  whose  days  are 
without  end,  and 
whose  mercies  cannot  be 
numbered ;  make  us,  we  be- 
seech thee,  deeply  sensible 
of  the  shortness  and  uncer- 
tainty of  human  life ;  and 
let  thy  Holy  Spirit  lead  us 
in  true  holiness,  as  thy 
children, all  our  days:  that, 
when  we  shall  have  served 
thee  in  our  generation,  we 
may  be  gathered  unto  our 
fathers,  having  the  testi- 
mony of  a  good  conscience ;

Fill  up  by  thy  in- 
dwelling presence  in  the 
grieving,  emptied  heart, 
tlie  place  of  thy  servant  who 
has  been  called  away,  and 
draw  the  mourner  to  thy- 
self, that  there  may  be  a 
meeting  with  the  redeemed, 
where  there  will  be  no  more 
parting,  no  tears,  and  sor- 
row and  sadness  shall  flee 
away.  Enable  thy  servants 
to  be  submissive  to  thy 
will,  and  forgiving  all  that 
has  been  done  amisH,  accept 
them  and  us,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. 


5[  When  they  come  to  the  Orave, 
while  the  Corpse  is  made  ready  to 
be  laid  into  the  earth,  sfiall  be  said, 

MAN  that  is  born  of  a 
woman,  hath  but  a 
short  time  to  live,  and  is 
full  of  misery.  He  cometh 
up,  and  is  cut  down,  like  a 
flower  ;  he  fleeth  as  it  were 
a  shadow,  and  never  con- 
tinueth  in  one  stay. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we 
are  in  death  :  of  whom  may 
we  seek  for  succor,  but  of 
thee,  O  Lord,  who  for  our 
sins  art  justly  displeased  ? 

Yet,  O  Lord  God,  most 
holy,  ()  Lord  most  mighty, 
O  holy  and  most  merciful 
Saviour,  we  beseech  thee  to 
have  compassion  upon  our 
infirmities. 

Thou  knowest.  Lord,  the 
secrets  of  our  hearts ;  shut 
not  thy  merciful  ears  to  our 
prayers ;  but  spare  us, 
Lord  most  holy,  O  God 
most  mighty,  O  holy  and 
merciful  Saviour,  thou  most 
worthy  Judge  eternal,  suf- 
fer us  not,  at  our  last  hour, 
for  any  pains  of  death,  to 
lose  our  confidence  in  thee. 

5[  Then  while  the  earth  shall  he 
cast  upon  the  Body,  the  Minister 
shall  say, 

FORASMUCH  as  it 
hath  pleased  Almighty 
God,  in  his  wise  providence, 
to  take  out  of  this  world 
the  soul  of  our  deceased 
brother^  we  therefore  com- 
mit his  body  to  the  ground ; 
earth  to  earth,  ashes  to 
ashes,  dust  to  dust ;  await- 
ing the  general  Resurrec- 
tion in  the  last  day,  and  the 
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appearing  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ;  at  whose 
second  coming  in  glorious 
majesty  to  judge  the  world, 
the  earth  and  the  sea  shall 
give  up  their  dead ;  and 
the  corruptible  bodies  of 
those  who  sleep  in  him 
shall  be  changed,  and  made 
like  unto  his  glorious  body ; 
according  to  the  mighty 
working  whereby  he  is  able 
to  subdue  all  things  unto 
himself. 

^  Then  may  be  said  or  sung, 

AND  I  heard  a  voice 
from  heaven  saying, 
Write,  Blessed  are  the  dead 
who  die  in  the  Lord  from 
henceforth :  yea,  saith  the 
Spirit,  that  they  may  rest 
from  their  labors  ;  for  their 
works  follow  with  them. 

^  Or,  in  the  case  of  a  child,  the 
Minister  may  say, 

THE  Lord  Jesus  said, 
Suflfer  the  little  chil- 
dren to  come  unto  me,  for- 
bid them  not :  for  of  such 
is  the  kingdom  of  God. 
Mark  x.  14. 

%  Then  the  Minister  and  People 
aliall  say  the  Lord's  Prayer, 

OUR  Father,  who  art  in 
heaven,  Hallowed  be 
thy  Name.  Thy  kingdom 
come.  Thy  will  be  done  on 
earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven. 
Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread.  And  forgive  us  our 
trespasses,  as  we  forgive 
them  that  trespass  agamst 
us.  And  lead  us  not  into 
temptation ;  but  deliver  us 
from  evil.    For  thine  is  the 


kingdom,  the  power  and  the 
glory,  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

^  Then  the  Minister  shall  say 
one  or  both  of  the  following  pray- 
ers, or  any  other,  extemporaneous 
or  otherwise,  at  his  discretion. 

ALMIGHTY  God,  with 
whom  do  live  the 
spirits  of  those  who  depart 
hence  in  the  Lord,  and  with 
whom  the  souls  of  the  faith- 
ful, after  they  are  delivered 
from  the  burden  of  the 
flesh,  are  in  joy  and  felicity : 
we  give  thee  hearty  thanks 
for  the  good  examples  of  all 
those  thy  servants,  who, 
having  finished  their  course 
in  faith,  do  now  rest  from 
their  labours.  And  we  be- 
seech thee,  that  we,  with 
all  those  who  are  departed 
in  the  true  faith  of  thy  holy 
Name,  may  have  our  perfect 
consummation  and  bliss, 
both  in  body  and  soul,  in 
thy  eternal  and  everlasting 
glory ;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.    Amen. 

O  MERCIFUL  God,  the

^  IVhen  this  Service  rs  used  at 
Sea,  for  the  wurdx,  We  commit 
his  body  to  the  ground,  rfc,  sub- 
stitute, We  commit  his  body  to 
the  deep,  awaiting  the  general 
Resurrection,  dc.

P AKE  heed  that  the  per- 
-L  sons  whom  ye  present, 
lie  apt  and  meet,  for  their 
earnmg  in  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures and  godly  conver- 
lation,  to  exercise  their 
WLinistry  duly,  to  the  honor 
)f  God,  and  the  edifying  of 
lis  Church.

%  Then  the  Bishop  shall  say  unto 
the  people :

The  Epistle.    1  Tim.  iii.  8. 

DEACONS  in  like  man- 
ner must  be  grave, 
not  double-tongued,  not 
given  to  much  wine,  not 
greedy  of  filthy  lucre ;  hold- 
ing the  mystery  of  the  faith 
in  a  pure  conscience.  And 
let  these  also  first  be  proved ; 
then  let  them  serve  as  Dea- 
cons,  if    they   be    blame- 


less.  Women  in  like  manner 
must  be  grave,  not  slander- 
ers, temperate,  faithful  in 
all  things.  Let  Deacons  be 
husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling 
tlieir  children  and  their  own 
houses  well.  For  they  that 
have  served  well  as  Deacon !< 
gain  to  themselves  a  good 
standing,  and  great  boldness 
in  the  faith  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

H  Or  this. 

Acts  vi.  2. 

AND  the  twelve  called 
the  multitude  of  the 
disciples  unto  them,  and 
said,  It  is  not  fit  that  we 
sliould  forsake  the  word  ol 
God,  and  serve  tables.  Lool^ 
ye  out  therefore,  brethren, 
from  among  you  seven  men 
of  good  report,  full  of  the 
Spirit  and  of  wisdom,  whom 
we  may  appoint  over  thiii 
business.  But  we  will  con- 
tinue stedfastly  in  prayer, 
and  in  the  ministry  of  the 
word.  And  the  saying 
pleased  the  whole  multi-

^  Then  shall  the  Bishop  ex- 
amine, every  one  of  those  who  are 
to  be  Ordained,  in  the  presence  of 
the  People,  after  this  manner : 

DO  you  trust  that  you 
are  inwardly  moved 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  take 
upon  you  this  Office  and 
Ministration,  to  serve  God 
for  the  promoting  of  his 
glory,  and  the  edifying  of 
his  people  ? 

Answer.  I  trust  so. 

Bishop.  Do  you  think  that 
you  are  truly  called  accord- 
ing to  the  will  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  according 
to  the  order  of  this  Church, 
to  the  Ministry  of  the  same? 

Answer.  I  think  so. 

Bishop.  Do  you  unfeign- 
edly  believe  all  the  Canon- 
ical Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testament  ? 

Answer.  I  do  believe  them. 

Bishop.  Will  you  diligent- 
ly read  and  expound  the 
same  to  the  people  among 
whom  you  minister  ? 

Answer.  I  will. 

Bishop.  It  appertaineth  to 
th3  Office  of  a  Deacon  to 
assist  the  Presbyter  as  he 
shall  require  and  direct ;  to 
read  and  instruct  out  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures  ;  to  preach 
the  Gospel  as  opportunity 
is  afforded ;  to  search  for 
the  sick,  the  poor,  and  the 
spiritually  destitute,  and  to 
minister  to  their  necessities. 
Will  you  do  this  gladly  and 
willingly  ? 

Answer*  I  will  do  so,  by 
the  help  of  God. 


Bishop.  Will  you  apply 
all  your  diligence  to  frame 
and  fashion  your  own  lives 
and  the  lives  of  your  fami- 
lies, according  to  the  Doc- 
trine of  Christ ;  and  to  make 
both  yourselves  and  them, 
as  much  as  in  you  lieth, 
wholesome  examples  to  the 
flock  of  Christ? 

Answei'.  I  will  bo  do,  the 
Lord  being  my  helper. 

Bishop.  Will  you  give 
heed  to  your  Bishop,  and 
other  Ministers  who  may 
have  the  charge  and  gov- 
ernment over  you;  follow- 
ing with  a  glad  mind  and 
will  their  Christian  counsels 
and  admonitions  ? 

Answer.  I  will  endeavor 
so  to  do,  the  Lord  being 
my  helper. 

^  Then  the  Bishop,  laying  his 
hands  severally  upon  the  head  of 
every  one  of  them  kneeling,  shall 
say, 

TAKE  thou  Authority 
to  execute  the  Office 
of  a  Deacoi^  in  the  Church 
of  God  now  committed  unto 
thee ;  In  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.

BUT  unto  each  one  of  us 
was  the  grace  given 
according  to  the  measure 
of  the  gift  of  Christ.

(Now  this.  He  ascended, 
what  is  it  but  that  he  also 
descended  into  the  lower 
parts  of  the  earth  ?

But  he  that  en- 
tereth in  by  the  door  ia  the 
shepherd  of  the  sheep  T 
him  the  porter  it  leth ; 
and    the    8he>  a     his 

voice ;  and  ht  dleth  his 
own  sheep  by  nne,  md 
leadeth  them  out.  "^  'hen 
he  hath  put  forth  all  his 
own,  he  goeth  before  them, 
and  the  sheep  follow  him  : 
for  they  know  his  voice. 
And  a  stranger  will  they 
not  follow,  but  will  flee  from 
him ;  for  they  know  not  the 
voice  of  strangers.      This 


parable  spake  Jesus  unto 
them ;  but  they  understood 
not  what  things  they  were 
which  he  spake  unto  them. 
Jesus  therefore  said  unto 
them  again,  Verily,  verily, 
I  say  unto  you,  I  am  the 
door  of  the  sheep.  All  that 
came  before  me  are  thieves 
and  robbers  :  but  the  sheep 
did  not  hear  them.  I  am 
the  door :  by  me  if  any  man 
enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved, 
andfshall  go  in  and  go  out, 
and  sliall  find  pasture.  The 
thief  Cometh  not,  but  that 
he  may  steal,  and  kill,  and 
destroy  :  I  came  that  they 
may  nave  life,  and  may 
have  it  abundantly.  I  am 
the  good  shepherd :  the  good 
shepherd  layeth  down  his 
life  for  the  sheep.  He  that 
is  a  hireling,  and  not  a  shep- 
herd, whose  own  the  sheep 
are  not,  beholdeth  the  wolf 
coming,  and  leaveth  the 
sheep,  and  fleeth,  and  the 
wolf  snatcheth  them,  and 
scatter eth  them:  he  Jleeth 
because  he  is  a  hireling,  and 
careth  not  for  the  sheep. 
I  am  the  good  shepherd ; 

nd  I  know  my  own,  and 
my  own  know  me,  even 
f'^  the  Father  knoweth  me, 

id  I  know  the  Father ; 
and  I  lay  down  my  life  for 
the  sheep.  And  other  sheep 
I  have,  which  are  not  of 
this  fold  :  aem  also  I  must 
bring,  and  they  shall  hear 
my  voice  ;  and  they  shall 
become  one  flock,  one  shep- 
herd.

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YE  have  heard,  Breth- 
ren, as  well  in  your 
private  examination,  as  in 
the  exhortation  which  was 
now  made  to  you  and  in  the 
holy  lessons  taken  out  of 
the  Gospel,  and  the  writ- 
ings of  the  Apostles,  of  what 
dignity,  ana  of  how  great 
importance  this  Office  is, 
whereunto  ye  are  called. 
And  now  again  we  exhort 
you,  in  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye 
liave  in  remembrance,  into 
how  high  a  dignity,  and  to 
how  weighty  an  Office  and 
Charge  ye  are  called  :  That 
is  to  say,  to  be  Messengers, 
Watchmen,  and  Stewards 
of  the  Lord  ;  to  teach,  and 
to  premonish,  to  feed  and 
provide  for  the  Lord's  fami- 
ly :  to  seek  for  Christ's 
.slieep  that  are  dispersed 
abroad,  and  for  his  children 
who  are  in  the  midst  of  this 
naughty  world,  that  they 
may  be  saved  through 
Christ  for  ever. 

Have  always  therefore 
printed  in  your  remem- 
brance, how  great  a  treasure 
is  committed  to  your 
charge.  For  they  are  the 
sheep  of  Christ,  whom  he 
bought  with  his  death,  and 
for  whom  he  shed  his 
blood.  The  Church  and 
Congregation  whom  you 
must  serve  is  his  Spouse 
and  his  Body.  And  if  it 
shall  happen  that  the  same 
Church,  or  any  member 
thereof,  do  take  any  hurt 
or  hindrance  by  reason  of 
your  negligence,  ye  know 


the  greatness  of  the  fault, 
and  also  the  condemnation 
that  will  ensue.  Wherefore 
consider  with  yourselves 
the  <?nd  of  the  Ministry, 
towards  the  Children  of 
God,  towards  the  Spouse 
and  Bo  Jy  of  Christ ;  and 
see  that  ye  never  cease  your 
labour,  your  care  and  dili- 
gence, until  ye  have  done  all 
tiiat  lieth  in  you,  according 
to  your  bounden  duty,  to 
bring  all  such  as  are  or 
shall  be  committed  to  your 
charge,  unto  that  agree- 
ment in  the  faith  and 
knowledge  of  God,  and  to 
that  ripeness  and  perfect- 
ness  of  age  in  Christ,  that 
there  be  no  place  left  among 
you,  either  for  error  in  re- 
ligion, or  for  viciousness  in 
life. 

Forasmuch  then  as  your 
Office  is  both  of  so  great 
excellency,  and  of  so  great 
difficulty,  ye  see  with  how 
great  care  and  study  ye 
ought  to  apply  yourselves, 
as  well  to  show  yourselves 
dutiful  and  thankful  unto 
that  Lord  who  hath  placed 
you  in  so  high  a  dignity  : 
as  also  to  beware  that 
neither  you  yourselves  of- 
fend, nor  be  occasion  that 
others  offend.  Howbeit  ye 
cannot  have  a  mind  and 
will  thereto  of  yourselves; 
for  that  will  and  ability  is 
given  of  God  alone  :  there- 
fore ye  ought,  and  have 
need,  to  pray  earnestly  for 
his  Holy  Spirit.  And  see- 
ing that  ye  cannot  by  any 
other  means    compass  the 
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doing  of  so  weighty  a  work, 
pertaining  to  the  salvation 
of  man,  but  with  doctrine 
and  exhortation  taken  out 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and 
with  a  life  agreeable  to 
the  same ;  consider  how 
studious  ye  ought  to  be  in 
reading  and  learning  the 
Scriptures,  and  in  framing 
the  manners  both  of  your- 
selves, and  of  them  that 
specially  pertain  unto  you, 
according  to  the  rule  of  the 
same  Scriptures ;  and  for 
this  self-same  cause,  how 
ye  ou^ht  to  forsake  and 
set  aside,  as  much  as  ye 
ma5%  all  worldly  cares  and 
studies. 

We  have  good  hope  that 
ye  have  well  weighed  these 
things  with  yourselves, 
long  before  this  time  ;  and 
that  ye  have  clearly  deter- 
mined, by  God's  grace,  to 
give  yourselves  wholly  to 
this  Office,  whereunto  it 
hath  pleased  God  to  call 
you  ;  so  that,  as  much  as 
lieth  in  you,  ye  will  apply 
yourselves  wholly  to  this 
one  thing,  and  draw  all 
your  cares  and  studies  this 
way  ;  and  that  ye  will  con- 
tinually pray  to  God  the 
Father,  by  the  Mediation 
of  our  only  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  for  the  heavenly 
assistance  of  the  HolySpirit: 
that  by  daily  reading  and 
weighing  the  Scriptures,  ye 
may  wax  riper  and  stronger 
in  your  Ministry  ;  and  that 
ye  may  so  endeavour  your- 
selves, from  time  to  time, 
to  sanctify  the  lives  of  you 


and  yours,  and  to  fashion 
them  after  the  Rule  and 
Doctrine  of  Christ,  that  ye 
may  be  wholesome  and 
godly  examples  and  patterns 
for  the  people  to  follow. 

And  now,  that  this  pres- 
ent Congregation  of  Christ 
may  also  understand  your 
minds  and  wills  in  these 
things,  and  that  this  your 
promise  may  the  more  move 
you  to  do  your  duties  ;  ye 
shall  answer  plainly  to 
these  things,  which  we  in 
the  name  of  God,  and  of 
his  Church,  shall  demand 
of  you,  touching  the  same. 

Do  you  think  in  your 
heart,  that  you  are  truly 
called,  according  to  the  will 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  according  to  the  order 
of  this  Church,  to  the  Office 
and  Ministry  of  a  Presby- 
ter ? 

Answer.  I  think  it. 

Bishop.  Are  you  persuad- 
ed that  the  Holy  Scriptures 
contain  all  Doctrine  re- 
quired as  necessary  for 
eternal  salvation  through 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ  ?  and 
are  you  determined,  out  of 
the  said  Scriptures,  to  in- 
struct the  people  committed 
to  your  charge,  and  to  teach 
nothing,  as  necessary  to 
salvation,  but  that  which 
you  shall  be  persuaded  may 
be  concluded  and  proved 
by  the  Scripture  ? 

Answer.  I  am  so  persuad- 
ed, and  have  so  determined, 
by  God's  grace. 

Bishop.  Will  you  then 
give  your  faithful  diUgence, 
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always  so  to  minister  the 
Doctrine  and  Sacraments, 
and  the  Discipline  of  Christ, 
as  the  Lord  hath  command- 
ed, and  as  this  Church  hath 
set  forth  the  'same,  accord- 
ing to  the  teachings  of  Holy 
Scripture :  so  that  you  may 
teach  the  people  committed 
to  your  charge,  with  all 
diligence  to  keep  and  ob- 
serve the  same? 

Ansiocr.  I  will  so  do,  by 
the  help  of  the  Lord. 

Bishop.  Will  you  be  ready, 
with  all  faithful  diligence, 
to  banish  and  drive  away 
from  the  Church  all  erro 
neous  and  strange  doctrines 
contrary  to  God's  Word : 
and  to  use  both  public  and 
private  monitions  and  ex- 
hortations, as  well  to  the 
sick  as  to  the  whole,  as  need 
shall  require,  and  occasion 
shall  be  given? 

Answer.  I  will,  the  Lord 
being  my  helper. 

Bishop.  Will  you  be  dili- 
gent in  Prayer,  and  in  read- 
ing the  Holy  Scriptures,  and 
in  such  studies  as  help  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  same, 
laying  aside  the  study  of 
the  world  and  the  flesh  ? 

Ansioer.  I  will  endeavor 
so  to  do,  the  Lord  being  my 
helper. 

Bishop.  Will  you  be  dili- 
gent to  frame  and  fashion 
your  own  selves,  and  your 
families,  according  to  the 
Doctrine  of  Christ  ;  and  to 
make  both  yourselves  and 
them,  as  much  as  in  you 
lieth,  wholesome  examples 


and  patterns  to  the  flock  of 
Christ  ? 

Answer.  I  will  apply  my- 
self thereto,  the  Lord  being 
my  helper. 

Bishop.  Will  you  maintain 
and  set  forwards,  as  much 
as  lieth  in  you,  peace  and 
love,  among  all  Christian 
people,  and  will  you  ronder 
due  obed  ience  to  your  Bishop 
and  to  others  placed  in  au- 
thority over  you  ? 

Ansioer.  I  will  so  do,  the 
Lord  being  my  helper. 

^  Then  shall  the  Bishop,  stand- 
ing up,  say, 

ALMIGHTY  God  who 
hath  given  you  this 
will  to  do  all  these  things  ; 
grant  also  unto  you  strength 
and  power  to  perform  the 
same ;  that  he  may  accom- 
plish his  work  wliich  he 
hath  begun  in  you  ;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

1[  After  this,  the  Congregation 
shall  'he  desired,  secretly  in  their 
prayers,  to  make  their  humble  sup- 
plications to  God  for  all  these 
things;  for  which  prayers  there 
shall  he  silence  kept  for  a  space. 

•[]  After  which  shall  be  said,  the 
persons  to  he  ordained  Presbyters 
all  kneeling,  Veni  Creator  Spir it lus, 
the  Bishop  beginning. 

COME  Holy  Spirit,  our 
souls  inspire,

XJiou  the  anointing  Spirit 

art. 
Who  dost  thy  sevenfold  gifts 
impart.

Teach  ns  to  know  the  Father,

^  That  done,  the  Bishop  shull 
pray  in  this  wise,  and  say, 

Let  US  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  God  and 
heavenly  Father,  who, 
of  thine  infinite  love  and 
goodness  towards  us,  hast 
given  to  us  thy  only  and 
most  dearly  beloved  Son 
Jesus  Christ,  to  be  our  Re- 
deemer, and  the  Author  of 
everlasting  life  ;  who  after 
he  had  made  perfect  our 
redemption  by  hia  death, 
and  was  ascended  into 
heaven,  sent  abroad  into 
the  world  his  apostles,  pro- 
phets, evangelists,  pastors 
andteachers;  bywhoseJabor 
and  ministry  he  gathered 
together  a  great  flock  in  all 
the  parts  of  the  world,  to 
set  forth  the  eternal  praise 
of  thy  holy  Name  ;  for  these 


so  great  benefits  of  thy 
eternal  goodness,  and  for 
that  thou  dost  still  vouch- 
safe to  send  forth  laborers 
into  thy  vineyard,  we  ren- 
der unto  thee*  most  hearty 
thanks,  we  praise  and  wor- 
ship thee ;  and  we  humbly 
beseech  thee  by  the  same 
thy  blessed  Son,  to  grant 
unto  all,  who  either  here 
or  elsewhere  call  upon  thy 
holy  Name,  that  we  may 
continue  to  show  ourselves 
thankful  unto  thee  for  these 
and  all  thy  other  benefits ; 
and  that  we  may  daily  in- 
crease and  go  forwards  in 
the  knowledge  and  faith  of 
thee  and  thy  Son,  by  the 
Holy  Spirit.  So  that  as 
well  by  these  thy  minis- 
ters, as  by  them  over  whom 
they  shall  be  appointed  thy 
ministers,  thy  holy  name 
may  be  for  ever  glorified, 
and  thy  blessed  kingdom 
enlarged ;  through  the  same 
thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  who  liveth  and  reign- 
eth  with  thee  in  the  unity 
of  the  .same  Holy  Spirit, 
world  without  end.    Amen. 

%  The  persons  to  he  ordained 
still  kneelin//,  the  Bishop  and 
Presbyters  shall  lay  their  hand:^ 
upon  the  head  of  every  one  of  them 
severally,  the  Bishop  saying, 

TAKE  thou  authority  to 
execute  the  office  and 
work  of  a  presbyter  in  the 
Church  of  God,  now  com- 
mitted unto  thee  by  the 
imposition  of  our  hands ; 
and  be  thou  a  faithful  dis- 
penser of  the  Word  of  God, 
and  of  his  Holy  Sacraments : 
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In  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.     Amen. 

^  Then  the  Bishop  shall  deliver 
to  every  one  of  them  kneeling,  the 
Bible  into  his  hand,  saying, 

TAKE  thou  authority  to 
preach  the  Word  of 
God,  and  to  administer  the 
Holy  Sacraments. 

^  Then  the  Bishop  shall  proceed 
with  the  Service  of  the  Communion, 
and  the  newly  ordained  Presbyters 
shall  remain  in  the  same  place 
where  hands  were  laid  upon  them, 
until  they  have  received  the  Com- 
munion. 

^  Immediately  before  the  Bene- 
diction, shall  be  said  this  Collect, 

MO."^T  merciful  Father, 
we  beseech  thee  to 
send  upon  these  thy  ser- 
vants thy  heavenly  blessing ; 
that  they  may  be  clothed 
with  righteousness,  and  that 
thy  Word  spoken  by  their 
mouths  may  have  such  suc- 
cess, that  it  may  never  be 
spoken  in  vain.  Grant  also, 
that  we  may  have  grace  to 
hear  and  receive  what  they 
shall  deliver  out  of  thy  most

•[[  And  if,  on  the  same  day,  some 
be  ordained  deacons  and  some 
presbyters,  the  deacons  shall  be  first 
presented,  and  then  the  presbyters.

FAITHFUL  is  the  say- 
ing, If  a  man  seeketh 
the  office  of  a  bishop,  he 
desireth  a  good  work.  The 
bishop  therefore  must  be 
without  reproach,  the  hus- 
band of  one  wife,  temperate, 
soberminded,  orderly,  given 
to  hospitality,  apt  to  teach  ; 
no  brawler,  no  striker ;  but 
gentle,  not  contentious,  no 
lover  of  money ;  one  that 
ruleth  well  his  own  house, 
having  his  children  in  sub- 
jection with  all  gravity  ; 
(but  if  a  man  knoweth  not 


how  to  rule  his  own  house, 
how  shall  he  take  care  of 
the  church  of  God  ?)  not  a 
novice,  lest  being  puffed 
up  he  fall  into  the  condem- 
nation of  the  devil.  More- 
over he  must  have  good 
testimony  from  them  that 
are  without ;  lest  he  fall  in- 
to reproach  and  the  snare 
of  the  devil. 

^  Then  shall  be  read, 

The  Gospel.     John  xxi.  1.5. 

JESUS  saith  to  Simon 
Peter,  Simon,  son  of 
John,  lovest  thou  me  more 
than  these  ?  He  saith  unto 
him,  Yea,  Lord  ;  thou 
knowest  that  I  love  thee. 
He  saith  unto  him.  Feed 
my  Iambs.  He  saith  to 
him  again  a  second  time, 
Simon,  son  of  John,  lovest 
thou  me?  He  saith  unto 
him.  Yea,  Lord  ;  thou 
knowest  that  I  love  thee. 
Ho  saith  unto  him,  Tend 
my  sheep.  He  saith  unto 
him  the  third  time,  Simon, 
son  of  John,  lovest  thou  me  ? 
Peter  was  grieved  because 
he  said  unto  him  the  third 
time,  Lovest  thou  me?

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thou  knowest  all  things  ; 
thou  knowest  that  I  love 
thee.  Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
Feed  my  sheep.

AND  Jesus  came  to 
them  and  spake  unto 
them,  saying.

save  only,  that  after  this  place. 
That  it  may  please  thee  to  illumi- 
nate all  Ministers,  &c.,  the  proper 
Suffrage  shall  be, 

THAT  it  may  please  thee 
to  bless  this  our  Broth- 
er elected,  aud  to  send  thy 
grace  upon  him,  that  he 
may  duly  execute  the  Office 
M'hereunto  he  is  called,  to 
the  edifying  of  thy  Church, 
and  to  the  honor,  praise, 
and  glory  of  thy  Name. 

Ansivcr.  We  beseech  thee 
to  hear  us,  good  Lord. 
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^  TJien  shall  be  said  this  Prayer

ALMIGHTY  God,  mer- 
cifully behold  this  thy 
servant  now  called  to  the 
Work  and  Ministry  of  a 
Bishop ;  and  so  replenish 
him  with  the  truth  of  thy 
doctrine,  and  adorn  him 
with  innocency  of  life,  that 
both  by  word  and  deed,  he 
may  faithfully  serve  thee 
in  this  Office,  to  the  glory 
of  thy  Name,  and  the  edify- 
ing and  well-governing  of 
thy  Church;  through  the 
merits  of  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  who  liveth  and 
reigneth  with  thee  and  the 
Holy  Spirit,  world  without 
end.

The  Bishop  jyresiding.  Are 
you  persuaded  that  the 
Holy  Sciiptures  contain  all 
doctrines  required  as  neces- 
sary for  eternal  salvation 
through  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ?  And  are  you  de- 
termined out  of  the  same 
Holy  Scriptures  to  instruct 
the  people  committed  to 
your  charge ;  and  to  teach 
or  maintain  nothing,  as 
necessary  to  eternal  salva- 
tion, but  that  which  you 
shall  be  persuaded  may  be 
concluded  and  proved  by 
the  same  ? 

Answer.  I  am  so  persuad- 
ed, and  determined,  by 
God's  grace. 

Bishop.  Will  you  then 
faithfully  exercise  yourself 
in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and 
call  upon  God  by  prayer  for 
the  true  understanding  of 
the  same  ;  so  that  you  may 
be  able  by  them  to  teach 
and  exhort  with  wholesome 
Doctrine,  and  to  withstand 
and  convince  the  gain- 
sayers  ? 

Ansiocr.  I  will  so  do,  by 
the  help  of  God. 

Bishop.  Are  you  ready, 
with  all  faithful  diligence, 
to  banish  and  drive  away 
from  the  Church  all  errone 
ous  and  strange  doctrine 
contrary  to  God's  Word  ;

ARTICLES  OF  RELIGION. 


^  The  Articles  of  the  Reformed  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  do  contain  the  true  teaching  of  the  said  Church  agreeable  to 
Ood'8  Word. 

^  This  Church,  according  to  its  Declaration  of  Principles,  proclaims  its 
belief  in  the  Doctrines  of  Grace  substantially  as  then  «»*«  set  forth  in  the 
thirty-nine  Articles  of  Religion,  contained  inthis  Prayer  Book  asfollows: 


I.  Of  Faith  in  the  Holy 

Trinity. 
'T'^HERE  is  but  one  living 
A.  and  true  God,  ever- 
lasting, without  body,  parts, 
rr  passions ;  of  infinite  power, 
wisdom,  and  goodness ;  the 
Maker  and  Preserver  of  all 
tilings  both  visible  and  in- 
visible. And  in  the  unity 
of  this  Godhead  there  are 
three  Persons,  of  one  sub- 
stance, power,  and  eternity ; 
the  Father,  the  Son,  and 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

II.  Of  the  Word  or  Son 
of  God  who  was  made  very 
Man. 

rpHE  Son,  who  is  the 
±  Word  of  the  Fathor, 
begotten  f r.om  everlasting  by 
the  Father,  the  very  and 
eternal  God,  and  of  one 
substance  with  the  Father, 
took  Man's  nature  in  the 
womb  of  the  blessed  Virgin, 
of  her  substance:  so  that 
two  whole  and  perfect 
Natures,  that  is  to  lay,  the 
Godhead  and  Manhood, 
were  joined  together  in  one 
Person,  never  to  be  divided, 
whcireof  is  one  Christ,  very 
God,  and  very  Man  ;  who 
truly  suffered,  was  crucified, 
dead  and  buried,  to  make 


peace  for  us,  and  to  be  a 
sacrifice,  not  only  for  orig- 
inal guilt,  but  also  for  all 
actual  sins  of  men. 

III.  Of  the  descent  of  Christ 
into  Hell. 

THE  word  HeU,  as  used 
in  the  so  called  Apos- 
tles' Creed  is  the  old  English 
equivalent  of  the  Greek 
word  Hades  and  signifies 
the  abode  of  departed  spirits. 
In  the  course  of  centuries, 
the  meaning  of  the  word 
has  so  changed  as  to  give 
color  to  many  false  and  mis- 
leading notions.  In  view 
of  which  the  clause  *'He 
descended  into  Hell"  has 
been  omitted  in  the  above 
named  Creed  as  used  in  the 
revised  Book  of  Common 
Prayer.    See  Luke  xxiii.  43. 

Note.— r^f  clause  did  not  ap- 
pear in  the  Creed  until  the  Fourth 
Century. 

TV.  Of  the  Resurrection  of 
Christ. 

CHRIST  did  truly  rise 
again  from  death,  and 
took  again  his  body,  with 
flesh,  bones,  and  all  things 
appertaining  to  the  perfec- 
tion of  man's  nature ;  where- 
with he  ascended  into 
heaven,  and  there  sitteth. 
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until  he  return  to  jud^e  all 
men  at  the  last  day. 

V.  Of  the  Holy  Spint. 

THE  Holy  Spirit,  pro- 
ceeding from  the  Fa- 
ther and  the  Son,  is  of  one 
substance,  majesty,  and 
glory,  with  the  Father  and 
the  Son,  very  and  eternal 
God. 

VI.  Of  the  sufHricncy  of 
Holy  Scriptures  for  .salvation. 

HOLY  Scripture  (which 
^  is  the  Word  of  God) 
containeth  all  things  neces- 
sary to  salvation  :  so  that 
whatsoever  is  not  read 
therein,  nor  may  he  proved 
thereby,  is  not  to  be  re- 
quired of  any  man,  that  it 
snould  be  believed  as  an 
article  of  the  faith,  or  be 
tliought  requisite  or  neces- 
sary to  salvation.  In  the 
name  of  the  Holy  Scrijiture 
we  do  understand  tliose 
canonical  Books  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testament,  of 
whose  authority  was  never 
any  doubt  in  the  Church.

The  Book  commonly  call- 
ed "  The  Apocrypha'^  is  not 
a  portion  of  God's  Word, 
and  is  not  therefore  to  be 
used  in  establishing  any 
doctrine,  nor  is  it  to  be 
publicly  read  in  the  Church. 

All  the  Books  of  the  New 
Testament,  as  they  are  com- 
monly received,  we  do  re- 
ceive, and  account  them 
Canonical. 

VII.  Of  the  Old  Testament. 

THE  Old  Testament  is 
not  contrary  to  the 
New:  for  both  in  the  Old 
and  the  New  Testament 
everlasting  life  is  set  forth 
through  Jesus  Christ,  who 
is  the  only  Mediator  be- 
tween God  and  Man,  being 
both  God  and  Man.  Where- 
•  ore  they  are  not  to  be 
heard,  who  feign  that  the 
old  Fathers  did  look  only 
for  transitory  promises.  Al- 
though the  Law  given  from 
God  by  Moses,  as  touching 
Ceremonies  and  Rites,  do 
do  not  bind  Christian  men, 
nor  the  Civil  precepts  there- 
of ought  of  necessity  to  be 
received  in  any  common- 
wealth ;  yet  notwithstand- 
ing, no  Christian  man  what- 
soever   is    free    from    the 


obedience  of  the  Command- 
ments which  are  called 
Moral. 

VIII.   Of  Regeneration  or 
the  New  Birth. 

I>EGENERATION  is 
\}  the  creative  act  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  whereby  he 
imparts  to  the  soul  a  new 
spiritual  life.  And  whoso- 
ever believeth  in  Christ  is 
born  again,  for,  saith  the 
Scripture,  "  ye  are  all  the 
children  of  God  by  faith 
in  Jesus  Christ." 

IX.  Of  Repentance  anu, 
Faith. 

TRUE  repentance  is  a 
chansfeof  mind  toward 
God,  and  is  the  effect  of  the 
conviction  of  sin,  wrought 
in  the  heart  by  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

True  faith  is  the  receiv- 
ing and  resting  upon  Jesus 
Christ  alone  for  salvation 
as  he  is  set  before  us  in  the 
Gospel. 

THE  faith  which  brings 
justification  is  simply 
the  reliance  or  dependence 
on  Christ  which  accepts  him 
as  the  sacrifice  for  our  sins, 
and  as  our  righteousness. 

We  may  thus  rely  on 
Christ,  either  tremblingly 
or  confidingly ;  but  :n  either 
case  it  is  saving  faith.  If, 
though  tremblingly,  we  rely 
on  him  in  his  obedience  for 
us  unto  death,  instantly  we 
come  into  union  with  him, 
and  arc  justified.  If,  how- 
ever, we  confidingly  rely  on 
him,  then  have  we  the  com- 


fort of  our  justification. 
Simply  by  faith  in  Christ 
are  we  justified  and  saved. 

X.  Of  the  Sonship  of 

Believers. 

BELIEVERS  in  Christ 
are  born  of  God, 
through  the  regenerating 
power  of  his  Spirit,  and  are 
partakers  of  the  Divine 
nature ;  for  if  "  that  which 
is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh," 
so  "that  which  is  born  of 
the  Spirit  is  spirit." 

And  all  who  are  thus  born 
of  God  are  sons  of  God,  and 
joint  heirs  with  Christ ;  and 
therefore,  without  distinc- 
tion of  name,  brethren  with 
Christ  and  with  one  another. 

XI.  Of  Original  or 
Birth-Sin. 

ORIGINALSinstandeth 
not  in  the  following 
of  Adam^  (as  the  Pelagians 
do  vainly  talk ;)  but  it  is 
the  fault  and  corruption  of 
the  Nature  of  every  man, 
that  naturally  is  ingendered 
of  the  offspring  of  Adam  ; 
whereby  man  is  very  far  gone 
from  original  righteousness, 
and  is  of  his  own  nature 
inclined  to  evil,  so  that  the 
flesh  lusteth  always  con- 
trary to  the  spirit ;  and 
therefore  in  every  person 
born  into  this  world,  it 
deserveth  God's  wrath  and 
condemnation.  And  this 
infection  of  nature  doth 
remain,  yea,  in  them  that 
are  regenerated  ;  whereby 
the  lust  of  the  flesh,  called 
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in  the  Greek,  phronema 
sarkosy  which  some  do  ex- 
pound the  wisdom,  some 
sensuality,  some  the  affec- 
tion, some  the  desire,  of  the 
flesh,  is  not  subject  to  the 
Law  of  God.  And  although 
there  is  no  condemnation 
for  them  that  believe  and 
are  baptized,  yet  the  Apostle 
doth  confess,  that  concupi- 
scence and  lust  hath  of  itself 
the  nature  of  sin. 

XII.  Of  Man^s  Condition 

by  Nature. 

THE  condition  of  Man 
after  the  fall  of  Adam 
is  such,  that  he  cannot  turn 
and  prepare  himself,  by  his 
own  natural  strength  and 
good  works,  to  faith  and 
calling  upon  God  :  where- 
fore we  have  no  power  to 
do  good  works  pleasant  and 
acceptable  to  God,  without 
thr  grace  of  God  by  Christ 
assisting  us,  that  we  may 
have  a  good  will,  and  work- 
ing with  us,  when  we  have 
that  good  will. 

XIII.  Of  the  Justification 

of  Man, 

E  are  accounted  right- 
eous before  God  only 

for  the  merit  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ 
by  Faith  and  not  for  our 
own  works  or  deservings  : 
wherefore,  that  we  are  justi 
fied  by  Faith  only  is  a  most 
wholesome  Doctrine,  and 
very  full  of  comfort,  as  is  so 
fully  declared  in  the  Word 
of  God. 
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XIV.  Of  Good  Works, 

ALBEIT  that  Good 
Works,  which  are  the 
fruits  of  Faith,  and  follow 
after  Justification,  cannot 
put  away  our  sins,  and 
endure  the  severity  of  God's 
Judgment ;  yet  are  they 
pleasing  and  acceptable  to 
God  in  Christ,  and  do  spring 
out  necessarily  of  a  true  and 
lively  Faith ;  insomuch  that 
by  them  a  lively  Faith  may 
be  as  evidently  known  as  a 
tree  discerned  by  the  Fruit. 

XV.  Of  Works  before 
Justification. 

WORKSdonebeforethe 
^race  of  Christ,  and 
the  Inspiration  of  his  Spirit, 
are  not  of  saving  efficacy, 
forasmuch  as  they  spring 
not  of  Faith  in  Jesus  Cnrist, 
neitlier  do  they  make  men 
meet  to  receive  or  to  deserve 
grace. 

XVI.  Of  Works  of  Super- 
erogation. 

VOLUNTARY  Works 
besides,  over  and 
above,  God's  Command- 
ments, which  they  call 
Works  of  Supererogation, 
cannot  be  taught  without 
arrogancy  and  impiety  :  for 
injr  them  men  do  declare, 
that  they  do  not  only  render 
unto  God  as  much  as  they 
are  bound  to  do,  but  that 
they  do  more  for  his  sake, 
than  of  bounden  duty  is 
required  :  whereas  Christ 
saith  plainly.  When  ye  have 
done  all  that  are  command- 
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ed  you,  say,  We  are  unpro- 
fitable servants. 

XVII.  Of  Christ  alone 
without  Sin. 

CHRIST  in  the  truth  of 
our  nature  was  made 
like  unto  us  in  all  things, 
sin  only  excepted,  from 
which  he  was  clearly  void, 
both  in  his  flesh,  and  in  his 
spirit.  He  came  to  be  the 
Lamb  without  spot,  who,  by 
sacrifice  of  himself  made 
once  for  ever,  should  take 
away  the  sin  of  the  world, 
and  sin,  as  John  saith,  was 
not  in  him.  But  all  we  the 
rest,  although  born  again  in 
Christ,  yet  offend  in  many 
things ;  and  if  we  say  we 
have  no  sin,  we  deceive  our- 
selves, and  the  truth  is  not 
in  us. 

XVIIL  Of  Sin  after 
Conversion. 

THE  grant  of  repentance 
is  not  to  be  denied  to 
such  as  fall  into  sin  after 
conversion.  After  we  have 
received  the  Holy  Spirit  we 
may  fall  into  sin,  and  by 
the  grace  of  God  we  may 
arise  again,  and  amend  our 
lives.  And  therefore  they 
are  to  be  condemned,  who 
say,  they  can  no  more  sin 
as  long  as  they  live  here,  or 
deny  the  place  of  forgive- 
ness to  such  as  truly  repent. 

XIX.  Of  Election,  Predes- 
tination and  Free  Will. 

WHILE  the  Scriptures 
directly  set  forth  the 
election,  predestination  and 
calling  of  the  people  of  God 


unto  eternal  life,  as  Christ 
saith:  "All  that  the  Fa- 
ther giveth  me  shall  come 
to  me ; "  they  no  less  posi- 
tively affirm  man's  free 
agency  and  responsibility, 
and  that  salvation  is  freely 
offered  to  all  through  Christ, 
This  Church,  according- 
ly, simply  affirms  these 
doctrines  as  the  Word  of 
God  sets  them  forth,  and 
submits  them  to  the  indi- 
vidual judgment  of  its 
members,  as  taught  by 
the  Holy  Spirit;  strictly 
charging  them  that  God 
commandeth  all  men  every- 
where to  repent,  and  that 
we  can  be  saved  only  by 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 

XX.  Of  Salvation  only  in 
Christ, 

HOLY  Scripture  doth 
set  out  unto  us  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  only, 
whereby  men  must  be 
saved.  His  was  a  finished 
work  and  completely  suf- 
ficient. Without  any  merit 
or  deserving  on  our  part  he 
has  secured  to  believers  in 
him  pardon,  ^  acceptance, 
sonship,  sanctification,  re- 
demption, and  eternal 
^lory.  Those  who  believe 
m  him  are  in  him  complete. 
They  are  even  now  justified 
and  have  a  present  salva- 
tion ;  though  they  may  not 
at  all  times  have  the  sense 
of  its  possession. 

XXI.  Of  the  Church. 

A  LL  who  love  the  Lord 
XX.  Jesus  Christ,  who 
adhere  to  him  by  faith,  who 
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are  partakers  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  worship  the  Fa- 
ther in  spirit  and  in  truth, 
are  the  body  of  Christ,  the 
house  of  God,  the  flock  of 
the  Good  Shepherd — the 
holy,  universal  Christian 
Church. 

A  visible  Church  of  Christ 
is  a  congregation  of  faithful 
men,  in  which  the  pure 
Word  of  God  is  preached, 
and  the  Sacraments  are 
duly  ministered  according 
to  Christ's  ordinance  in  all 
those  things  that  of  neces- 
sity are  requisite  to  the 
same. 

As  the  Church  of  Jeru- 
salemy  Alexandria,  and 
Antioch,  have  erred ;  so  also 
the  Church  of  Bome^  doth 
err,  not  only  in  their  liv- 
ing and  manner  of  Cere- 
monies, but  also  in  matters 
of  Faith. 

XXII.  Of  the  Authority  of 
a  Church. 

A  CHURCH  hath 
power  to  decree  Rites 
or  Ceremonies,  and  to  es- 
tablish forms  of  worship 
and  to  declare  its  own  faith 
and  discipline :  yet  it  is  not 
lawful  for  any  Church  to 
ordain  any  thing  that  is 
contrary  to  God's  Word 
written,  neither  may  it  so 
expound  one  place  of  Scrip- 
ture, that  it  be  repugnant 
to  another.  Wherefore,  as 
the  Church  ought  not  to 
decree  any  thing  against 
the  same,  so  besides  the 
same  it  ought  not  to  enforce 


any  thing  to  be  believed  as 
necessary  to  Salvation 

The  Creeds  as  set  forth  in 
the  Prayar  Book  of  this 
Church  ought  to  be  received 
and  believed  ;  for  they  may 
be  proved  by  Holy  Scrip- 
ture. 

XXIIL  Of  the  Authority 
of  General  Councils. 

GENERAL  Councils 
(forasmuch  as  they 
are  an  assembly  of  men, 
whereof  all  are  not  governed 
by  the  Spirit  and  Word  of 
God)  may  err,  and  some- 
times have  erred,  even  in 
things  pertaining  unto  God. 
Wherefore  things  ordained 
by  them  as  necessary  to 
salvation  have  neither 
strength  nor  authority,  un- 
less it  may  be  proved  that 
they  are  taken  out  of  Holy 
Scripture. 

XXIV.  Of  Ministering  in 
the  Congregation. 

IT  is  not  lawful  for  any 
man  to  take  upon  him 
the  office  of  public  preach- 
ing, or  Ministering  the 
Sacraments  in  the  Congre- 
gation, before  he  has  been 
lawfully  called,  and  sent  to 
execute  the  same.  And 
those  we  consider  to  be 
lawfully  ^  called  and  sent, 
who  having  been  called  to 
this  work  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  have  public  authority 
given  unto  them  in  the 
Congfregation,  by  those 
duly  appointed  to  ordain 
Ministers  in  the  Lord's 
vineyard. 
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XXV.  Of  speaking  in  the 
Congregation  in  such  a 
Tongue  as  the  people  under- 
stand. 

IT  is  a  thing  plainly  re- 
puprnant  to  the  Word 
of  God,  and  the  custom  of 
the  Primitive  Church,  to 
have  public  Prayer  ii  the 
Church,  or  to  mmister  the 
Sacraments  in  a  tongue  not 
understood  by  the  people. 

XXVI,  Of  the  Sacraments, 

SACRAMENTS  or- 
dained  by  Christ  are 
tokens  of  Christian  men's 
profession. 

There  are  two  Sacraments 
ordained  by  Christ  our 
Lord  in  the  Gospel,  that  is 
to  say,  Bajptism,  and  the 
Supper  of  the  Lord. 

Those  five,  by  some  called 
Sacraments,  that  is  to  say. 
Confirmation,  Penance,  Or- 
ders, Matrimony,  and  Ex- 
treme Unction,  are  not  to 
be  counted  for  Sacraments 
of  the  Gospel,  for  they  have 
not  any  visible  sign  or  cere- 
mony ordained  of  God. 

The  Sacraments  were  not 
ordained  of  Christ  to  be 
gazed  upon,  or  to  be  carried 
about,  but  that  we  should 
dulv  use  them.  And  in 
such  only  as  worthily  re- 
ceive the  same  is  there  any 
spiritual  benefit  by  faith  in 
Christ ;  but  they  that  re- 
ceive them  unworthily  pur- 
chase to  themselves  judg- 
ment.    1  Cor.  xi.,  29. 

XXVII.   Of  Baptism, 

BAPTISM  is  a  sign  of 
profession,     whereby 


we  publicly  avow  our  faith 
in  Christ,  and  are  grafted 
into  the  visible  Church.  It 
represents  the  death  of  be- 
lievers with  Christy  and 
their  rising  with  him  to 
newness  of  life.  The  Bap- 
tism of  young  Children  is 
in  any  wise  to  be  retained 
in  this  Church,  as  agree- 
able to  ancient  usage,  and 
not  contrary  to  holy  Writ. 

XXVIII.  Of  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

THE  Supper  of  the  Lord 
is  not  only  a  sign  of 
the  love  that  Christians 
ought  to  have  among  them- 
selves one  to  another ;  but 
rather  is  a  Memorial  of  our 
Redemption  by  Christ's 
death :  it  is  also  a  symbol 
of  the  soul's  feeding  on 
Christ.  And  it  is  a  sign  of 
the  Communion  that  we 
should  have  with  one  an- 
other. 

Tran8ubstantiation(or  the 
change  of  the  substance  of 
Bread  and  Wine)  or  Con- 
substantiation,  cannot  be 
proved  by  holy  Writ ;  but 
are  repugnant  to  the  flain 
words  of  Scripture,  over- 
throw the  nature  of  a  Sacra- 
ment, and  have  given  occa- 
sion to  many  superstitions. 

We  feed  on  Christ  only 
after  a  heavenly  and  spir- 
itual manner.  And  the  mean 
whereby  Christ  is  received 
is  faith. 

The  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  was  not  by 
Christ's  ordinance,  neither 
is  it  to  be  in  this  Church, 
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reserved,     carried  ^    about, 
lifted  up,  or  worshipped. 

XXIX.  Of  those  who  par- 
take of  the  Lord^s  Supper 
unworthily, 

THE  wicked,  and  such  as 
be  void  of  a  lively 
faith,  although  they  do  car- 
nally and  visibly  press  with 
their  teeth  the  Sacramental 
elements  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per, yet  in  no  wise  are  they 
partakers  of  Christ :  but 
rather,  to  their  condemna- 
tion, do  eat  and  drink  the 
sign  or  symbol  of  so  great 
a  thing  as  His  Body  and 
Blood. 

XXX.  Of  both  kinds. 

THE  Cup  of  the  Lord  ia 
not  to  be  denied  to 
the  Lay-people ;  for  both 
the  bread  and  the  wine,  by 
Christ's  ordinance  and  com- 
mandments, ought  to  be 
ministered  to  all  Christian 
men  alike. 

XXXI.  Of  the  one  Obla- 
tion of  Christ  finished  upon 
the  Cross. 

THE  offering  of  Christ 
is  that  perfect  redemp- 
tion, propitiation,  and  satis- 
faction, once  for  ever  made 
upon  the  cross  for  all  sin, 
both  original  and  actual ; 
and  there  is  none  other 
satisfaction  for  sin,  but  that 
only.  Wherefore  the  sacri- 
fices of  Masses,  in  which  it 
is  commonly  said,  that  the 
priest  doth  oflFer  Christ  for 
the  quick  and  the  dead,  to 
have  remission  of  pain  or 


guilt,  are  blasphemous  fa- 
bles, and  dangerous  deceits. 

XXXIL  Of  the  Marriage 
of  Ministers. 

BISHOPS,  Presbyters, 
and  Deacons,  are  not 
commanded  by  God's  Law, 
either  to  vow  the  estate  of 
single  life,  or  to  abstain 
from  marriage :  therefore  it 
is  lawful  for  them,  as  for 
all  other  Christian  men,  to 
marry  at  their  own  discre- 
tion, as  they  shall  judge  the 
same  to  serve  better  to  god- 
liness. 

XXIII.  Of  Confession  and 
Absolution. 

PRIVATE  confession  of 
sins  to  a  priest,  com- 
monly known  as  Auricular 
Confession,  has  no  founda- 
tion in  the  Word  of  God, 
and  is  a  human  invention. 
Priestly  absolution  is  a 
blasphemous  usurpation  of 
the  sole  prerogative  of  God. 
None  can  forgive  sins  as 
against  God  but  God  alone. 

XXXIV.  Of  the  Traditions 
of  the  Church. 

IT  is  not  necessary  that 
traditions  and  cere- 
monies should  be  in  all 
places  one,  and  exactly 
alike  ;  for  at  all  times  they 
have  been  divers,  and  may 
be  changed  according  to 
the  diversities  of  countries, 
times,  and  men's  manners, 
so  that  nothing  be  ordained 
against  God's  Word.  Who- 
soever through  his  private 
judgment,  willingly  and 
purposely,     doth     openly 
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break  the  traditions  and 
ceremonies  of  the  Church, 
which  are  not  repugnant  to 
the  Word  of  God,  and  are 
ordained  and  approved  by 
common  authority,  ought 
to  be  rebuked  openly,  (that 
others  may  fear  to  do  the 
like,)  as  he  that  offendeth 
against  the  common  order 
of  the  Church,  and  hurteth 
the  authority  of  the  Magis- 
trate, and  woundeth  the 
conscience  of  the  weak 
brethren. 

Every  particular  or  na- 
tionalChurcL  hath  authority 
to  ordain,  change,  and 
abolish,  ceremonies  or  rites 
of  the  Church,  ordained 
only  by  man's  authority,  so 
that  all  things  be  done  to 
edifying. 

XXXV.  Of  Certain  Errou' 
eous  Doctrines  and  Practices, 

THE  Romish  doctrines 
concerning  purgatory, 
Eenance,  and  satisfaction, 
ave  no  support  from  the 
word  of  God,  and  are,  be- 
sides, contradictory  of  the 
completeness  and  sufficiency 
of  the  redemption  in  Christ 
Jesus,  of  justification  by 
faith,  and  of  the  sanctify- 
ing efficiency  of  God  the 
Holy  Spirit.  Praying  tor 
the  dead  is  man's  tradition, 
vainl}r  invented,  and  is  in 
violation  of  the  express 
warnings  of  Almighty  God 
to  the  careless  and  uncon- 
verted. The  adoration  of 
relics  and  images,  and  the 
invocation  of  saints,  besides 
that  they  are  grounded  upon 


no  warranty  of  Scripture, 
are  idolatrous  practices,  dis- 
honoring to  God,  and  com- 
promising the  mediatorship 
of  Christ. 

XXXVI.  Of  Consecration 
of  Bishops  and  Ordering  of 
Presbyters  and  Deacons. 

THE  Book  of  Consecra- 
tion of  Bishops,  and 
Ordering  of  Presbvters  and 
Deacons,  set  forth  by  this 
Church,  doth  contam  all 
things  necessary  to  such 
Consecration  and  Ordering : 
neither  hath  it  any  thing, 
that  of  itself  is  superstitious 
and  ungodly.  And  there- 
fore whosoever  are  conse- 
crated or  ordered  according 
to  the  Rites  of  that  Book, 
or  hereafter  shall  be  conse- 
crated or  ordered  according 
to  the  same  Rites;  we  de- 
cree all  such  to  be  rightly, 
orderly,  and  lawfully  con- 
secrated and  ordered. 

XXX  VIL  Of  the  Civil 
Magistrates, 

THE  Queen's  Majesty 
hath  the  chief  power 
in  the  Realm  of  England, 
and  other  her  Dominions, 
unto  whom  the  civil  Gov- 
ernment of  all  Estates  in 
this  Realm  doth  appertain ; 
but  hath  no  authority  in 
things  purely  spiritual.  We 
do  not  give  to  our  Princes 
the  ministering  either  of 
God's  Word,  or  of  the  Sac- 
raments ;  but  that  only  pi  e- 
rogrative,  which  we  see  to 
have  been  given  always  to 
all  godly  Princes  in  holy 
Scriptures  by  God  himself ; 
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that  is,  that  they  should 
rule  aU  states  and  degrees 
committed  to  their  charge 
by  God,  and  minister  true 
judgments  unto  the  people. 

The  Bishop  of  Home  ought 
to  have  no  jurisdiction  in 
this  Dominion. 

The  Laws  of  the  Realm 
may  punish  Christian  men 
with  death,  for  heinous  and 
grievous  offences. 

It  is  lawful  for  (Christian 
men,  at  the  commandment 
of  the  Magistrate,  to  wear 
weapons,  and  serve  in  the 
wars. 

XXXVIII.  Of  Christian 
raen's  Goods ^  which  are  not 
common. 

THE  Riches  and  Goods 
of  Christians   are  not 
common,  as   touching    the 


right,  title,  and  possession 
of  the  same.  Notwith- 
standing, every  man  ought, 
of  such  things  as  he  pos- 
sesseth,  liberally  to  give 
alms  to  the  poor,  according 
to  his  ability. 

XXXIX.  Of  a  Christian 
man's  Testimony. 

AS  we  confess  that  vain 
and  rash  swearing  is 
forbidden  Christian  men  by 
the  Law  of  God,  so  we 
judge,  that  Christian  re- 
ligion doth  not  prohibit, 
but  that  a  man  may  formal- 
ly testify  in  accordance 
with  the  law  when  the 
magistrate  or  ruler  requireth 
in  a  cause  of  trutn  and 
justice,  provided  it  be  done 
in  the  fear  of  God. 


A  PRAYER  FOR  UNITY. 


OGOD  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  our 
only  Saviour,  the  Prince  of  Peace  ;  who  hast  taught 
us  how  good  and  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell 
together  in  unity,  give  us  grace  seriously  to  lay  to  heart 
the  great  danger  arising  from  unhappy  divisions.  Take 
away  all  hatred  and  prejudice,  and  whatsoever  else  may 
hinder  us  from  godly  Union  and  Concord  :  that,  a  *^here 
is  but  one  Body,  and  one  Spirit,  and  one  Hope  of  our 
Calling,  one  Lord,  one  Faith,  one  Baptism,  one  God  and 
Father  of  us  all,  so  we  may  henceforth  be  all  of  one  heart, 
and  of  one  soul,  united  in  one  holy  bond  of  Truth  and 
Peace,  of  Faith  and  Love,  and  may  with  one  mind  and 
one  mouth  glorify  thee;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 
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
